TO PROVIDE FOB THB ANNUAL PUBLICATION OF A 



LEGISLATIVE MANUAL. 



The People cjf the State of Wisconsin^ represented in Senate and Assembly^ 
do enact as follow a : 

SBcnoN 1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to canse to be 
prepared and printed by the State Printer, annaolly hereafter, for the use of 
the Senate and AsBembly, a book to be denominated a ** Manual,^* which 
shall contain the Constitation of the United States and of this State, Jeffer- 
son's Manual, Rules and Orders of the Senate and Assembly, Joint Rules of 
the Senate and Assembly, Lists of Senators and Assemblymen, Employees of 
each House, Diagrams of the Senate and Assembly Chambers, Statistical and 
other information of the same description with that contained in the books here- 
tofore procured by Clerks of the two Houses, respectiyely,wlth such other mat- 
ter as may be deemed usefhl. 

Section 2. The Secretary of State shall cause to be printed one thousand 
copies of such Manual annually, one copy of which shall be distributed to 
each Senator and Assemblyman within two weeks after the commencement 
of each Session. The remainder of each edition shall be distributed as fol- 
lows : four copies to each Member of the Senate and Assembly, one copy to 
each of the Officers thereof, one copy to each of the State Officers, and one 
hundred and fifty copies shall be deposited with the Superintendent of Public 
Property, for the use of the succeeding Legislature. 

Section 8. There is hereby annually appropriated out of any money in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, belonging to the General Fund, an 
amount sufficient for the expenses authorized by this act.

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CONSTITUTION. 



We, the people of the United States, in order to form a more perfect onion, 
establieh Justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide for the common 
defense, promote the general welfare, and sectre the blessings of liberty to 
onrselyes and onr posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution for 
the United States of America. 

ARTICLE I. 

SECTION I. 

All legislative powers herein granted shall be vested in a Congress of the 
United States, which shall consist of a Senate apd House of Representatives. 

SECTION n. 

The House of Representatives shall be composed of members chosen every 
second year by the people of the several States, and the electors in each State 
shall have the qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the State legislature. 

No person shall be a Representative who shall not have attained the age of 
twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State in which he shall 
be chosen. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the severfU 
States which may be included within this Union, according to their respective 
numbers, which shall be determined by adding to the whole number of free 
persons, including those bound to service for a term of years, and excluding 
Indians not taxed, three-fifths of ah other persons. The actual enumeration 
shall be made within three years after the first meeting of the Congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term often years, in such manner 
as they shall by law direct. The number of Representatives shall not exceed 
one for every thirty thousand, but each State shall have at least one Represen- 
tative; and untH such enumeration shall be made, the State otNew Hdmp' 
shire shall be entitled to choose three, MasBOChuseUs eight, BJiode Island and 
Providence Hantatisna one, Connecticut five, New York six. New Jerevy four, 
Fiennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virgiida ten. North Carolina 
five. South Carolina five, and Oeorgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any State, the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

The House of Representatives shall choose their Speaker and other offlcerg ; 
and shall have the sole power of impeachment. 
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SECTION in. 

The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Senators from 
each State, chosen by the legislature thereof; for six years ; and each Senator 
shall have one vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the first elec- 
tion, they shall be divided as equally as may be into three classes. The seats 
of the Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
second year ; of the second class, at the expiration of the fourth year, and of 
the third class, at the expiration of the sixth year, so that one-third may be 
chosen etery second year ; and if vacancies happen by resignation or other- 
wise, during the recess of the legislature of any State, the executive thereof 
may make temporary appointments until the next meeting of the legislature, 
which shall then fill such vacancies. * 

No person shaU be a Senator, who shall not have attained to the age of 
thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of the United States, and who 
shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State for which he shall be 
chosen. 

The Vice President of the United States shall be President of the Senate, 
but shall have no vote, unless they be equally divided. 

The Senate shall choose their other oflicers, and also a President i?ro tem- 
pore in the absence of the Vice President, or when he shall exercise the oflftce 
of President of the United States. 

The Senate shall have the sole power to try all impeachments. When 
sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath or affirmation. When the 
President of the United States is tried, the Chief Justice shall preside : and 
no person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. 

Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further than to re- 
moval from office, and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, 
trust or profit under the United States : but the party convicted shall never- 
theless be liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment, and punishment, 
according to law. 

SECTION IV. 

The times, places, and manner of holding elections for Senators and 
Representatives shall be prescribed in each State by the legislature thereof; 
but the Congress may at any time by law make or alter such regulations, 
except as to the places of choosing Senators. 

The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and such meeting 
shall be on the first Monday in December, unless they shall by law appoint a 
different day. 

SKCnOK V. 

Each house shall be the judge of the elections, returns, and qualifications 
of its own members, and a majority of each shall constitute a quorum to do 
business ; but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be 
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jtnthorized to compel the attendance of absent membere, in each manner, and 
nnder such penalties, as each hoose may provide. 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish its members 
for disorderly behavior, and with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a 
memlipr, '•■ 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from time to time 
publish the same, excepting such parts as may in their judgment reauire 
secrecy, and the yeas and najs of the members of either house on any ques' 
tion shall, at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
journal. 

Neither house, during the session of Congress, shall, without the consent of 
the othec, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any other place than that 
in which the two houses shall be sitting. 

SECTION VI. 

The Senators and Bepresentatives shall receive a compensation for their 
services, to be ascertained by law, and paid out of the Treasury of the United 
States, They shall in all cases except treason, felony and breach of the peace, 
be privileged from arrest during their attendance at the session of their 
respective houses, and in going to and returning from the same ; and for any 
speech or debate in either house, they shall not be questioned in any other 
place. 

No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which he was 
elected, be appointed to any civil office under the authority of the United 
States, which shall have been created, or the emoluments whereof shall have 
been increased during such time ; and no person holding any office under the 
United States, shall be a member of either house during his continuance in 
office. 

SECTION vn. 

All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the House of Representatives ; 
but the Senate may propose or concur with amendments as on other bills. 

Every bJU which shall have passed the House of Representatives and the 
Senate, shall, before it become a law, be presented to the President of the 
United States ; if he approve he shall sign it, but if not he shall return it, 
with his objections to that house in which it shall have originated, who shall 
enter the objections at large on their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. 
If after such reconsideration two-thirds of that house shall agree to pass the 
bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of that 
house, it shall become a law. But in ail cases the votes of both houses shall 
be determined by yeas and nays, and the names of the persons voting for 
and against the bill shall be entered on the journal of each house respectively. 
If any bill shall not be returned by the President within ten days (Sundays 
excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the same shall be a law, 
in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the Congress by their adjourn- 
ment prevent its return, in which case it shall not be a law.

CONSTITUTION OF THE 



Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concurrence of the Senate and 
House of Bepresentatives may be necessary (except, on a question of adjourn- 
ment) shall be presented to the President of the United States ; and before 
the same shall take effect, shall be approved by him, or being disapproved by 
him, shall be repassed by two-thirds of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, according to the rules and*limitations prescribed in the case of a bill. 

SECTION vni. 

The Congress shall have power to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and 
excises, to pay the debts and provide for the common defence and general 
welfare of the United States ; but all duties, imposts and excises shall be 
uniform throughout the United States ; 

To borrow money on the credit of the United States ; 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the several States, 
and with the Indian tribes ; 

To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform laws on the 
subject of bankruptcies throughout the United States ; 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin, and fix the 
standard of weights and measures; 

To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the securities and current 
coin of the United States ; 

To establish post offices and post roads ; 

To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing for limited 
times to authors and inventors the exclusive right to their respective writings 
and discoveries ; 

To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme Court ; 

To define and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, and 
oflbnses against the law of nations ; 

To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules con- 
cerning captures on land and water ; 

To raise and support armies, but no appropriation of money to that use shall 
be for a longer term than two years ; 

To provide and maintain a navy ; 

To make rules for the government and regulation of the land and naval 
forces; 

To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the Union, 
suppress insurrections and repel invasions ; 

To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining the militia, and for 
governing such part of them as may be employed in the service of the United 
States, reserving to the States respectively, the appointment of the officers, 
and the authority of training the militia according to the discipline prescribed 
by Congress; 

To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever, over such district 
(not exceeding ten miles square) as may, by cession of particular States, and 
the acceptance of Congress, become the seat of the government of the United 
States, and to exercise like authority over all places purchased by the con- 
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sent of the legislature of the State in which the same shall be, for the erection 
of forts, mf^azines, arsenals, dockyards, and other needftil hnildings ;— and 

To make all laws which shall be necessary and proper for carrying Into 
execution the foregoing powers, and. all other powers vested by this Constitu- 
tion in the Government of the United States, or in any department or officer 
thereof. 

SECTION ix. 

The migration or importation of snch persons as any of the States now 
existing shall think proper to admit, shall not be prohibited by the Congress 
prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and eight, but a tax or duty 
may be imposed on snch importation, not exceeding ten dollars for each 
person. 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless 
when in cases of rebellion or invasion ihe public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex post facto law shall be passed. 

No capitation, or other direct tax shall be laid, unless in proportion to the 
census or enumeration hereinbefore directed to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any State. 

No preference shall be given by any regulation of commerce or revenue to 
the ports of one State over those of another ; nor shall vessels bound to, or 
l^om, one State, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in consequence of appro- 
priations made by law ; and a regular statement and account of the receipts 
and expenditures of all public money shall be published from time to time. 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United Sates; and no person 
holding any office of profit or trust under them, shall, without the consent of 
the Congress, accept of any present, emolument, office, or title, of any kind 
whatever, from any king, prince, or foreign State. 

SECTION X. 

No State shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or confederation ; grant let- 
ters of marque and reprisal; coin money; emit bills of credit; make any- 
thing but gold and silver coin a tender in payment of debts ; pass any bill of 
attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligation of contracts, or 
grant any title of nobility. 

No State shall, without the consent of the Congress, lay any imposts or 
duUes on imports or exports, except what may be absolutely necessary for 
executing its inspection laws: and the net produce oi all duties and imposts, 
laid by any State on imports or exports, shall be for the use of the treasury of 
the United States ; and all such laws shall be subject to the revision and con- 
trol of the Congress. 

No State shall, without the consent of Congress, lay any duty of tonnage, 
keep troops, or ships of war in time of peace, enter into any agreement or 
compact with another State, or with a foreign power, or engage in war, unless 
actually invaded, or in such imminent danger as will not admit of delay. 
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ARTICLE n. 



SECTION I. 



The executive power shall he vested in a President of the United States of 
America. He shall hold his office during the term of four years, and together 
with the Vice President, chosen for the same term, he elected as follows : 

Each State shall app< int, in such manner as the legislature thereof may 
direct, a numher of electors, equal to the whole numher of Senators and 
Representatives to which the State may be entitled in the Congress : hut no 
Senator or Representative, or person holding an office of trust or profit under 
the United States, shall he appointed an elector. 

The electors shall meet in their respective States, and vote hy hallot for 
two persons, of whom one at least shall not he an inhabitant of the same 
State with themselves. And they shall make a list of all the persons voted 
for, and of the number of votes for each ; which list they shall sign and cer- 
tify, and transmit sealed to the seat of the government of the United States, 
directed to the President of the Senate. The President of the Senate shall, 
in the presence of the Senate and House of Representatives, open all the cer- 
tificates, and the votes shall then be counted. The person having the greatest 
numher of votes shall be the President, if such number he a mcgority of the 
whole number of, electors appointed; and if there be more than one who 
have such a majority, and have an equal number of votes, then the House of 
Representatives shall immediately choose by ballot one of them President ; 
and if no person have a majority, then from the five highest on the list the 
said House shall in like manner choose the President. But in choosing the 
President, the votes shall be taken hy States, the representation from each 
State having one vote ; a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member 
or members from two-thirds of the States, and a minority of all the States 
shall be necessary to a choice. In every case, after the choice of the Presi- 
dent, the person having the greatest number of votes of the electors, shall be 
the Vice President. But if there should remain two or more who have equal 
votes, the Senate shall choose fi*om them by ballot the Vice President.* 

The Congress may determine the time of choosing the electors, and the day 
on which they shall give their votes ; which day ^all be the same throughout 
the United States. 

No person except a natural-bom citizen, or a citizen of the United States, at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution shall be eligible to the office of 
President; neither shall any person be eligible to that office who shall not 
have attained to the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years a resi- 
dent within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the President from office, or of his death, resigna- 
tion, or inability to discharge the powers and duties of the'said office, the same 
shall devolve on the Vice President, and the Congress may by law provide

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for the case of removal, death, resignation, or inability, both of the President 
and Vice President, doclaring what officer shall then act as President, and 
such officer shall act accordingly, until the disability be removed, or a Presi- 
dent shall be elected. 

The President shall, at stated times, receive for his services a compensation, 
which shall neither be increased nor diminished during the period for which * 
he shall have been elected, and he shall not receive within jthat period any 
other emolument from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take the following 
oath or affirmation :— 

" I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute the office of 
President of the United States, and will to the best of my ability preserve, 
protect, and defend the Constitution of the United States." 

SECTION n. 

The President shall be Commander-in-chief of the army and navy of the 
Unittd States, and of the militia of the several States, when called into the 
actual service of the United States ; he may require the opinion, in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departments, upon any subject 
relating to the duties of their respective offices, and he shall have power to 
grant reprieves and pardons for offenses against the United States, except in 
cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of the senators present concur ; and he 
shall nominate, and, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall 
appoint ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of the Su- 
preme Court, and all other officers of the United States, whose appointments 
are not herein otherwise provided for, and which shall be established by law; 
but the Congress may by law vest the appointment of such inferior officers, as 
they think proper, in the President alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads 
of departments. 

The President shall have power to fill up all vacancies that may happen 
during the recess of the Senate, by granting commissions which shall expire 
at the end of their next session. 

8ECTI0K HI. 

He shall from time to time give to the Congress information of the state of 
the Union, and recommend to thefr consideration such measures as he shall 
judge necessary and expedient; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene 
both houses, or either of them, and in case of disagreement between them, 
with respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them to such time as 
he shall think proper ; he shall receive ambassadors and other public minis- 
ters ; he shall take care that the laws be faithftUly executed, and shall com- 
mission all the officers of the United States. 

SECTION IV.. 

The President, Vice President, and all civil officers of the United States, shall 
be removed fi'om office on impeachment.for, and conviction of treason, bribery, 
or other high crimes and misdemeanors. 
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ARTICLE in. 

BECnON I. 

The judicial power of the United States shall be vested in one Supreme 
Court, and in such inferior courts as the Congress may from time to time 
ordain and establish. The judges both of the Supreme and inferior courts, 
shall hold their offices during good behavior, and shall, at stated times, 
receive for their services a compensation which shall not be diminished dur- 
ing their contmuance in office. 

SECTION n. 

The judicial power shall extend to all cases, in law and equity, arising 
under this Constitution, the laws of the United States, and treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under their authority ;— to all cases affecting ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers, and consuls ; to all cases of admirality and mar- 
itime jurisdiction ; to controversies to which the United States shall be a 
party ; to controversies between two or more States ; between a State and 
citizens of another State ; between citizens of different States ; between citi- 
zens of the same State claiming lands under grants of different States, and 
between a State, or the citizens thereof, and foreign States, citizens or sub- 
jects. 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, and 
those in which a State shall be party, the Supreme Court shall have original 
jurisdiction. In all the other cases belore mentioned, the Supreme Court shaU 
have appellate jurisdiction, both as to law and fact ; ^vith such exceptions, and 
under such regulations as the Congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury ; 
and such trial shall be held in the State where the said crimes shall have been 
committed ; but when not committed within any State, the trial shall be at 
such place or places as the Congress may by law have directed. 

SECTION in. 

Treason against the United States shall consist only in levying war against 
them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. No per- 
son shall be convicted of treason unless on the testimony to two witnesses to 
the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The Congress shall have power to declare the punishment of treason, but 
no attainder of treason shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture except 
during the life of the person attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

SECTION I. 

Full fSftith and credit shall be given in each State to the public acts, records, 
and judicial proceedings of every other State. And the Congress may by gen- 
eral laws prescribe the manner in which such acts, records and proceedings 
shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 
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SECTION n. 

The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all privileges and immunities 
of citizens in ihe several States. 

A person charged in any State with treason, felony, or other crime, who' 
shall flee f^om justice, and be found in another State, shall, on demand of the 
executive authority of the State from which he fled, be delivered up, to be 
removed to the State having jurisdiction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one State, under the laws thereof; 
escaping into another, shall, in consequence of any law or regulation therein, 
be discharged from such service or labor, but shall be delivered up on claim 
of the party to whom such service or labor may be due. 

SECTION in. 

New States may be admitted by the Congress into this Union ; but no new 
State shall be formed or erected within the jurisdiction of any other State ; 
nor any State be formed by the junction of two or more States, or part of 
States, without the consent of the legislatures of the States concerned as well 
as of the Congress. 

The Congress shall have power to dispose of and make all needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory or other property belonging to the 
United States ; and nothing in this Constitution shall be so construed as to 
prejudice any claims of the United States, or of any particular State. 

SECTION IV. 

The United States shall guaranty to every State in this Union a republican 
form of government, and shall protect each of them against invasion, and on 
application of the legislature, or of the executive, (when the legislature can- 
not be convened,) against domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall deem it necessary, 
shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or, on the application of the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the several States, shall call a convention for pro- 
posing amendments, which in either case, shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes, as part of this Constitution, when ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the several States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, 
as the one or the other mode of ratification may be proposed by the Con- 
gress ; provided that no amendment which may be made prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight, shall in any manner affect the first and 
fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article ; and that no State, with- 
out its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage in the Senate. 

ABTICLE YI. 

All debts contracted and engagements entered into, before the adoption of 
this Constitution, shall be as valid against the United States under this Con- 
stitution, as under the confederation. 
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This CongtitutioD, and the laws of the United States which shall he made in 
pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or which shall be made, under the 
authority of the United States, shall be the supreme law of the land ; and the 
judges in every State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Constitution or 
laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The Senators and Representatives before mentioned, and the members of 
the several State legislatures, and all executive and judicial officers, both of 
the United States and of the several States, shall be bound by oath or affirma- 
tion, to support this Constitution ; but no religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public trust under the United States. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

The ratification of the conventions of nine States shall be sufficient for the 
establishment of this Constitution between the States so ratifying the same. 
Done in convention by the unanimous consent of the States present, the 
seventeenth day of September in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty -seven, and of the Independence of the United States of 
America the twelfth. In witness whereof we have hereunto subscribed our 
names.

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AMENDMENTS. 



[The following amendments were proposed at the first session of the first 
Congress of the united States, which was hegnn and held at the city of New 
York, on the 4th March, 1789, and were adopted by the reqoisite number of 
States.— 1 vol. Laws qf U. S..p. 72.1 

[The preamble and resolution following, preceded the original proposition 
of the amendments, and as they have been supposed by a high equity judge, 
(8th Wendell's reports, p. 100,) to have an important bearing on the construc- 
tion of those amendments, they are here inserted. They will be found in the 
Journals of the first session of the first Congress. 

Congress of the United States, begun and held at the city of New York, on 
Wednesday, the 4th of March, 1789. Th« conventions of a number of the States 
having, at the time of their adopting the Constitution, expressed a desire, in 
order to prevent misconstruction or abuse of its powers, that further declara- 
tory and restrictive clauses should be added; ana as extending the ground of 
sublic confidence in the government, will best insure the beneficent ends of 
:ts institutionr- 

Besolved^ Bv the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America, in Cfongress assembled, two-thirds of both houses concurring, that 
the following articles be propc»sed to the legislatures of the several states, as 
amendments to the Constitution of the United States, all or any of which 
articles, when ratified by three-fourths of said legislatures, to be valid to all 
intents and purposes, as part of said Constitution ; namely :]

ARTICLE I. 

Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press ; or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the government for a.redress of grievances. 

ARTICLE n. 

A well regulated militia, being necessary to the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

ARTICLE in. 

No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house, without thd 
consent of the owner, nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by 
law. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houseii, papers, and 
effiBCts, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be violated, and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon probable cause, supported by oath or 
afilrmatlon, and particularly describing the place to be searched, and the iwr- 
Bons or things to be seized. 

ARTICLE V. 

Ko person shall be held to answer for a capital, or otherwise infamous 
crime, unless on a presentment oi indictment of a grand jury, except in cases 
2 Manual. • 
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arising in the land or naval forces, or in the militia, when In actnal service in 
time of war or public danger; nor shall any person be subject for the same 
oflfence to be twice pnt in jeopardy of life or limb ; nor shall be compelled In 
any criminal case to be a witness against himself; nor be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law ; nor shall private property 
be taken for public use, without just compensatiOB. 

ARTICLB VI. 

In all criminal proseontions, the accused shall ei^oy the right to a speedy 
and public trial, by an impartial jury of the State and district wherein the 
crime shall have been committed, which district shall have been previously 
ascertained by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusa- 
tion ; to be confronted with the witnesses against him ; to have compulsory 
process for obtaining witnesses in his fovor, and to have the assiatance of 
counsel for his defence. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

In suits at common law, where the value in controversy shall exceed 
twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no Act tried 
by a jury shall be otherwise re-examined in any court of the United States, 
than according to the rules of the common law. 

ARTICLE Vm. 

Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines Imposed, nor cruel 
and unusual punishments inflicted. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The enumeration in the Constiution, of certain rights shall not be con- 
strued to deny or disparage others retained by the people. 

ARTICLB X. 

The powers not delegated to the United States by the ConstitutioB, nor pro- 
hibited by it to the States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the 
people.

ARTICLB XI. 

The judicial power of the United States shall not be construed to extend to 
any suit in law or equity, commenced or prosecuted against one of the United 
States ^by citizens of another State, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign 
State. 

ARTICLE Xn. 

The electors shall meet in their respective States and vote by ballot for 
President and Vice President, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabi- 
tant of the same State with themselves ; they shall name In their baUoti the 
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person yoted for as President, and in distinct ballots the person yoted for as 
Vice President, and they shall make distinct lists of all persons YOted for as 
lYesident, and of all persons Yoted for as Yice President, and of the number 
of Totes for each ; which lists they shaU sign and certify, and transmit sealed 
to the ;seat of government of the United States, directed to the President of 
Senate. The President of the Senate shall, in the presence of the Senate and 
Honse of Representatives, open all the certificates and the votes shall then be 
counted ;— the person having the greatest number of votes for President shall 
be the President, if such number be a minority of the whole number of elect- 
ors appointed ; and if no person have such minority, then firom the persons 
having the highest numbers not exceeding three on the list of those voted for 
as President, the House of Representatives shall choose immediately, by bal- 
lot, the President. But in choosing the President, the votes shall be taken 
by States, the representation firom each State having one vote; a quorum 
for this purpose shall consist of a member or members firom two- thirds of the 
States, and a majority of all the States shall be necessary to a choice. And if 
the House of Representatives shall not choose a President whenever the 
right of choice shall devolve upon them, before the fourth day of March, next 
following, then the Yice President shall act as President, as in the case of the 
death or other constitutional disability of the President. 

The person having the greatest number of votes as Vice President, shall be 
the Vice President, if such number be a majority of the whole number of 
electors appointed, and if no person have a minority, then firom the two 
highest numbers on the list, the Senate shall choose the Vice President ; a 
quorum for the purpose shall consist of two-thirds of the whole number of 
Senators, and a m^ority of the whole number shall be necessary to a choice. 
But no person constitutionally ineligible to the office of President shall be 
eligible to that of Vice President of the United States. 

ARTICLE Xm. 

SBCTION I. 

Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except as a punishment for crime, 
whereof the party shall have been duly convicted, shall exist within the United 
States, or any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

SECTION n. 

Congress shall have power to enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 
ARTICLE XrV. 

SECTION I. 

All persons bom or naturalized in the United States, and subject to the ju- 
risdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of the State wherein 
they reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States, nor shall any State 
deprive any person of life, liberty or property without due proeesa of law, nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 
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SECTION n. 

Bepresentatlyes shall be apportioned among the seTeral States according to 
their respective numbers, counting the whole number of persons in each State, 
excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any election for 
the choice of electors lor President and Vice-President of the United States, 
Representatives in Congress, the executive and judicial officers of a State, or 
the members of the Legislature thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabit- 
ants of such State, being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of the United 
States, or in any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion or other 
crime, the basis of representation therein shall be reduced in the proportion 
which the number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole number of 
male citizens twenty-one years of age in such State. 

SECTION m. 

No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, or elector of 
President or Vice-President, or hold any office, civil or military, under the 
United States, or under any State, who, having previously taken an oath as a 
member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or as a member of 
any State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, to 
support the Constitution of the United States, shall have engaged in insurrec- 
tion or rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies 
thereof; but Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of each House, remove 
such disability. 

SECTION IV. 

The validity of the public debt of the United States, authorized by law, in- 
cluding debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for services in 
suppressing the insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But nei- 
ther the United States nor any State shall assume or pay any debt or obliga- 
tion incurred in aid of Insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or 
any claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave ; but all such debts, obli- 
gations and claims shall be held illegal and void. 

SECTION V. 

The Congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate legislation, the 
provisions of this article. 

ARTICLE yS[V.

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CONSTITUTION. 



FBEAMBLE. 



We, the people of Wisconsin, gratettil to Almighty God for our fireedom, in or- 
der to secnre its blessings, form a more perfect government, insure domestic 
tranquility, and promote the general welfare, do establish this constitntion. 

AKTICLB I. 

DEOUlBATION of BI6HT8. 

Section 1. All men are bom equally ftoe and Independent, and haye cer- 
tain inherent rights : among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. To secure these rights, igovemments are instituted among men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of the governed. 

Section 3. There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude In this 
State, otherwise than for the punishment of crime, whereof the party shall 
have been duly convicted. 

Section 3. Bvery person may freely speak, write, and publish his senti- 
ments on all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that right, and no laws 
shall be passed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech or of the press. 
In all criminal prosecutions or indictments for libel, the truth may be given In 
evidence ; and if it shall appear to the jury that the matter charged as libelous 
be true, and was published with good motives and for justifiable ends, the par. 
ty shall be acquitted; and the jury shall have the right to determine the law 
and the fact. 

Section 4. The right of the people peaceably to assemble to consult for the 
common good, and to petition the government or any department thereof^ 
shall never be abridged. 

Section 5. The right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate ; and shtll ex- 
tend to all cases at law, without regard to the amount In controversy; but a 
jury trial may be waived by the parties in all cases, in the manner prescribed 
bylaw. 

Section 6. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor shall excessive fines 
be imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments inflicted. 

Section 7. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall ei\]oy the right 
to be heard by himself and counsel ; to demand the nature and cause of the 
accusation agahist him ; to meet the witnesses fiice to face ; to have compulso- 
ry process to compel the attendance of witnesses in his behalf; and in prose- 
cutions by indictment or information, to a speedy public trial by an Impartial 
jury of the county or district wherein the c^ense shall have been committed ; 
which county or district shall have been previously ascertained by law. 
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Sbotion 8. No person Bhall be held to answer for a criminal.offense, nnless 
on the presentment or indictment of a grand jury, except in cases of impeach- 
ment, or in cases cognizable by Justices of the peace, or arising in the army or 
navy, or in the militia when in actual service in time of war or public danger ; 
and no person for the same offense shall be put twice in Jeopardy of punish- 
ment, nor shall be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness against him- 
self. All persons shall before conviction be bailable by sufficient sureties, ex- 
cept for capital offenses, when the proof is evident or the presumption great : 
and the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless 
when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public safety may require. 

Section 9. Every person is entitled to a certain remedy in the laws, for all 
ii^uries or wrongs he may receive in his person, property, or character ; he 
ought to obtain Justice freely, and without being obliged to purchase it, com- 
pletely and without denial, promptly and without delay, conformably to the 
laws. 

Sbotion 10. Treason against the State shall consist only In levying war 
against the same, or in adhering to its enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 
No person shall be convicted of tieason unless on the testimony of two wit- 
nesses to the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

Section 11. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and no warrant shall issue but upon* probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched, and 
the persons or things to be seized. 

Section 12. No bill of attainder, ex post facto law, nor any law impairing 
the obligation of contracts, shall ever be passed ; and no conviction shall 
work corruption of blood or forfeiture of estate. 

Section 18. The property of no person shall be taken for public use with- 
out Just compensation therefor. 

Section 14. All lands within the State are declared to be allodial, and feu- 
dal tenures are prohibited. Leases and grants of agricultural land, for a 
longer term than fifteen years, in which rent or service of any kind shall be 
reserved, and all fines and like restraints upon alienation, reserved in any 
granf of land hereafter made, are declared to be void. 

Section 16. No distinction shall ever be made by law between resident 
aliens and citizens, in reference to the possession, enjoyment, or descent of 
property. 

Section 16. No person shall be imprisoned for debt arising out of, or 
founded on a contract, expressed or implied. 

Section 17. The privilege of the debtor to enjoy the necessary comforts of 
life shall be recognized by wholesome laws, exempting a reasonable amount 
of property from seizure or sale for the payment of any debt or liability here- 
after contracted. 

Section 18. The right of every man to worship Almighty God according 
to the dictates of his own consc^nce shall never be infringed, nor shall any 
man be compelled to attend, erect, or support any place of worship, or to 
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maintain any ministry, against his consent. Nor shall any control of or inter- 
ference with the rights of conscience be permitted, or any preference be 
given by law to any religions establishments, or mode of worship. Nor shall 
any money be drawn from the treasury for the benefit of religions societies, or 
religions or theological'seminaries. 

Section 19. No religions tests shall ever be required as a qualification for 
any office of public trust, under the State, and no person shall be rendered 
incompetent to give evidence in any court of law or equity, in consequence of 
his opinions on the subject of religion. 

SEonosr 20. The military shall be in strict subordination to the civi^ 
power. ♦ 

Section ai. Writs of error shall never be prohibited by law. 

Section 22. The blessings of a ft*ee government can only be maintained by 
a firm adherence to Justice, moderation, temperance, frugality, and virtue, and 
by frequent recurrence to fundamental principles. 

AKTICLB n. 

BOUND ABIES. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained and declared that the State of Wisconsin 
doth consent and accept of the boundaries prescribed in the act of Congress 
entitled " an act to enable the people of Wisconsin Territory to form a Consti- 
tution and State Qovemment, and for the admission of Bv/ch State into the 
Union ;'^ approved August sixth, one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, to 
wit .'—beginning at the north-east comer of the State of Illinois, that is to say, 
at a point in the centre of lake Michigan where the line o^ forty-two degrees 
and thirty minutes of north latitude crosses the same ; thence, running with 
the boundary line of the State of Michigan, through lake Michigan, Green Bay, 
to the mouth of the Menomonee river ; thence up the channel of the said river 
to the Brule river ; thence up said last mentioned river to lake Brule ; thence 
along the southern shore of lake Brule, in a direct line to the centre of the 
channel between Middle and South islands, in the I^ake of the Desert; thence 
in a direct line to the head waters of the Montreal river, as marked upon the 
survey made by Captain Cram ; thence dovm the main channel of the Mon- 
treal' river to the middle of lake Superior; thence through the centre of lake 
Superior to the mouth of the St. Louis river ; thence up the main channel of 
said river to the first rapids in the same, above the Indian village, according to 
Nicollet's map ; thence due south to the main branch of the river St. Croix; 
thence down the main channel of said river to the Mississippi ; thence down 
the centre of the main channel of that river to the north-west comer of the 
State of IllinoiB ; thence due east with the northem boundary of the State of 
Illinois, to the place of beginning, as established by ^^ an act to enable the 
people of the Illinois Territory to form a Constitution and State Qovemment, 
and for the adihission of such State into the Union on an equal footing vtrith 
the original States," approved April 18th, 1818. i*Provided, however. That 
the foDowing alteration of the aforesaid boundary be, and hereby is, proposed 
8 Manual. 
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to the CongreBS of the United States as the preference of the State of Wiscon- 
sin, and if the same shall be assented and agreed to by the Congress of the 
United States, then the same shall be and forever remain obligatory on the 
State of Wisconsin, viz. : leaving the aforesaid bonndary line at the foot of the 
rapids of the St. Louis river ; thence, in a direct line bearing south-westerly, 
to the mouth of the Iskodewabo, or Bum river, where the same empties into 
the Mississippi river ; thence, down the main channel of the said Mississippi 
river, as prescribed in the aforesaid boundary.] 

Section 2. The propositions contained in the act of Congress are hereby 
accepted, ratified, and confirmed, and shall remain irrevocable without the 
consent of the United Sfittes ; and it is hereby ordained that this State sliall 
never interfere with the primary disposition of the soil within the same, by 
the United States, nor with any regulations Congress may find necessary for 
securing the title in such soil to bona fide purchasers thereof; and no tax shall 
be imposed on land the property of the United States ; and in no case shall 
non-resident proprietors be taxed higher than residents. Provided, That 
nothing in this Constitution, or in the act of Congress aforesaid, shall in any 
manner prejudice or affiect the right of the State of Wisconsin to five hundred 
thousand acres of land granted to said State, and to be hereafter selected and 
located, by and under the act of Congress, entitled ** an act to appropriate the 
proceeds of sales of the public lands, and grant pre-emption rights," approved 
September fourth, one thousand eight hundred and forty-one. 



ARTICLE m. 

8UFFBA6E. 

Section 1. Every male person, of the age of twenty-one years or upward, 
belonging to either of the following classes, who shall have resided in the 
State for one year next preceding any election, shall .be deemed a qualified 
elector at such election: 

1. White citizens of the United States. 

2. White persons of foreign birth, who shall have declared their intention to 
become citizens, conformably to the laws of the United States on the subject 
of naturalization. 

8. Persons of Indian blood, who have once been declared by law of Congress 
to be citizens of the United States, any subsequent law of Congress to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

4. Civilized persons of Indian descent, not m^bers of any tribe. Provided, 
That the Legislature may, at any time, extend by law the right of suffrage to 
persons not herein enumerated ; but no such law shall be in force until the 
same shall have been submitted to a vote of the people at a general election, 
and approved by a nu^ority or all the votes cast at such election. 

Section 2. No person under guardianship, non compos mentis, or insane, 
shall be qualified to vote at any election: nor shall any person convicted of 
treason or felony be qualified to vote at any election unless restored to civil 
rights. 
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Section 3. All votes shall be given by ballot, except for such township offi- 
cers as may by law be directed or allowed to be otherwise chosen. 

Sbotion 4. No person shall be deemed to have lost his residency in this 
State by reason of his absence on business of the United States, or of this 
State. 

Section 5. No soldier, seaman, or marine, in the army or navy of the United 
States, shall be deemed a resident of this State in consequence of being sta- 
tioned within the same. 

Section 6. Laws may be passed excluding from the right of suffrage all 
persons who have been or may be convicted of bribery or larceny, or of any 
infamous crime, and depriving every person who shall make, or become di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in, any bet or wager depending upon the result 
of any election, from the right to vote at such election. 

ABTICLB rV. 

LBOISLATIVB. 

Section 1. The legislative power stall be vested in a Senate and Assembly. 

Section 2. The number of the members of the Assembly shall never be 
less than fifty-four, nor more than one hundred. The Senate shall consist of 
a number not more than one-third, nor less than one -fourth, of the number of 
the members of the Assembly. 

Section 3. The Legislature shall provide by law for an enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the State, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, 
and at the end ol every ten years thereafter ; and at their first session after 
such enumeration, and also after each enumeration made by the authority of 
the United States, the Legislature shall apportion and district anew the mem- 
bers of the Senate and Assembly, according to the number of inhabitants, ex- 
cluding Indians not taxed, and soldiers and officers of the United States army 
and navy. 

Section 4. The members of the Assembly shall be chosen annually by sin- 
gle districts, on the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday of November, by the 
qualified electors of the several districts ; such districts to be bounded by 
county, precinct, town, or ward lines, to consist of contiguous territory, and be 
in as compact form as practicable. 

Section 5. The Senators shall be chosen by single districts of convenient 
contiguous territory, at the same time and in the same manner as members of 
the Assembly are required to bo chosen, and no Assembly district shall be di- 
vided in the formation of a Senate district. The Senate%istricts shall be num- 
bered in regular series, and the Senators chosen by the odd numbered districts 
shall go out of office at the expiration of the first year, and the Senators chose^ 
by the even numbere'd districts shall go out of office at the expiration of the 
second year, Aid thereafter the Senators shall he chosen for the term of two 
years. 

Section 6. No person shall be eligible to the Legislature who shall not 
have resided one year within the State, and be a qualified elector in the dis- 
trict which he may be chosen to represent. 
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Section 7. Each House shall be the judge of the elections, returns, and 
qualifications of its own members, and a majority of each shall constitute a 
quorum to do business ; but a smaller number may adjourn ftom day to day 
and may compel the attendance of absent members, in such manner and under 
such penalties as each House may provide. 

Section 8. Each House may determine the rules of its own proceedings, 
punish for contempt and disorderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of 
two- thirds of all the members elected, expel a member; but no member shall 
be expelled a second time for the same cause. 

Section 9. Each House shall choose its own oflScers, and the Senate shall 
choose a temporary President, when the Lieutenant Governor shall not at- 
tend as President, or shall act as Governor. 

Section 10. Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and pub- 
lish the same, except such parts as require secrecy. The doors of each House 
shall be kept open except when the public welfare shall require secrecy. 
Neither House shall, without the consent of the other, a^oum for more than 
three days. 

Section 11. The Legislature shall meet at the seat of Government, at such 
time as shall be provided by law, once in each year, and not oftener, unless 
convened by the Governor. 

Section 12. No member of the Legislature shall, during the term lor 
which he was elected, be appointed or elected to any civil office in the State 
which shall have been created, or the emoluments of which shall have been 
.increased, during the term for which he was elected. 

Section 18. No person being a member of Congress, or holding any 
military or civil office under the United States, shall be eligible to a seat in 
the Legislature ; and if any person shall, after his election as a member of the 
Legislature, be elected to Congress, or be appointed to any office, civil or 
military, under the Government of the United States, his acceptance thereof 
shall vacate his seat. 

Section 14. The Governor shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies 
as may occur in either House of the Legislature. 

Section 15. Members of the Legislature shall, in all cases except treason, 
felony, and breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest ; nor shall they be 
subject to any civil process, during the session of the Legislature, nor for 
fifteen days next before the commencement and after the termination of each 
session. 

Section 16. N<^ember of the Legislature shall be liable in any civil action 
or criminal prosecution whatever, for words spoken in debate. 

Section 17. The style of the laws of the State shall be, " The people of 
the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows , " and no law shall be enacted except by bill. 

Section 18. No private or local bill, which may be passed by the Legisla- 
ture, shall embrace more than one subject, and that shall be expressed in the 
title. 
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Section 19. Any bill may originate in either House of the Legislature ; 
and a bill passed by one House may be amended by the other. 

Section 20. The yeas and nays of the members of either House, on any 
question, shall, at the request of one-sixth of those present, be entered on the 
journal. 

Section 21. Each member of the Legislature shall receive for his services, 
two dollars and fifty cents for each day's attendance during the session, and 
ten cents for every mile he shall travel in going to and returning ii:om the 
place of the meeting of the Legislature on the most usual route. 

Section 22. The Legislature may confer upon the Boards of Supervisors of 
the several counties of the Stale, such powers, of a local, legislative, and 
administrative character, as they shall from time to time prescribe. 
Section 23. The Legislature shall establish but one system of town and 
j county government, which shall be as nearly uniform as practicable. 
I Section 24. The Legislature shall never authorize any lottery, or grant 
I any divorce. 

I Section 25. The Legislature shall provide by law that all stationery re- 
j quired for the use of the State, and all printing authorized and required by 
; them to be done for their use, or for the State, shall be let by contract to the 
I lowest bidder; but the Legislature may establish a maximum price. No 
I member of the Legislature, or other State officer, shall be interested, either 
I directly or indirectly, in any such contract. 

j Section 26. The Legislature shall never grant any extra compensation to 
i any public officer, agent, servant, or contractor, after the services shall have 
j been rendered or the contract entered into. Nor shall the compensation of 
J any public officer be increased or diminished during his term of office. 
I Section 27. The Legislature shall direct by law in what maimer and in 
I what court suits may be brought against the State. 

I Section 28. Members of the Legislature, and all officers, executive and 
I judicial, except such inferior officers as maybe by law exempted, shall, before 
they enter upon the duties of their respective offices, take and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation to support the Constitution of the United States, and the 
Constitution of the State of Wisconsin, and faithfully to discharge the duties 
of their respective offices to the best of their ability. 

Section 29. The Legislature shall determine what persons shall constitute 
the militia of the State, and may provide for organizing and disciplining the 
same, in such manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Section 30. In all elections to be made by the Legislature, the members 
thereof shall vote viva voce^ and their votes shall be entered on the journal. 

ARTICLE V. 

EXECUnVB. 

Section 1. The executive power shall be vested in a Governor who shall 
hold his office for two years. A Lieutenant Governor shall be elected at the 
same time, and for the same term. 

Section 2. No person except a citizen of the United States, and a qualified 
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elector of the State, shall he eligible to the office of Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor. 

Section 8. The Governor and Lieutenant Governor shall he elected by the 
qnalifled electors of the Stale, at the times and places of choosing Members of 
the Legislature. The persons respectively having the highest number of votes for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor shall be elected. But in case two or more 
shall have an equal and the highest number of votes for Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor, the two Houses of the Legislature, at its next annual session, shall 
forthwith, by joint ballot, choose one of the persons so having an equal and 
the highest number of votes for Governor or Lieutenant Governor. The returns 
of election for Governor and Lieutenant Governor shall be made in such manner 
as shall be provided by law. 

Section 4. The Governor shall be Commander-in-Chief of the military and 
naval forces of the State. He shall have the power to convene the Legislature 
on extraordinary occasions ; and in case of invasion, or danger from the pre- 
valence of contagious disease at the he&t of the Government, he may convene 
them at any other suitable place within the State. He shall communicate to 
the Legislature, at every session, the condition of the State, and recommend 
such matters to them for their consideration, as he may deem expedient. He 
shall transact ail necessary business with the officers of the Government, civil 
and military. He shall expedite all such measures as may be resolved upon 
by the Legislature, and shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

Section 5. The Governor shall receive during his continuance in office, an 
annual compensation of one thousand two hundred and fifty dollars. 

Section 6. The Governor shall have power to grant reprieves, commuta- 
tions, and pardons, after conviction, for all oflfenses, except treason and cases 
of impeachment, upon such conditions and with such restrictions and limita- 
tions as he may think proper, subject to such regulations as may bo provided 
by law relative to the manner of applying for pardons. Upon conviction for 
treason, he shall have the power to suspend the execution of the sentence 
until the case shall be reported to the Legislature, at its next meeting, when 
the Legislature shall either pardon, or commute the sentence, direct the exe- 
cution of the sentence, or grant a further reprieve. He shall annually commu- 
nicate to the Legislature each case of reprieve, commutation, or pardon 
granted, stating the name of the convict, the crime of which he was convicted, 
the sentence and its date, and the date of the commutation, pardon, or reprieve, 
with his reasons for granting the same. 

Section 7. In case of the impeachment of the Governor, or his removal 
from office, death, inability from mental or physical disease, resignation, or 
absence from the State, the powers and duties of the office shall devolve upon 
the Lieutenant Governor, for the residue of the term, or until the Governor, 
absent or impeached, shall have returned, or the disability shall cease. But 
when the Governor shall, with ithe consent of the Legislature, be out of the 
State in time of war, at the head of the military force thereof, he shall continue 
Commander-in-Chiet of the military force of the State. 

Section 8. The Lieutenant Governor shall be President of the Senate, but 
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shall have only a casting vote therein. II daring a vacancy in the office of 
Gtovemor, the Lieutenant Governor shall be impeached, displaced, resign, die, 
or Crpm mental or physical disease become incapable of performing the duties 
of his office, or be absent from the State, the Secretary of State shall act as 
Governor until the vacancy shall be filled, or the disability shall cease. 

Section 9. The Lieutenant Governor shall receive double the per diem 
allowance of Members of the Senate, for every day's attendance as President 
of the Senate, and the same mileage as shall be allowed to Members of the 
Legislature. 

Section 10. Every bill which shall have passed the Legislature shall, be- 
fore it becomes a law, be presented to the Governor. If he approve, he 
shall sign it; but if not, he shall return it, with his objections, to that House 
in which it shall have originated, who shall enter the objections at large upon 
the journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two- 
thirds of the members present shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be sent, to- 
gether with the objections, to the other House, by which it shall likewise be 
reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of the members present, it shall 
become a law. But in all such cases, the votes of both Houses shall be deter- 
mined by yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for or against 
the bill shall be entered on the journal of each House respectively. If any 
bill shall not be returned by the Governor within three days (Sundays except- 
ed) alter it shall have been presented to him, the same shall be a law, unless 
the Legislature shall, by their adjournment, prevent its return ; in which case 
it shall not be a law. 

ARTICLE VI. 

ADMINISTBATrVE. 

Section 1. There shall be chosen by this qualified electors of the State, at 
the times and places of choosing the members of the Legislature, a Secretary 
of State, Treasurer, and an Attorney General, who shall severally hold their 
offices for the term of two years. 

Section 2. The Secretary of State shall keep a fair record of the official 
acts of the Legislature and Executive Department of the State, and shall, 
when required, lay the same and all matters relative thereto before either 
branch of the Legislature. He shall be ex officio auditor, and shall perform 
such other duties as shall be assigned him by law. He shall receive as a com- 
pensation for his services, yearly, such sum as shall be provided by law, and 
shall keep his office at the seat of government. 

Section 8. The powers, duties, and compensation of the Treasurer and 
Attorney General shall be prescribed by law. 

Section 4. SherlfliB, Coroners, Registers of Deeds, and District Attorneys 
shall be chosen by the electors of the respective counties, once in every two 
years, and as often as vacancies shall happen. Sheriflb shall hold no other of- 
fice, and be ineligible for two years next succeeding the termination of their 
offices. They may be required by law to ^enew their security ii*om time to 
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time ; and in default of giving ench new eecnrity, their ofSces shall be deemed 
vacant. But the County shall never be made responsible for the acts of the 
Sheriff. The Governor may remove any officer in this section mentioned, giv- 
ing to such officer a copy of the charges against him, and an opportunity of 
being heard in his defense. 



ARTICLE Vn. 



Section 1. The court for the trial of impeachments shall be composed of 
the Senate. The House ot Representatives shall have the power of impeach- 
ing all civil officers of this State, for corrupt conduct in office, or for crimes 
and misdemeanors ; but a majority of all the members elected shall concur in 
an impeachment. On the trial of an impeachment against the Governor, the 
Lieutenant Governor shall not act as a member of the court. No judicial offi- 
cer shall exercise his office after he shall have been impeached, until his ac- 
quittal. Before the trial of an impeachment, the members of the court shall 
take an oath or affirmation truly and impartially to try the impeachment, ac- 
cording to evidence ; and no person shall be convicted without the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members present. Judgment in cases of impeach- 
ment shall not extend further than to removal from office, or removal from of- 
fice and disqualification to hold any office of honor, profit, or trust, under the 
State ; but the party impeached shall be liable to indictment, trial, and pun- 
ishment according to law. 

Section 2. The judicial power of this State, both as to matters of law and 
equity, shall be vested in a Supreme Court, Circuit Courts, Courts of Probate, 
and in Justices of the Peace. The Legislature may also vest such jurisdiction 
as shall be deemed necessary in municipal courts, and shall have power to 
establish inferior courts in the several Counties, with limited civil and criminal 
jurisdiction. J^ovided^ That the jurisdiction which may be vested in munici- 
pal courts shall not exceed, in their respective mumcipalities, that of circuit 
courts in their respective circuits, as prescribed in this constitution ; and that 
the Legislature shall provide as well for the election of judges of the munici- 
pal courts as of the judges of inferior courts, by the qualified electors of the 
respective jurisdictions. The term of office of the judges of the said munici- 
pal and inferior courts shall not be longer than that of the judges of the cir- 
cuit courts. 

Section 3. The Supreme Court, except in cases otherwise provided in this 
constitution, shall have appellate jurisdiction only, which shall be co-exten- 
sive with the State ; but in no case removed to the Supreme Court, shall a trial 
by jury be allowed. The Supreme Court shall have a general superintending 
control over all inferior courts ; it shall have power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus, mandamus, injunction, quo warranto, certiorari, and other original and 
remedial writs, and to hear and determine the same. 

Section 4. For the term of five years, and thereafter until the Legislature 
shall otherwise provide, the judges of the several Circuit Courts shall bo 
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judges of the Supreme Court, four of whom shall conetitate a aaonim, and the 
concnrrence of a majority of the jodges present shall be necessary to a decis- 
ion. The Legislature shall have power, if they should think it expedient and 
necessary, to provide by law for the organization of a separate Supreme 
Court, with the jurisdiction and powers prescribed in this Constitution, to 
consist ol one Chief Justice and two Associate Justices, to be elected by the 
. qualified electors of the State, at such time and in such manner as the Legisla- 
ture may provide. The separate Supreme Court, when so organized, shall 
not be changed or discontinued by the Legislature ; the judges thereof shall 
be so classified that but one of them shall go out of office at the same time, 
and their term of office shall be the same as is provided for the judges of the 
Circuit Court. And whenever the Legislature may consider it necessary to 
establish a separate Supreme Court, they shall have the power to reduce the 
number of Circuit Judges to foar, and subdivide the Judicial Circuits, but no 
such subdivision or reduction shall ;take efiisct until after the expiration of 
the term of some one of the said judges, or until a vacancy occur by some 
other means. 

Section 5. The State shall be divided into five judicial circuits, to bo com- 
posed as follows : The First Circuit dhall comprise the counties of Radne, 
Walworth, Rock, and Green. The Second Circuit, the counties of Milwaukee, 
Waukesha, Jefferson, and Dane. The Third Circuit, the counties of Washing- 
ton, Dodge, Columbia, Marquette, Sauk, and Portage. The Fourth Circuit, 
the counties of Brown, Manitowoc, Sheboygan, Fond du Lac, Winnebago, 
and Calumet. And the Fifth Circuit shall comprise the counties of Iowa, 
Lafayette, Grant, Crawford, and St Croix; and the county of Richland shall 
be attached to Iowa, the county or Chippewa to the county of Crawford, and 
the county of La Pointe to the county of St. Croix, for judicial purposes, until 
otherwise provided by the Legislature. 

Section 6. The Legislature may alter the limits, or increase the number of 
circuits, making them as compact and convenient as practicable, and bound- 
ing them by county lines, but no such alteration or increase shall have the 
effect to remove a judgafrom office. In case of an increase of circuits, the 
judge or judges shall be elected as provided in this Constitution, and receive 
a salary not less than that herein provided for judges of the Circuit Court. 

Section 7. For each circuit there shall be a judge chosen by the qualified 
electors therein, who shall hold his office as is provided in this Constitution, 
and until his successor shall be chosen and qualified ; and after he shall have 
been elected, he shall reside in the circuit for which he was elected. One of 
said judges shall be designated as Chief Ju^iice, in such maimer as the Legis- 
lature shall provide. And the Legislature shall, at its first session, provide by 
law, as- well for the election of as for classi^ing the judges of the Circuit 
Court, to be elected under this Constitution, in such manner that one of said 
judges shall go out of office in two years, one in three years, one in four years, 
one in five years, and one in six years, and thereafter the judge elected to fill 
the office shall hold the same for six years. 

Section 8. The Circuit Courts shall have original jurisdiction In all ms^ 
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ters, civil and criminal, within this State, not excepted in this Constitation, 
and [not hereafter prohibited by law, and appellate jurisdiction from all 
Inferior courts and tribunals, and a supervisory control over the same. They 
shall also have the power to issue writs of habeas corpus, mandamus, ii^unc- 
tion, quo warranto, certiorari, and all other writs necessary to carry into 
effect their orders, Judgments, and decrees, and give them a general control 
over inferior courts and jurisdictions. 

SBonoN 9. When a vacancy shall happen in the office of Judge of the 
Supreme or Circuit Courts, such vacancy shall be filled by an appointment of 
the Governor, which shall continue until a successor is elected and qualified ; 
and when elected, such successor shall hold his office the residue of the unex- 
pired term. There shall be no election for a judge or Judges at any general 
election for State or county officers, nor within thirty days either before or 
after such election. 

Sbotiok 10. Bach of the Judges of the Supreme and Circuit Courts shall 
receive a salary, payable quarterly, of not less than one thousand five 
hundred dollars annually ; they shall receive no fees of office, or other com- 
pensation than their salaries ; they shall hold no office of public trust, except 
a Judicial office, during the term for which they are respectively elected, and 
all votes for either of them, for any office except a judicial office, given by the 
Legislature or the people, shall be void. No person shall be eligible to the 
office of Judge, who shall not, at the time of his election, be a citizen of the 
United States, and have attained the age of twenty-five years, and be a quali- 
fied elector within the Jurisdiction for which he may be chosen. 

Section 11. The Supreme Court shall hold at least one term annually, at 
the seat of government of the State, at such time as shall be provided by law, 
and the Legislature may provide for holding other terms, and at other places, 
when they may deem it necessary. A circuit court shall be held at least twice 
m each year, in each County of this State, organized for Judicial purposes. 
The Judges of the circuit court may hold courts for each other, and shall do so 
when required by law. 

Section 12. There shall be a clerk of the circuit court chosen in each coun- 
ty organized for judicial purposes, by the qualified electors thereof, who shall 
hold his office for two years, subject to removal, as shall be provided by law. 
In case of a vacancy, the Judge of the circuit court shall have the power to ap- 
point a clerk, until the vacancy shall be filled by an election. The clerk thus 
elected or appointed shall give such security as the Legislature may require ; 
and when elected, shall hold his office for a full term. The Supreme Court 
shall appoint its own clerk, and the clerk of a circuit court may be appointed 
clerk of the Supreme Court. 

Section Id. Any Judge of the Supreme or Circuit Court may be removed 
from office by address of both Houses of the Legislature, if two-thirds of all 
the mepibers elected to each House concur therein, but no removal shall be 
made by virtue of this section, unless the Judge complained of shall have been 
served with a copy .of the charges against him as the ground of address, and 
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BhaU have had an opportunity of being heard in Mb defense. On the question 
of remoya], the ayee and noes shall be entered on the journals. 

Section 14. There shall be chosen in each county, by the qualified elect(»r8 
thereof, a judge of probate, who shall hold his office for two years, and until 
his successor shall be elected and qualified, and whose jurisdiction, powers, 
and duties shall be prescribed by law: pr&vided^ however ^ that the Legislature 
shall have power to abolish the office of judge of probate in any county, and to 
confer probate powers upon such inferior courts as may be established in said 
county. 

Section 15. The electors of the several towns, at their annual town meet- 
ings, and the electors of cities and villages, at their charter elections, shall, in 
such manner as the Legislature may direct, elect justices of the peace, whose 
term of office shall be for twoyears^ and until their successors in office shall be 
elected and qualified. In case of an election to fill a vacancy occurring before 
the expiration of a full term, the justice elected shaU hold for the residue of 
the unexpired term. Their number and classification shall be regulated by 
law. And the tenure of two years shall in no wise interfere with the classifi- 
cation in the first instance. The justices thus elected shall have such civil and 
criminal jurisdiction as shall be prescribed by law. 

Section 16. The Legislature shall pass laws for the regulation of tribunals 
of conciliation, defining their powers and duties. Such tribunals may be es- 
tablished in and for any township, and shall have power to render judgment, 
to be obligatory on the parties, when they shall voluntarily submit their mat- 
ter in difi'erence to arbitration, and agree to abide the judgment, or assent 
thereto in writing. 

Section 17. The style of all writs and process shall be, " The State of Wis- 
consin." All criminal prosecutions shall be carried on in the name and by the 
authority of the same ; and all indictments shall conclude against the peace 
and dignity of the State. 

Section 18. The Legislature shall impose a tax on all civil suits commenced 
or prosecuted in the municipal, inferior, or circuit courts, which shall consti- 
tute a ftind to be applied toward the payment of the salary of judges. 

Section 19. The testimony in causes in equity shall be taken In like man- 
ner as in cases at law ; and the office of master in chancery is hereby prohib- 
ited. 

Section SO. Any suitor in any court of this State shall have the right to 
prosecute or defend his suit either In his own proper person or by an attorney 
or agent of his choice. 

Section 21. The Legislature shall provide by lawfor the speedy publication 
of all statute laws, and of such judicial decisions made within the State, as 
may be deemed expedient And no general law shall be in force until pub-^ 
lished. 

Section 22. The Legislature, at its first session after the adoption of this 
constitution, shall provide for the appointment of three commissioners, whose 
duty it shall be to inquire into, revise, and simplify the. rules of practice, 
pleadings, forms, and proceedings, and arrange a system adapted to the courts 
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of record of this State, and report the same to the Legislature, subject to their 
modification and adoption ; and such commission shall terminate upon the 
rendering of the report, nnless otherwise provided by law. 

Sbction 23. The Legislature may provide for the appointment of one or 
more persons in each organized county, and may vest in such persons such ju- 
dicial powers as shall be prescribed by law : provided^ that said power shall 
not exceed that of a judge of the circuit court at chambers. 



ARTICLE Vm. 



Section 1. The rule of taxation shall be uniform, and taxes shall be levied 
upon such property as the Legislature shall prescribe. 

Section 2. No money shall be paid out of the treasury except in pursuance 
of an appropriation by law. 

Section 8. The credit of the State shall never be given or loaned in aid of 
any individual, association, or corporation. 

Section 4. The State shall never contract any public debt, except in the 
cases and manner herein provided. 

Section 5. The Legislature shall provide Tor an annual tax sufllclent to 
defray the estimated expenses of the State for each year; and whenever the 
expenses of any year shall exceed the Income, the Legislature shall provide for 
levying a tax for the ensuing year, sufficient, with other sources of Income, to 
pay the deficiency, as well as the estimated expenses of such ensuing year. 

Section 6. For the purpose of defraying extraordinary expenditures, the 
State may contract public debts ; but such debts shall never In the aggregate 
exceed one hundred thousand dollars. Every such debt shall be authorized by 
law, for some purpose or purposes to be dlstlnotly specified therein ; and the 
vote of a majority of all the members elected to each house, to be taken by 
yeas and nays, shall be necessary to the passage of such law; and every such 
law shall provide for levying an annual tax sufllclent to pay the annual interest 
*of such debt, and the principal within five years from the passage of such law, 
and shall specially appropriate the proceeds of such taxes to the payment of 
such principal and Interest ; and such appropriation shall not be repealed, nor 
the taxes be postponed or diminished, until the principal and interest of such 
debt shall have been wholly paid. 

Section 7. The Legislature may also borrow money to repel Invasion, sup- 
press insurrefitU>i^i or defend the State in time of war ; but the money thus 
raised shall be applied exclusively to the object for which the loan was 
authorized, or to the repayment of the debt thereby created. 

Section 8. On the passage In either house of the Legislature, of any law 
which imposes, continues, or renews a tax, or creates a debt or charge, or 
makes, continues, or renews an appropriation of public or trust money, or 
releases, discharges, or conmiutes a claim or demand of the State, the ques- 
tion shall be taken by yeas and nays, which shall be duly entered on the 
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journal ; and three-flfthB of all the membere elected to such house, shall in all 
such cases be required to constitute a quorum therein. 

Section 9. No scrip, certificate, or ot^^er evidence of State debt whatso- 
ever, shall be issued, except for such debts as are authorized by the sixth and 
seventh sections of this article. 

Sbgtion 10. The State shall never contract any debt for works of internal 
improvement, or be a party in carrying on such works ; but whenever grants 
of land or other property shall have been made to the State, especially dedi- 
cated by the grant to particular works of internal improvement, the State may 
carry on such pafticular works, and shall devote thereto the avails of such 
grants, and may pledge or appropriate the revenues derived from such works 
in aid of their completion. 

ARTICLE IX. 

EMINENT DOMAIN AND PROPERTY OP THE STATE. 

Section 1. The State shall have concurrent jurisdiction on all rivers and 
lakes bordering on this State, so far as such rivers or lakes shall form a com- 
mon boundary to the State, and any other Stale or Territory now or here- 
after to be formed and bounded by the same. And the river Mississippi and 
the navigable waters leading into the Mississippi and St. Lawrence, and the 
carrying places between the same, shall be common highways, and forever 
free, as well to the inhabitants of the State as to the citizens of the United 
States, without any tax, impost, or duty therefor. 

Section 2. The title of all lands, and other property, which have accrued 
to the Territory of Wisconsin, by grant, gift, purchase, forfeiture, escheat, or 
otherwise, shall vest in the State of Wisconsin. 

Section 3. The people of the State, in their right of sovereignty, are 
declared to possess the ultimate property in and to all lands within the juris- 
diction of the State ; and all lands, the title to which shall Mi from a defect 
of heirs, shall revert or escheat to the people. 

ARTICLE X. / 

EDUCATION. 

Section 1. The supervision of public instruction shall bo vested in a State 
Superintendent, and such other officers as the Legislature shall direct. The 
State Superintendent shall be chosen by the qualified electors of the State, in 
such manner as the Legislature shall provide ; his powers, duties, and com- 
pensation shall bo prescribed by law. Provided^ That his compensation shall 
not exceed the sum of twelve hundred dollars annually. 

Section 2. The proceeds of all lands that have been or hereafter may be 
granted by the United States to this State, for educational purposes, (except 
the lands heretofore granted for the purposes of a University,) and all moneys, 
and ihe clear proceeds of all property, that may accrue to the State by forfeit- 
ure or escheat, and all moneys which may be paid as an equivalent for exemp- 
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tion from military dnty, and the clear proceeds of all fines collected in the sey- 
eral counties for any breach of the penal laws, and all moneys arising from any 
grant to the State where the purposes of snch grant are not specified, and the 
five hundred thousand acres of land to which the State is entiUed by the pro- 
visions of an act of Congress, entitled " an act to appropriate the proceeds of 
the sales of public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,*' approved the 
fourth d^ of September, one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, and also 
the five per centum of the net proceeds of the public lands to wliich the State 
shall become entitled on her admission into the Union, (if Congress shall con- 
sent to such appropriation of the two grants last mentioned,) shall be set apart 
as a separate fund, to be called the school fund, the interest of which, and all 
other revenues derived from the school lands, shall be exclusively applied to 
the following objects, to wit : 

1. To the support and maintenance of common schools in each school dis- 
trict, and the purchase of suitable libraries and apparatus therefor. 

8. The residue shall be appropriated to the support and maintenance of 
academies and normal schools, and suitable libraries and apparatus therefor. 

Section 8. The Legislature shall provide by law for tbe establishment of 
district schools, which shall be as nearly uniform as practicable, and such 
schools shall be fr%Q and without charge for tuition to all children between the 
ages of four and twenty years, and no sectarian instruction shall be allowed 
therein. 

Sectiok 4. Each town and city shall be required to raise, by tax, annually, 
for the support of common schools therein, a sum not less than one-half the 
amount received by such town or city respectively for school purposes, from 
the income of the school fund. 

Section 5. Provision shall be made by law for the distribution of the in- 
come of the school fund among the several towns and cities of the State, for 
the support of common schools therein, in some just proportion to the num- 
ber of children and youth resident therein, between the ages of four and 
twenty years, and no appropriation shall be made from the school fund to any 
city or town for the year in which said city or town shall foil to raise such tax, 
nor to any school district for the yearin which a school shall not be maintained 
at least three months. 

Section 6. Provision shall be made by law for the establishment of a State 
University, at or near the seat of State government, and for connecting with 
the same from time to time such colleges in diflSerent parts of the State, as the 
interests of education may require. The proceeds of all lands that have been 
or may hereafter be granted by the United States to the State for the support 
of a University, shall be and remain a perpetual ^nd, to be called the " Uni- 
versity ftmd," the interest of which shall be appropriated to the support of the 
State University, and no sectarian instruction shall be allowed in such Uni- 
versity. 

Section 7. The Secretary of State, Treasurer, and Attorney General shall 
constitute a Board of Commissioners for the sale of the School and University 
Lands, and for the investment of the ftmds arising therefrom. Any two of 
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Bald CommisBlonere shall be a qnornm for the transactioii of all huBinesB per- 
taining to the datleB of their office. 

Section 8. Proyision shall he made by law for the sale of all School and 
University LandB, after they shall have been appraised, and when any portion 
of such lands shall be sold, and the purchase money shall not be paid at the 
time of the sale, the Commissioners shall take security by mortgage upon the 
land sold for the sum remaining unpaid, with seven per cent, interest thereon, 
payable annnally at the office of the Treasurer. The Commissioners shall bo 
authorized to execute a good and sufficient conveyance to all purchasers of 
such lands, and tadischarge any mortgages taken as security, when the sum 
due thereon shall have been paid. The Commissioners shall have power to 
withhold from sale any portion of such lands when they shall deem it expedi- 
ent, and shall invest all moneys iirising from the sale of such lands, as well as 
all other University and School ftinds, in such manner as the Legislature shall 
provide, and shall give such security for the fliithftil performance of their du- 
ties as may be required by law. 

ARTICLE XI. 

COBPOBATIONS. 

Section 1. Corporations without banking powers or privileges may be 
formed under general laws, but shall not be created by special act, except for 
municipal purposes, and in cases where, in the judgment of the 'Legislature, 
the objects of the corporation cannot be attained under general laws. All 
general laws or special acts enacted under the provisions of this section may 
be altered or repealed by the Legislature at any time after their passage. 

Section 2. No municipal corporation shall take private property for public 
use against the consent of the owner, without the necessity thereof being 
first established by the verdict of a jury. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Legislature, and they are hereby 
empowered, to provide for the organization of cities and incorporated villages, 
and to restrict their power of taxation, assessment, borrowing money, con- 
tracting debts, and loaning their credit, so as to prevent abuses in assessments 
and taxation, and in contracting debts by such municipal corporations. 

Section 4. The Legislature shall not have power to create, authorize, or 
incorporate, by any general or special law, any bank or banking power or 
privilege, or any institution or corporation, having any banking power or 
privilege whatever, except as provided in this article. 

Section 5. The Legislature may submit to the voters at any general 
election, the question of ^^ bank or no bank,'' and if at any such election a 
number of votes equal to a majority of all the votes cast at such election on 
that subject shall be in favor of banks, then the Legislature shall have power 
to grant bank charters, or to pass a general banking law, with sucfi restric- 
tions and under such regulations as they may deem expedient and proper for 
the security of the bill holders : provided^ that no such grant or law shall have 
any force or effect until the same shall have been submitted to a vote of the 
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electors of the State at gome general election, and been approved by a m^or- 
ity of the votes cast on that snbject at snch election. 

ARTICLE Xn. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be 
proposed in either House of the Legislature, and if the same shall be agreed 
to by a mjOority of the members elected to each of the two Houses, such pro- 
posed amendment or amendments shall be entered on their journals with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, and referred to the Legislature to be chosen at 
the next general election, and shall be published for three months previous to 
the time of holding such election. And if in the Legislature so next chosen, 
such proposed amendment or amendments shall be agreed to by a m^ority of 
all the members elected to each House, then it shall be the duty of the Legis- 
lature to submit such proposed amendment or amendments to the people, in- 
snch manner and at such time as the legislature shall prescribe, and if the people 
shall approve and ratify such amendment or amendments by a minority of the 
electors voting thereon, such amendment or amendments shall become part of 
the Constitution. Provided^ That if more than one amendment be submitted, 
they shall be submitted in such manner that the people may vote for or 
against such amendments separately. 

Section 2. If at any time a majority of the Senate and Assembly shall 
deem it necessary to call a convention to revise or change this constitution, 
they shall recommend to the electors to vote for or against a convention at the 
next election for members of the Legislature ; and if it shall appear that a 
minority of the electors voting thereon have voted for a convention, the Legis- 
lature shall at its next session provide for calling such convention. 

ARTICLE Xm. 

MISCEUiANEOUB PBOVTSIONS. 

Section 1. The political year for the State of Wisconsin shall commence on 
the first Monday in January in each year, and the general election shall be 
holden on the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday in November in each 
year. 

Section 8. Any inhabitant of this State who may hereafter be engaged, 
either directly or indirectly, in a duel, either as principal or accessory, shall 
forever be disqualified as an elector, and f^om holding any office under the Con- 
stitution and laws of this State, and may be punished in such other manner as 
shall be prescribed by law. 

Section 8. No Member of Congress, nor any person holding any office of 
profit or trust under the United States, (postmasters excepted,) or under any 
foreign power ; no person convicted of any infamous crime in any court witliin 
the United States, and no person being a defaulter to the United States, or to 
this State, or to any county or town thd^in, or to any State or territory within 
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the United States, ehall be eligible to aoy office of trust, profit, or honor in 
this State. 

Section 4. It shall be the dnty of the Legislature to provide a great seal 
for the State, which shall be kept by the Secretary of State ; and all official 
acts of the Goyemor, his approbation of the laws excepted, shall be thereby 
authenticated. 

Section 5. All persons residing upon Indian lands within any county of the 
State, and qualified to exercise the right of suffi-age under this Constitution, 
shall be entitled to vote at the polls which may be held nearest their residence, 
for State, United States, or County officers : provided^ that no person shall 
vote for county officers out of the county in which he resides. 

Section 6. The elective officers of the Legislature, other than the presiding 
officers, shall be a Chief Clerk, and a Sergeant-at-Arms, to be elected by each 
House. 

Section 7. No County with t^ area of nine hundred square miles or less, 
shall be divided, or have any part stricken therefrom, without submitting the 
question to a vote of the people of the county, nor unless a mtgorlty of all the 
legal voters of the county voting on the question, shall vote for the same. 

Section 8. No county seat shall be removed until the point to which it is 
proposed to be removed, shall be fixed by law, and a majority of the voters of 
the county voting on the question, shall have voted in favor of its removal to 
such point. 

Section 9. All County officers whose election or appointment is not pro- 
vided for by this Constitution, shall be elected by the electors of the respect- 
ive counties, or appointed by the boards of supervisors, or other county au- 
thorities, as the Legislature shall direct. All city, town, and village officers, 
whose election or appointment is not provided for by this Constitution, shall 
be elected by the electors of such cities, towns, and villages, or of some divis- 
ion thereof, or appointed by such authorities thereof as the Legislature shall 
designate for that purpose. All other officers whose election or appointment 
is not provided for by this constitution, and all officers whose offices may here- 
after be created by law, shall be elected by the people, or appointed as the Le- 
gislature may direct. 

Section 10. The Legislature may declare the cases in which any office shall 
be deemed vacant, and also the manner of filling the vacancy where no pro- 
vision is made for that purpose in this Constitution. 

ARTICLE XrV. 
schedui^b. 
Section 1. That no inconvenience may arise by reason of a change from a 
Territorial to a permanent State government, it is declared that all rights, ac- 
tions, prosecutions, judgments, claims, and contracts, as well of individuals as 
of bodies corporate, shall continue as if no such change had taken place, and 
all process which may be issued under the authority of the Territory of Wis- 
consin, previous to its admission into the Union of the United States, shall be 
as valid as if issued in the name of the State. 
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Section 3. All laws now in force in the Territory of WlsconBln, wliich are 
not repugnant to this Conetitntion, shall remain in force until they expire 
by their own limitation, or be altered or repealed hy the Legislature. 

Section 8. All fines, penalties, or forfeitures accruing to the Territory of 
Wisconsin, shall inure to the use of the State. 

Section 4. All recognizances heretofore taken, or which may be taken be- 
fore the change from Territorial to a permanent State government, shall re- 
main valid, and shall pass to, and may be proseputed in the name of the State, 
and all bonds executed to the Governor of the Territory, or to any other offi- 
cer or court, in his or their official capacity, shall pass to the Governor or 
State authority, and their successors in office, for the uses therein respectively 
expressed, and may be sued for and recovered accordingly ; and all the estate 
or property, real, personal, or mixed, and all judgments, bonds, specialties, 
choses in action, and claims or debts of whatsoever description, of the Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin, shall inure to and vest in the State of Wisconsin, and may 
be sued for and recovered in the same manner and to the same extent, by the 
State of Wisconsin, as the same could have been by the Territory of Wiscon- 
sin. All criminal prosecutions and penal actions, which may have arisen, or 
which may arise before the change from a Territorial to a State government, 
and which shall then be pending, shall be prosecuted to judgment and execu- 
tion in the name of the State. All offenses commjtted against the laws of the 
Territory of Wisconsin, belore the change from a Territorial to a State govern- 
ment, and which ~ehall not be prosecuted before such change, may be prose- 
cuted in the name and by the authority of the State of Wisconsin, with like 
effect as though such change had not taken place ; and all penalties incurred 
11 remain the same as if this Gonstit^ition had not been adopted. All ac- 
tions at law, and suits in equity, which imay be pending in any of the courts of 
the Territory of Wisconsin, at the time of the change from a Territorial to a 
State government, may be continued and transferred to any court of the State 
which shall have jurisdiction of the subject matter thereof. 

Section 5. All officers, civil and military, now holding their offices under 
the authority of the United States, or of the Territory of Wisconsin, shall con- 
tinue to hold ^nd exercise their respective offices until they shall be super- 
seded by the authority of the State. 

Section 6. The first session of the Legislature of the State of Wisconsin 
shall commence on the first Monday in June next, and shall be held at the vil- 
lage of MAdison, which shall be and remain the seat of government until other- 
wise provided by law. 

Section 7. All county, precinct, and township officers shall continue to hold 
their respective offices, unless removed by the competent authority, until the 
Legislature shall, in conformity with the provisions of this Constitution, pro- 
vide for the holding of elections to fill such offices respectively. 

Section 8. The President of this Convention shall, immediately after its 
adjoamment, cause a fair copy of this Constitution, together with a copy of 
the act of the Legislature of this Territory, entitled " an act in relation to the 
formation of a State government in Wisconsin, and to change the time of 
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holding the annual session of the Legislature," approved October 27th, 1847, 
providing for the calling of this Convention, and also a copy of so mnch of the 
last census of this Territory as exhibits the number of its inhabitants, to be 
forwarded to the President of the United States, to be laid, before the Con- 
gress of the United States at its present session. 

Section 9. This Constitution shall; be submitted at an election to be held 
on the second Monday in March next, for ratification or rejection, to all white 
male persons of the age of twenty-one years, or upwards, who shall then be 
residents of this Territory and citizens of the United States, or shall have de- 
clared their intention to become such in conformity with the laws of Congress 
on the subject of naturalization ; and all persons having such qualifications 
shall be entitled to vote for or against the adoption of this Constitution, and 
for [all officers first elected under it. And if the Constitution be ratified by 
said electors, it shall become the Constitution of the State of Wisconsin. On 
such of the ballots as are for the Constituion, shall be written or printed the 
word '■'' yes ;'' and on such as are against the Constitution, the word ** no." 
The election shall be conducted in the manner now prescribed by law, and the 
returns made by the clerks of the boards of supervisors or county commis- 
sioners (as the case may be) to the Governor of the Territory, at any time be- 
fore the tenth of April next. And in the event of the ratification of this Con- 
stitution, by a majority of all the votes given, it shall be the duty of the 
Governor of this Territory to make proclamation of the same, and to transmit 
a digest of the returns to the Senate and Assembly of the State, on the first 
day of their session. An election shall be held for Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor, Treasurer! Attorney General, Members of the State Legislature, 
and Members of Congress, on the second Monday of May next, and no other 
or further notice of such election shall be required. 

Section 10. Two Members of Congress shall also be elected on the second 
Monday of May nex; and until otherwise provided by law, the counties of 
Milwaukee, Waukesha, Je&rson, Bacine, Walworth, Bock, and Green shall 
constitute the first congressional district, and elect one member; and the 
coimties of Washington, Sheboygan, Manitowoc, Calumet, Brown, Winne- 
bago, Fond du Lac, Marquette, Sauk, Portage, Columbia, Dodge, Dane, Iowa, 
La Fayette, Grant, Bichland, Crawford, Chippewa, St Croix, and LaPointe 
shall constitute the second concessional district, and shall elect one mem- 
ber. 

Section U. The several elections provided for in this article shall be con- 
ducted according to the existing laws of the Territory. Provided^ That no 
elector shall be entitled to vote, except in the town, ward, or precinct 
where ;he resides. The returns of election for Senators and Members of As- 
sembly, shall be transmitted to the clerk of the board of supervisors, or 
county commissioners, as the case may be, and the votes shall be canvassed, 
and certificates of election issued, as now provided by law. In the first sena- 
torial district, the returns of election for senator shall be made to the proper 
officer in the county of Brown ; in the second senatorial district, to the proper 
officer in the county of Columbia ; in the third senatorial district, to the proper 
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officer in the county of Crawford ; in ilie fonrth senatorial district, to the proper 
officer in the county of Fond da Lac ; and in the fifth senatorial district to the 
proper officer in the county of Iowa. The returns of election for State officers 
and Members of Congress, shall be certified and transmitted to the Speaker of 
the Assembly at the seat of government, in the same manner as the votes for 
delegate to Congress are required to be certified and returned, by the laws 
of the Territory of Wisconsin, to the Secretary of said Territory, and in such 
time that they may be received on the first Monday in June next ; and as 
soon as the Legislature shall be organized, the Speaker of the Assembly and 
the President of the Senate shall in the presence of both houses, examine the 
returns, and declare who are duly elected to fill the several offices hereinbe- 
fore mentioned, and give to each of the persons elected, a certificate of his 
election. 

Section 12. Until there shall be a new apportionment, the Senators and 
Members of the Assembly shall be apportioned among the several districts, as 
hereinafter mentioned, and each district shall be entitled to elect one Senator 
or Member of the Assemyly, as the case may be. 

The counties of Brown, Calumet, Manitowoc, and Sheboygan shall consti- 
tute the First Senate District. 

The counties of Columbia, Marquette, Portage, and Sank shall constitute 
the Second Senate District. 

The counties of Crawford, Chippewa, St. Croix, and La Pointe shall 
constitute the Third Senate district. 

The counties of Fond du Lac and Winnebago shall constitute the Fourth 
Senate District. • 

The counties of Iowa and Bichland shall constitute the Fifth Senate Dis- 
trict. 

The county of Grant shall constitute the Sixth Senate District. 

The county of Lafayette shall constitute the Seventh Senate District. 

The county of Green shall constitute the Eighth Senate District. 

The county of Dane shall constitute the Ninth Senate District. 

The county of Dodge shall constitute the Tenth Senate District. 

The county of Washington shall constitute the Eleventh Senate District.

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Section 13. Such parts of the common law as are now in force in the 
Territory of Wisconsin, not inconsistent with this Constitution, shall be and 
continue part of the law of this State until altered or suspended by the 
Legislature. 

SJicTioN 14. The Senators first elected In the even numbered Senate dis- 
tricts, the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and other State officers first elected 
under this Constitution, shall enter upon the duties of their respective offices 
on the first Monday of June next, and shall continue in office for one year 
from the first Monday of January next. The Senators first elected in the odd 
numbered Senate districts, and the members of the Assembly first elected, 
shall enter upon their duties respectively on the first Monday of June next, 
and shall continue in office until the first Monday in January next. 

Section 15. The oath of office may be administered by any judge or justice 
of the peace, until the Legislature shall otherwise direct. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Sesolved, That the Congress of the United States be, and is hereby re- 
quested, upon the application of Wisconsin for admission into the Union, so 
to alter the provisions of an act of Congress entitled ^' an act to grant a 
quantity of land to the Territory of Wisconsin, for the purpose of aiding in 
opening a canal to connect the waters of lake Michigan with those of Sock 
river," approved June eighteenth, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, and so 
to alter the terms and conditions of the grant made therein, that the odd 
numbered sections thereby granted, and remaining unsold, may be held and 
disposed of by the State of Wisconsin, as part of the five hundred thousand 
acres of land to which said State is entitled by the provisions of an act of 
Congress entitled " an act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the 
public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights," approved -the fourth day [of 
September, eighteen hundred and forty-one ; and further that the even num- 
bered sections reserved by Congress may be ofltered for sale by the United 
States for the same minimnm price, and subject to the same rights of pre- 
emption as other public lands of the United States. 

Resolved^ That Congress be ftirther requested to pass an act whereby the 
excess price over and above one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, which 
may have been paid by the purchasers of said even numbered sections which 
shall have been sold by the United States, be refunded to the present owners 
thereof, or they be allowed to enter any of the public lands of the United 
States, to an amount equal in value to the excess so paid. 

Besolved^ That in case the odd numbered sections shall be ceded to the 
State as aforesaid, the same shall be sold by the State in the same manner as 
other school lands : provided^ that the same rights of pre-emption as are now 
granted by the laws of the United States shall be secured to persons who may 
be actually settled upon such lands at the time of the adoption of this Con- 
stitution : and provided further^ that the excess price over and above one 
dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, absolutely or conditionally contracted to 
be paid by the purchasers of any part of said sections which shall have been 
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sold by the Territory of Wisconsin, shall be remitted to such pnrchasers, their 
representatives, or assigns. 

Eesolved^ That Congress be requested, npon the application of Wisconsin 
for admission into the Union, to pass an act whereby the grant of five hun- 
dred thousand acres of land, to which the State of Wisconsin is entitled by 
the provisions of an act of Congress entitled " an act to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights," 
approved the fourth day of September, eighteen hundred and forty-one, and 
also tho five per centum of the net proceeds of the public lands lying within 
the State, to which it shall become entitled on its admission into the Union, 
by the provisions of an act of Congress, entitled*' an act to enable the people 
of Wisconsin Territory to form a Constitution and State Government, and for 
the admission of such State into the Union," approved the sixth day of 
August, eighteen hundred and forty-six, shall be granted to the State of Wis- 
consin for the use of schools, instead of the purposes mentioned in said acts 
of Congress respectively. 

Besolved^ That the Congress of the United States be, and hereby is requested, 
upon the admission of this State into the Union, so to alter the provisions of 
the act of Congress, entitled ** an act to grant a certain quantity of land to aid 
in the improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, and to connect the same 
by a canal in the Territory of Wisconsin," that the price of tho lands reserved 
to the United States shall be reduced to the minimum price of the public 
lands. 

Resolved, That the Legislature of this State shall make provision by law for 
the sale of the lands granted to the State in aid of said improvements, subject 
to the same rights of pre-emption to the settlers thereon, as are now allowed 
by law to settlers on public lands. 

Besolved^ That the foregoing resolutions be appended to and signed with 
the Constitution of Wisconsin, and submitted therewith to the people of this 
Territory, and to the Congress of the United States. 

We, the undersigned, members of the Convention to form a Constitution for 
the State of Wisconsin, to be submitted to the people thereof lor their ratifi- 
cation or rejection, do hereby certify that the foregoing is the Constitution 
adopted by the Convention. 

In testimony whereof, we have hereunto set our hands, at Madison, the first 
day of February, A. D. eighteen hundred and forty -eight.

[Section 91, Article 4, of the Constitation, wu amended by a vote of the people at the General Elee- 
tlon, Noyember 6, 186T, so ae to read aa follows :] 

Section 31. Each member of the Legislatore shall receive for his gervices 
three handred and fifty dollars per anniim, and ten cents for every mile he 
shall travel in going to and returning from the place of the meetings of the 
Legislature, on the most nsoal route. In case of an extra session of the Le- 
gislature, no additional compensation shall be allowed to any member thereof, 
either directly or indirectly.

ABTIOLE V. 

Section 6. The Governor shall receive during his continuance in office, an 
annual compensation of five thousand dollars, which shall be in fall for all 
traveling or other expenses incident to his duties. 

The Lieutenant Governor shall receive during his continuance 
in office, an annual compensation of one thousand dollars. 

[Amendment, proposed by the Legislature of 1869.] 

Abticlb 1. Section 8. No t^tboh shall be. held to answer for a criminal 
oflTense without due paocess of law, and no person, for the same oiTense, shall 
be put twice in Jeopardy of punishment, nor shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against himself.

The Supreme Court of this State, with the juris- 
diction and powers prescribed in this Constitution, shall consistof five Judges, 
to be hereafter elected by the qualified electors of the State, at such time and 
In such manner as the Legislature may provide, and such Court when so 
organized shall not be changed or discontinued by the Legislature; and the 
Justices of the Supreme Court now in office shall serve out the remainder of 
their respective terms of office as Judges of the Supreme Court, and the 
Judges of said Court shall be so classified that but one of them shall go out of 
office at the same time, and the Legislature shall at its first session after the 
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adoption thereof, provide by law for the election of the two additional Judges 
required hereby and their sncceBsors, and for the election of the Bnccessors of 
the Judges now in office, and for classifying the two additional Judges, so that 
one of them shall go out of office in eight years and the other in ten years. 
The term of office of each Judge of the Supreme Court hereafter elected, 
except as herein otherwise provided, shall be ten years, and the Judge of the 
Supreme Court having the shortest time to serve shall be Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court.

IMPORTANCE OP RULES. 



SECTION I. 



OEPOBTANOa or ADHEBZNe TO BXTLB8. 



Mr. Onslow, the ablest among the Speakers of the Honse of Conunons, nsed 
to say, ^^ It was a maxim he had often heard when he was a yonng man, from old 
and experienced Members, that nothing tended more to throw power into the 
hands of administration, and those who acted with the minority of the Hoose 
of Commons, than a neglect of; or departure from, the roles of proceeding: 
that these forms, as instituted by our ancestors, operated as a check and con- 
trol on the actions of the minority, and that they were, in many instances, a 
shelter and protection to the minority, against the attempts of power.'^ So 
far the maxim is certainly true, and is founded in good sense, that as it is 
always in the power of the majority, by their numbers, to stop any improper 
measures proposed on the part of their opponents, the only weapons by which 
the minority can defend themselves against similar attempts firom those in 
power, are the forms and rules of proceeding which haye been adopted as they 
were found necessary, from time to time, and are become the law of the 
House ; by a strict adherence to which, the weaker party can only be pro- 
tected from those irregularitieB and abuses wliich these forms were intended 
to check, and which the wantonness of power is but too often apt to suggest 
to large and successful majorities. 8 Bats., 171, ITS. 

And whether these forms be in all cases the most rational or not, is really 
not of so great importance. It is much more material that there should be a 
rule to go by, than what that rule is ; that there may be a uniformity of pro- 
ceedmg in business, not subject to the caprice of the Speaker, or captiouniess 
of the members. It is very material that order, decency, and regnlarityt be 
preserred in a dlgniHed public body. 3, Bats., 149.

SECTION m. 



FBIYILXeB. 



The privileges of Members of Parliament, l^om small and obscure begin- 
nings, ha^e been advancing for centuries with a firm and never yielding pace. 
Claims seem to have been brought forward firom time to time, and repeated, 
till some example of their admission enabled them to build law on that exam- 
ple. We can only, therefore, state the points of progression at which they 
now are. It is now acknowledged, Ist. That they are at all times exempted 
ftom question elsewhere for anything said in their own House ; that during 
the time of privilege, 2d. Neither a Member himself, his* wife, nor his ser- 
vants, (fomiliares sui,) for any matter of their own, may bet arrested on 
mesne process, in any civil suit: 8d. Nor be detained under execution, though 
levied before time of privilege : 4th. Nor impleaded, cited, or subpoenaed in 
' any court : 6th. Nor summoned as a witness or juror : 0th. Nor may their 
lands or goods be distrained : 7th. Nor their persons assaulted, or characters 
traduced. And the period of time covered by privilege, before and after the 
session, with the practice of short prorogations under the connivance of the 
Crown, amounts in fiiet to a perpetual protection against the course of justice. 
In one instance, indeed, it has been relaxed by the 10 Q. S, c. 60, which per- 
mits judiciary proceedings to go on against them. That these privileges must 
be continually progressive, seems to result from their rejecting all definition 
of them ; the doctrine being that ** their dignity and independence are pre- 
served by keeping their privileges indefinite ; and that ^ the maxims upon 
which they proceed, together with the method of proceeding, rest entirely in 
their own breast, and are not defined and ascertained by any particular stated 
laws.' " 1 Blackst., 168, 164. 

[It was probably from this view of the encroaching character of privilege 
that the framers of our Constitution, in their care to provide that the law shall 
bind equally on all, and especially that those who make them shall not exempt 
themselves flrom their operation, have only privileged ** Senators and Bepre- 
sentatiyes" themselves from the single act of ^' arrest in all cases except trea- 
son, felony and breach of the peace, during their attendance at the session of 
their respective Houses, and ingoing to and returning from the same, and from 
being questioned in any other place for any speech or debate in either House." 
Oomt, Ui A, Art, 1, See, 6. Under the general authority "to make all laws 
necessary and proper for carrying into execi^tion the powers given them," 
Carut. U. A, Art, S, Sec, 8, they may provide by law the details which may be 
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necessary for giving ftill effect to the ei\]oyment of this prlTilege. No such 
law being as yet made, it seems to stand at present on the following ground : 
]. The act of arrest is void, ab initio.* 2. The member arrested may be dis- 
charged on motion, 1 Bl. 166; 3 Stra., 990; or by habeas corpus under the 
Federal or State authority, as the case may be ; or by a writ of privilege out 
of the Chancery, 2 Stra.^ 989, in those States which have adopted that part of 
the laws of England. Orders of the Hou%e of Commoner 1660, Fel>ruary 20. 
8. The arrest being unlawftil, is a trespass for which the officer and others 
concerned are liabU^ to action or indictment in the ordinary courts of justice, 
as in other cases of unauthorized arrest. 4. The court before which the pro- 
cess is returnable is bound to act as in other cases of unauthorized proceed- 
ing, and liable also, as in other similar cases, to have their proceedings 
stayed or corrected by the superior courts.] 

[The time necessary for going to, and returning from. Congress, not being 
defined, it will, of course, be judged of in every particular case by those who 
will have to decide the case.] While privilege was understood in Bnglandfto 
extend, as it does here only to exemption from arrest, eundo, moranda, et 
redcnndo, the House of Commons themselves decided that ''a convenient 
time was to be understood." (1680,) 1 Hats.^ 99, 100. Nor is the law so strict 
in point of time as to require the party to set out immediately on his return, 
but allows him time to settle his private afGedrs, and to prepare for his journey ; 
and does not even scan his road very nicely, nor forfeit his protection for a 
little deviation from that which is most direct ; some necessity perhaps con- 
straining him to it. 9 /8»ra., 986, 987. 

This privilege from arrest, privileges of course against all process, the dis- 
obedience to which is punishable by an attachment of the person ; as a sub- 
pcena ad respondendum, or, testificandum, or a summons on a jury ; and with 
* reason, because a member has superior duty to perform in another place. 
[When a representative is withdrawn from his seat by summons, the 40,000 
people whom he represents, lose their voice in debate and vote, as they do on 
his voluntary absence ; when a senator is withdrawn by summons, his State 
loses half its voice in debate and vote, as it does on his voluntary absence. 
The enormous disparity of evil admits no comp arisen.] 

[So far there will probably be no difference of opinion as to the privileges of 
the two Houses of Congress ; but in the following cases it is otherwise. In 
December, 1796, the House of Representatives committed two persons of the 
name of Randall and Whitney, for attempting to corrupt the integrity of cer- 
tain members, which they considered as a contempt and breach of the privi- 
leges of the House ; and the facts being proved, Whitney was detained in 
confinement a fortnight, and Randall three weeks, and was reprimanded by 
the Speaker. In March, 1796, the House of Representatives voted a challenge 
given to a member of their House to be a breach of the privileges of the 
House ; but satisDKCtory apologies and acknowledgments being made, no ftir- 
ther proceeding was had. The editor of the Aurora having, in his paper of 
February 19, 1800, inserted some paragraphs deiiEtmatory of the Senate, and 
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fiiiled in his appearance, he was ordered to be committed. In debating the 
legality of this order, it was insisted, in support of it, that every man, by the 
law of nature, and every body of men, possesses the right of self-defence ; 
that all public functionaries are essentially invested with the powers of selfr 
preservation ; that they have an inherent right to do all acts necessary to keep 
themselves in a condition to discharge the trusts confided to them; that 
whenever authorities are given, the means of carrying them into execution 
are given by necessary implication ; that thus we see the British Parliament 
exercise the right of punishing contempts ; all the Btate Legislatures exercise 
the same power, and every court does the same ; that, if we have it not, we sit 
at the mercy of every intruder who may enter our doors or gallery, and, by 
noise and tumult, render proceeding in business impracticable ; that if our 
tranquility is to be perpetually disturbed by newspaper defamation, it will not 
be'poBsible to exercise our functions with the requisite coolness and delibera- 
tion ; and that we must, therefore, have a power to punish these disturbers of 
our peace and proceedings. To this it was answered, that the Parliament and 
courts of England have cognizance of contempts by the express provisions of 
their law; that the State Legislatures have equal authority, because their 
powers are plenary; they represent their constituents completely, and possess 
all their powers, except such as their Constitutions have expressly denied 
them; that the courts of the several States liave the same powers by the laws 
of their States, and those of the Federal Government by the same State laws 
adopted in each State, by a law of Congress ; that none of these bodies, there- 
fore, derive those powers flrom natural or necessary right, but flrom express 
law; that Congress have no such natural or necessary power, nor any powers 
but such as are given them by the Constitution ; that that has given them, 
directly, exemption trom personal arrest, exemption from question elsewhere 
for what is said in their House, and power over their own members and pro- 
ceedings ; for these no further law is necessary, the Constitution being the 
law ; that, moreover, by that article of the Constitution which authorizes 
them "to make all laws necessary and proper for carrying into execution the 
powers vested by the Constitution in them,^^ they may provide by law for an 
undisturbed exercise of their itmctions, e. g.,for the punishment of contempts, 
of affrays or tumult in their presence, <S;c.; but, till the law be made, it does 
not exist ; and does not exist, from their own neglect ; that in the mean time, 
however, tliat they are not unprotected, the ordinary magistrates and courts 
of law being open and competent to punish all ui^ustifiable disturbances or 
defamations, and even their own sergeant, who may appoint deputies ad 
HbUum to aid him, 3 Orey, 69, 147, 266, is equal to small disturbances ; that in 
requiring a previous law, the Constitution had regard to the inviolability of 
the citizen, as well as of the member ; as, should one House, in the regular 
form of a bill, aim at too broad privileges, it may be checked by the other, and 
both by the President; and also as, the law being promulgated, the citizen 
will know how to avoid ofTense. But if one branch may assume its own privi- 
leges without control ; if it may do it on the spur of the occasion, conceal the 
law in its own breast, and after the fact committed, make its sentence both the 
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law and the judgment on tliat fact ; if the oflEiense is to he kept nndeflned, and 
to be declared only ex re nata, and according to thd paaeiona of the moment, 
and there he no limitation either in the manner or measure of the pnnishment, 
the condition of the citizen will be peiilons indeed. Which of these 
doctrines is to prevail time will decide. Where there is no fixed 
law, the judgment on any particular case, is the law of that single case only, 
and dies with it. When a new and even similar case arises, the judgment 
which is to make, and at the same time apply, the law, is open to question and 
consideration, as are all new laws. Perhaps Congress, in the mean- 
time, in their care for the safety of the citizen as well as that for their 
own protection, may declare by law what is necessary and proper to enable 
them to carry into execution the powers vested in them, and thereby hang up 
a rule for the inspection of all, which may direct the conduct of the citizen, 
and at the 6ame time test the judgments they shall themselves pronounce in 
their own case.] 

Privilege from arrest takes place by force of the election; and before a 
return be made a member elected may be named of a committee, and is to 
every extent a member, except that he cannot vote until he ig sworn. Memor.^ 
107, 108. D' Ewee, 643, coj. 2 ; 648, eol. 1. F^. Mscel, BarL, 119. Lex, JParl. 
c. 28. 2 J7ato., 22, 62. 

Every man must, at liis peril, take notice who are members of either House 
returned of record. Lex. Barl., 28 ; 4 Inet.^ 24. 

On complaint of a breach of privilege, the party may either be summoned or 
sent for in custody of the sergeant Grey, 88, 95. 

The privilege of a member is the privilege of the House. If the member 
waive it without leave, it is a ground for punishing him, but cannot in effect 
waive the privilege of the House. 3 Orey, 140, 223. 

For any speech or debate in either House, they shall not be questioned in 
any other place. Const. V. S.,1,Q; S. P. protest of the Oommons to James /., 
1621 ( 2 i?(Q7in,*No. 54, pp. 211, 212. But this is restrained to things done in 
the House in a parliamentary course. 1 Sush., 668. For he is not to have 
privilege contra morem parliamentarium, to exceed the bounds and limits of 
his place and dttty. Com. p. 

If an offence be conmiitted by a member in the House, of which the House 
has cognizance, it is an infringement of their right for any person or court to 
take notice of it, till the House has punished the offender, or referred him to a 
due course. Lex. I^rl., e&. 

Privilege is in the power of the House, and is a restraint to proceedings of 
inferior courts, but not of the House itself. 2 liaison, 460 ; 2 Orey, 899. For 
whatever is spoken in the House is subject to the censure of the House ; and 
offenses of this kind have been severely punished by calling the person to the 
bar to make submission, committing lilm to the tower, expelling the House, 
&c. Scob. 72; L, Fiarl., c. 22. 

It is a breach of order lor the Speaker to refuse to put a question which is in 
order. 2 Bats., 175-6 ; 5 Grey, 188. 
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And even In cases of treason, felony, and breadi of the peace, to which 
privilege does not extend as to snhstance, yet In Parliament a member is 
privileged as to the mode of proceeding. The case is first to be laid before 
the House, that it may Judge of the ftct and oi the gronnds of the accusation, 
and how far forth the manner of the trial may concern their privilege ; other- 
wise it would be in the power of other branches of the government, and even 
of every private man, under pretenses of treason, &c , to take any man ftom 
his service in the House, and so as many, one after another, as would make 
the House what he pleaseth. Deo, of the Com. on the Singes declaring Sir John 
Eotham a traUor. 4 Bwhw., 686. So, when a member stood indicted for 
felony, it was adjudged that he ought to remain of the House till conviction ; 
fbr it may be any man*s case, who is guiltless, to be accused and indicted of 
felony, or the like crime. 83 M., 1680 ; D' Ewee^ 288, <;o; 1 ; Lex. Farl.^ 133. 

When it is found necessary for the public service to put a member under 
arrest, or when, on any public inquiry, matter comes out which may lead to 
aflbct the person of a member, it is the practice immediately to acquaint the 
House, that they may know the reasons for such a proceeding, and take such 
steps as they think proper. 2 Eate.^ 269. Of which see many examples . i&., 
266, 267, 268. But the communication Is subsequent to the arrest. 1 Blacket.^ 
167. 

It is highly expedient, says Hatsel, for the due preservation of the privileges 
of |tho separate branches of the Legislature, that neither sh^d encroach on 
the other, or interfere in any matter depending before them, so as to preclude, 
or even influence that freedom of debate, which is essential to a free council. 
They are therefore not to take notice of any bills or other matters depending, 
or of votes that have been given, or of speeches which have been held, by the 
members of either of the other branches of the Legislature, until the same 
have been communicated to them in the usual parliamentary manner. 2 Hai$.^ 
262. 4 Inet.^ 16. Sdd^ Jud.^ 63. Thus the king's taking notice of the bill for 
suppressing soldiers, depending before the House ; his proposing a provisional 
clause tor a bill before it was presented to liim by the two Houses ; his express- 
ing displeasure against some persons for matters moved in parliament during 
the debate and preparation of a bill, were breaches of privilege ; 2 Ifalson, 743 ; 
and in 1788, December 17, it was declared a breach of ftmdamental privileges, 
&c., to report any opinion or pretended opinion of the king on any bill or 
proceeding depending in either House of Parliament, with a view to influence 
the votes of the members. 2 Mate.^ 261, 6. 

SECTION IV. 

ELECTIONS. 

[The times, places, and manner of holding elections for senators and repre- 
sentatives shall be prescribed in each State by the Legislature thereof; but the 
Congress may at any time by law make or alter such regulations, except as to 
the places of choosing senators. Oomt,, 1, 4.] 
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[Each house shall be the Jadge of the elections, returns, and qnalificationB 
of its own memhers. CkmsL 1, 5.] 

SECjriON V. 

QUAUnOATIONS. 

[The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Senators from 
each State, chosen by the Legislature thereof for six years ; and each Senator 
shall have one vote.] 

[Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the first 
election, they shall be divided as equally as may be into three classes. The 
seats of the Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the end of the 
second year ; of the second class, at the expiration of the fourth year ; and of the 
third class, at the expiration of the sixth year ; so that one-third may be chosen 
every second year: and if vacancies happen, by resignation or otherwise, 
during the recess of the Legislature of any Stale, the Executive thereof may 
make temporary appointments, until the next meeting of the Legislature, 
which shall then fill such vacancies. J 

[No person shall be a Senator, who shall not have attained to the age of thirty 
years, and been nine years a citizen of' the United States, and who shall not, 
when elected, be an Inhabitant of that State for which he shall be chosen. 
Const. I, 8.] 

[The House of Bepresentatives shall be composed of members chosen every 
second year by the people of the several States ; and the electors of each 
State shall have the qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the State Legislature.] 

[No person shall be a Representative who shall not have attained to the age 
of twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected be an inhabitant of that State in which he shall 
be chosen.] 

[Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the several 
States which may be Included within this Union, according to their respective 
numbers ; which shall be determined by adding to the whole number of free 
persons, including those bound to service for a term of years, and excluding 
Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. The actual enumeration 
shall be made within three years after the first meeting of the Congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term often years, in such manner 
as they shall by law direct. The number of representatives shall not exceed 
one for every thirty thousa|id, but each State shall have at least one represent- 
ative. ConttUution of the Uhtted States, I, 2.]

And in case a less number than a quorum 
of the Senate shall convene, they are hereby authorized to send the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, or any other person or persons by them authorized, for any or all 
absent members, as the minority of such members present shall agree, at the 
expense of such absent members, respectively, unless such excuse for non- 
attendance shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum is convened, shall 
judge sufficient: and in that case the expense shall be paid out of the contin- 
gent fimd.

SECTION X. 



[The President shall, from time to time, give to the Congress information of 
the State of the Union, and recommend to their consideration such measures 
as he shall judge necessary and expedient. Const. ^ n, 8.] 

A joint address of both Houses of Parliament is read by the Speaker of the 
House of Lords. It may be attended by both Houses in a body, or by a com- 
mittee flrom each House, or by the two Speakers only. An address of the 
House of Commons only, may be presented by the whole House, or by the 
Speaker, 9 Orey, 473 ; 1 Chandler, 298, 801 ; or by such particular members as 
are of the privy council. 2 Bats.., 278. 

SECTION XI. 

COMMITTEBS. 

Standing committees, as of privileges and elections, &c., are usually 
appointed at the first meeting, to continue through the session. The person 
first named is generally permitted to act as chairman. But this is a matter 
of courtesy ; every committee having a right to elect their own chairman, 
who presides over them, puts questions, and reports their proceedings to the 
House. 4 Inst., H, 12 ; Scob., 9 ; 1 Qrey, 122. 

At these committees the members are to speak standing, and not sitting ; 
though there is reason to coi^ecture it was formerly otherwise. D^Ewes, 680, 
COM; 4 Baarl, mst., 440; 2 Bats., 77. 

Their proceedings are not to be published, as they are of no force tUl con- 
firmed by the House. Bushw., part 8, vol. 2, 74 ; 8 Orey, 401 ; Scob., 89. Nor 
can they receive a petition but through the House. 9 Orey, 412. 

When a committee is charged with an inquiry. If a member prove to be 
involved, they cannot proceed against him, but must make a special report to 
the House ; whereupon the member is heard in his place, or at the bar, or a

go soon as the Honse site, and a committee is notified of it, the chairman is 
in duty bound to rise instantly, and the members to attend the service of the 
House. 2 iVo^tf., 819. 

It appears that on joint committees of the Lords and Commons, each com- 
mittee acted integrally in the following instances ; 7 Grey, 261, 278, 285, 888 ; 
1 Chandler^ 857, 462. In the following instances it does not appear whether 
they did or not : 6 Grey, 129 ; 7 Grey, 218, 229, 821.* 

SECTION xn. 

COMMITTEB OF THE WHOLE. 

The speech, messages, and other matters of great concernment, are usually 
referred to a committee of the whole house, (6 Grey, 811,) where general 
principles are digested in the form of resolutions, which are debated and 
amended till they get into a shape which meets the approbation of a m^ority. 
These being reported and confirmed by the House, are then referred to one or 
more select committees, according as the subject divides itself into one or 
more bills. 8cob., 36, 44. Propositions for any charge on the people are 
especially to be first made in a committee of the whole. 8 Bais., 127. The 
sense of the whole is better taken in committee, because in all committees 
every one speaks as often as he pleases. Scoh., 49. They generally acquiesce 
in the chairman named by the Speaker ; but, as well as all other committees, 
have a right to elect one, some member, by consent, putting the question. 
8coh., 86; 8 Grey, 801. The form of going from the House into committee is 
for the Speaker, on motion, to put the question that the House do now resolve 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, to take under consideration such a mat- 
ter, naming it. If determined in the affirmative, he leaves the chair and takes 
a seat elsewhere, as any other member; and the person appointed chairman 
seats himself at the clerk's table. 8coh., 86. Their quorum is the same as 
that of the House, and if a defect happens, the chairman, on a motion and 
question, rises, the Speaker resumes the chair, and the chairman can make no

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other report than to Inform the House of the cause of their dissolntion. If a 
message is announced during a committee, the Speaker takes the chair, and 
receives it, becaose the committee cannot. 2 Eati.^ 125, 126. 

In a Committee of the Whole, the tellers, on a division, differing as to num- 
bers, great heats and confusion arose, and danger of a decision by the sword. 
The Speaker took the chair, the mace was forcibly laid on the table : where- 
upon the Members retiring to their places, the Speaker told the House ^* he 
had taken the chair without an order to bring the House into order." Some 
excepted against it ; but it was generally approved, as the only expedient to 
suppress the disorder. And every member was reauired, standing up in his 
place, to engage that he would proceed no ftirther, in consequence of what 
had happened in the grand committee, which was done. 3 Qr&y^ 128. 

A Committee of the Whole being broken up in disorder, and the chair re- 
sumed by the Speaker without an order, the House was adjourned. The next 
day the committee was considered as thereby dissolved, and the subject again 
before the House ; and it was decided in the House, without returning into 
committee. 8 Qrey^ 130. 

No previous question can be put in a committee, nor can this committee 
adjourn as others may ; but if their business is unfinished, they rise, on a 
question, the House is resumed, and the chairman reports that the Committee 
of the Whole have, according to order, had under their consideration such a 
matter, and have made progress therein; but not having had time to go 
through the same, have directed him to ask leave to sit again. Whereupon a 
question is put upon their having leave, and on the time the House will again 
resolve itself into a committee. Scoh.^ 88. Bat if they have gone through 
the matter referred to them, a member moves that the committee may rise, 
and the chairman report their proceedings to the House ; which being re- 
solved, the chairman rises, the Speaker resumes the chair, the chairman 
informs him that the committee have gone through the business referred to 
them, and that he is ready to make report when the House shall think proper 
to receive it. If the House have time to receive it, there is usually a cry of 
"Now, now," whereupon he makes the report; but if it be late, the cry is, 
"To-morrow, to-morrow," or "Monday," etc.; or a motion is made to that 
effect, and a question put, that it be received to-morrow, etc. Scob,^ 38. 

In other things the rules of proceedings are to be the same as in the House. 
Scot). 89. 

SECTION xni. 

EXAKINATION 01* WITNESSES. 

Common feme Is a good ground for the House to proceed by inquiry, and 
even to accusation. ^esoliUion House of Commons^ 1 Oar,^ 1, 1624 ; ^ttsh., L. 
Farl., 115: 1 Qrey, 16-23, 92; 8 Qrey, 21, 28, 27, 45. 

Witnesses are not to be produced but where the House has previously insti- 
tuted an inquiry, (2 Hxts.^ 102,) nor then are orders for their attendance given 
blank. 8 Qrey^ 51. 
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When any person is examined 1>efore a committee, or at the bar of the 
Honse, any member wishing to ask the person a question, mnst address it to 
the Speaker or chairman, who repeats the question to the person, or says to 
him, " you hear the question— answer it." But if the propriety of the ques- 
tion be objected to, the Speaker directs the witness, counsel, and parties, to 
withdraw, for no question can be moved or put, or debated while they are 
there. 2 Hats.y 108. Sometimes the questions are previously settled in writ- 
ing before the witness enters. 76., 106, 107; 8 Orey^ 64. The questions asked 
must be entered in the journals. 3 Gfey^ 81. But the testimony given in 
answer before the House is never written down ; but before a committee it 
must be, for the information of the House, who are not present to hear it. 7 
Qrey, 52, 334. 

If either house have occasion for the presence of a person in custody of the 
other, they ask the other their leave that he may be brought up to them in 
custody. 3 Hata.^ 52. 

A member, in his place, gives information to the House of what he knows of 
any matter under hearing at the bar. Jour. H. qf (7., JIan. 22, 1744- '45. 

Either house may request, but not command, the attendance of a member of 
the other. They are to make the request by message to the other house, and 
to express clearly the purpose of attendance, that no improper sulDject of ex- 
amination may be tendered to him. The House then gives leave to the mem- 
ber to attend, if he chooses it ; waiting first to know from the member himself 
whether he chooses to attend, till which they do not take the message into , 
consideration. But when the peers are sitting as a court of criminal judica- 
ture, they may order attendance, unless where it be a case of impeachment by 
the Commons. There, it is to be a request. 8 Hata.^ 17 ; 9 Orey^ 306, 406 ; 10 
Qrey^ 133. 

Counsel are to be heard only on private, n6t on public bills, and on such 
points of law only as the House shall direct. 10 Grey^ 61. 



SECTION XIV. 



ABBANOEHENT OF BUSmESS. 



The Speaker is not precisely bound to any rules as to What bills or other 
matter shall be first taken up ; but is left to his own discretion, unless the 
House on the question decide to take up a particular subject. JBakew., 136. 

A settled order of business is, however, necessary for the government of the 
presiding person, and to restrain individual members from calling up favorite 
measures, or matters under their special patronage, out of their just turn. It 
is useftil also for directing the discretion of the House, when they are moved 
to take up a particular matter, to the prejudice of others having priority of 
right to their attention in the general order of business. 

[In Senate, the bills and other papers which are in possession of the house, 
and in a state to be acted on, are arranged every morning, and brought on in 
the fd^owing order :] 
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[1. Bills ready for a second reading are read, that they may be referred to 
committees, and so be put under way. Bnt if, on their being read, no motion 
is made for commitment, they are then laid on the table in the general file, to 
be taken up in their just torn.] . 

[3. After 12 o'clock, bills ready for it are put on their passage.] 

[3. Reports in possession of the House, which offer grounds for a bill, are to 
be taken up, that the bill may be ordered In.] 

[4. Bills or other matters before the House, and uniinished on the preceding 
day, whether taken up in turn or on special order, are entitled to be resumed 
and passed on through their present stage.] 

[5. These matters being dispatched, for preparing and expediting business, 
the general file of bills and other papers is then taken up, and each article of 
it is brought on according to its semority, reckoned by the date of its first 
introduction to the House. Reports on bills belong to the dates of their 
bills.] 

[The arrangement of the business of the Senate is now as follows :] 

[1. Motions previously submitted.] 

[2. Reports of Committees previously made.] 

[8. Bills from the House of Representatives, and those introduced on leave, 
which have been read the first time, are read the second time ; and if not 
referred to a committee, are considered in Committee of the Whole, and pro- 
ceeded with as in other cases.] 

[4. Afteif twelve o'clock, engrossed bills of the Senate, and bills of the 
House of Representatives, on third reading, are put on their passage.] 

[5. If the above are finished before one o'clock, the general file of bills, con- 
sisting of those reported from committees on the second reading, and thoee 
reported from committees after having been referred, are taken up in the 
order in which they were reported to the Senate by the respective commi^ 
tees.] 

[6. At one o'clock, if no business be pending, or if no motion be called to 
proceed to other business, the special orders are called, at the head of which 
stands the unfinished business of the preceding day.] 

[In this way we do not waste our time in debating what shall be taken up. 
We do one thing at a time ; follow up a subject while it is firesh, and till it is 
done v^th, clear the House of business gradatim as it is brought on, and pre- 
vent, to a certain degree, its immense accumulation towards the dose of the 
session.] 

[Arrangement, however, can only take hold of matters in possession of the 
House. New matter may be moved at any time when no question is before 
the House. Such are original motions and reports on bills. Such are bills 
from the other House, which are received ' at all times, and receive their first 
reading as soon as the question then before the House is disposed of; and 
bills brought in on leave, which are read first whenever presented. So mes- 
sages from the other House respecting amendments to bills are teikeaa. up as 
soon as the House is clear of a question, unless they require to be printed, for 
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better consideration. Orders of the day may be called for, even wben another 
qnestion is before the House.] 

SECTION XV. 

OBDEB. 

[Each Honse may determine the mles of its proceedings ; pnnlsh its mem- 
bers for disorderly behavior ; and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel 
a member. Const.^ I, 5.] 

[In Parliament, " instances make order," per Speaker Onslow. 2 Hats., 141. 
Bat what is done only by one Parliament, cannot be called custom of Parlia- 
ment ; by Prynne. 1 Grey, 62.] 

SECTION XVI. 

OBDBB BBSPECTIKG PAFEBS. 

The clerk is to let no journals, records, accounts, or papers, be taken firom 
the table or out of his custody. 2 Hats, 193, 194. 

Mr. Prynne having at a Committee of the Whole amended a mistake in a 
bill without order or knowledge of the committee, was reprimanded. 1 
Ohand., 77. 

A bill being missing, the House resolved that a protestation should be made 
and subscribed by the Members *^ before Almighty God, and this honorable 
House, that neither myself nor any other to my knowledge have taken away, 
or do at this present conceal a bill entitled," «fcc. 6 Orey, 202. 

After a bill is engrossed, it is put into the Speaker^s hands, and he is not to 
let any one have it to look into. Town,, col. 209. 

SECTION xvn. 

OBDEB IN DEBATE. 

When the Spei^er is seated in his chair, every Member is to sit in his 
place. Scob., 6; Orey, 403. 

When any Member means to speak, he is to stand up in tiis place, uncovered, 
and to address himself, not to the House, or any particular Member, but to 
the Speaker, who calls him by his name, that the House may take notice who 
it is that speaks, Scob.,Q; Ii^Ewe8,iSn,col.l\ 2 Hats., 77; 4 G^r^, 66; 8 
Grey, 108. But Members who are indisposed may be indulged to speak sit- 
ting. 2 Hats,, 75, 77; 1 Qrey, 143. 

[In Senate, every Member, when he speaks, shall address the chair, standmg 
in his place, and when he has finished, shall sit down. Bute 8.] 

When a Member stands up to speak, no question is to be put, but he is to 
be heard, unless the House overrules him. 4 Qrey, 890; 5 Qrey, 6, 148. 
1^ If two or more rise to speak nearly together, the Speaker determines who 
was first up, and calls him by name ; whereupon he proceeds, unless he vol- 
untarily Btts down and gives way to the other. But sometimes the House does 
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not acquiesce in the Speaker's decision, in which case the question is put, 
" Which Member was first up ? " 2 Hats.^ 76 ; Scoh.y t ; D'^Ewes^ 484 coM, 3. 

[In the Senate of the United States, the President's decision is without ap- 
peal. Their rule is in these words : when two Members rise at the same time^ 
the Fresident shall name the person to speak / but in all cases the Member 
who shall first rise and address the Chair shall speak first. Unle 5.] 

No man may speak more than once on the same bill on the same day ; or 
even on another day, if the debate be adjourned. But if it be read more than 
once in the same day, he may speak once at every reading. Co., .12, 115 ; 
Hakew., 148; Scob., 58; 2 Eats., 75. Even a change of opinion does not give 
a right to be heard a second time. Smyth'^s Comw., L. 2, c. 8 ; ArcanFarl., 17. 

[The corresponding rule of the Senate is in these words : No Member shall 
speak more than twice, in any one debate, on the same day, without leave of 
the Senate. Bvle 4.] 

But he may be permitted to speak again to clear a matter of fact, 3 Qrey, 857, 
416 ; or merely to explain himself (2 Bais., 78) in some material part of his 
speech, i&., 75 ; or to the manner or words of the question, keeping himself to 
that only, and not traveling into the merits of it, Memorials in Eakew., 29 
or to the orders of the House, if they be transgressed, keeping within tha 
line, and not falling into the matter itself. Mem. Sakew., 80, 81. 

But if the Speaker rise to speak, the Member standing up ought to sit down, 
that he may be first heard. Tbton., col. 205 ; Hale Pari., 133 ; Mem. in Eiakew., 
80, 81. Nevertheless, though the Speaker may of right speak to matters of 
order, and be first heard, he is restrained from speaking on any other subject, 
except where the House have occasion for facts within his knowledge ; then he 
may, with their leave, state the matter of tact. 8 Orey, 88. 

No one is to speak impertinently or beside the question, superfiuous or tedi- 
ously. Scob., 81, 83 ; 2 Eats., 166, 168 ; Hole Pari., 183. 

No person is to use indecent language against the proceedings of the House ; 
no prior determination of which is to be reflected on by any Member, unless 
he means to conclude with a motion to rescind it. 2 Eats., 169, 170 ; BusTtaw., 
p. 3, V. 1. fol. 42. But while a proposition under consideration is still in Jleri, 
though it has even been reported by a committee, reflections on it are no re- 
flections on the House. 9 Grey, 508. 

No person, in speaking, is to mention a member then present by his name, 
but to describe him by his seat in the House, or who spoke last, or on the 
other side of the question, &c., Mem. in Eakew., 8 ; Smyth's Comw., Z. 2, c. 8 ; 
nor to digress flrom the matter to fall upon the person {8cob.,Zi; EaleParl., 
183; 2 Eats., 166) by speaking, reviling, nipping, or unmannerly words against 
a particular member. Smyth'' s Corrmo., L. 2, c. 8. The consequences of a 
measure may be reprobated in strong terms ; but to arraign the motives of 
those who proi>08e to advocate it, is a personality, and against order. Qui 
digreditur a materia ad personam, Mr. Speaker ought to suppress. Ord, Com., 
1604, Apr. 19. 

[When a member shall be called to order by the President or a Senator, he 
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shall Bit down; and every question of order shall be decided by the President, 
without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate ; and the President may 
call for the sense of the Senate on any question of order. Hide 6.] 

[No member shall speak to another or otherwise interrupt the business of 
the Senate, or read any printed paper while the journals or public papers are 
reading, or when any member is speaking in any debate. Stde 2.] 

No one is to disturb an9ther in his si>eech by hissing, coughing, spitting, 
(6 Grey, 833 ; Scob., 8 ; D''Md€8, 832, col. 1, 640, col, 1,) speaking or whispering 
to another, (Scob., 6; D^Ewes, 487, col, 1;) nor stand up to interrupt him, 
{Town,, col. 205; M$m, in ffakew., 81 ;) nor to pass between the Speaker and 
the speaking member, nor to go across the House, {Scob., 6,) or to walk up and 
down it, or to take books or papers from the table, or write there. (2 Hats,, 
171.) 

Nevertheless, if a member finds that it is not the inclination of the House to 
hear him, and that by conversation or any other noise they endeavor to drown 
his voice, it is his most prudent way to submit to the pleasure of the House, 
and sit down ; for it scarcely ever happens that they are guilty of this piece of 
ill manners without sufficient reason, or inattentive to a member who says 
anything worth their hearing. 2 Sots., 77, 78. 

If repeated calls do not produce order, the Speaker may call by his name any 
member obstinately persisting in irregularity; whereupon the House may 
require the member to withdraw. He is then to be heard in exculpation, and 
to withdraw. Then the Speaker states the offense committed, and the House 
considers the degree of punishment they will inflict. 2 Eats., 167, 7, 8, 172. 

For instances of assaults and affrays in the House of Commons, and the 
proceedings thereon, see 1 Fet. iftec, 82; 8 Grey, 128; 4 Grey, 828; 5 Grey, 
882 ; 6 Grey, 254 ; 10 Grey, 8. Whenever warm words or an assault has passed 
between members, the House, for the protection of their members, requires 
them to declare in their places not to prosecute any quarrel, (3 Grey, 127, 293; 
5 Grey, 280;) or orders them to attend the Speaker, who is to accommodate 
their differences, and report to the House, (8 Grey, 419;) and they are put 
under restraint if they refhse, or until they do. 9 Grey, 234« 312. 

Disorderly words are not to be noticed till the member has finished his 
speech. 5 Grey, 856 ; 6 Grey, 60. Then the person objecting to them, and 
desiring them to be taken down by the clerk at the table, must repeat them. 
The Speaker then may direct the clerk to take them down in his minutes ; but 
if he thinks them not disorderly, he delays the direction. If the call becomes 
pretty general, he orders the clerk to take them down, as stated by the object- 
ing member. They are then part of his minutes, and when read to the ofibnd- 
ing member, he may deny they were his words, and the House must then 
decide by a question whether they are his words or not. Then the member 
may justify them, or explain the sense in which he used them, or apologize. 
If the House is satisfied, no further proceeding is necessary. But if two mem- 
bers still insist to take the sense of the House, the member must withdraw 
before that question is stated, and then the seme of the House is to be taken. 
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2 Eats.^ 199 ; 4 Qrey, 170; 6 Cfrey, 59. When any member has spoken, or other 
bnsiness intervened, after offensive words spoken, they cannot be taken 
notice of for censure. And this is for the common security of all, and to pre- 
vent mistakes which must happen if words are not taken down Immediately. 
Formerly they might be taken down at any time the same day. 2J2i^«., 196; 
Mem. in Hakew., 71 ; 8 Grey, 48 ; 9 Grey, 514 

Disorderly words spoken in a committee must be written down as in the 
House ; but the committee can only report them to the House for animadver- 
sion. 6 Grey, 46. 

[The rule of the Senate says : " If the member be called to order by a sen- 
ator for words spoken, the exceptionable words shall immediately be taken 
down in writing, ihat the President maybe better enabled to judge of the mat- 
ter." :Biae 7.] 

In Parliament, to speak irreverently or seditiously against the King is 
against order. Smyth's Comw., Z. 2, c. 8 ; ^Hats., 170. 

It is a breach of order in debate to notice what has been said on the same 
subject in the other house, or the particular votes or majorities on it there ; 
because the opimon of each house should be left to its own independency, 
not to be influenced by the proceedings of the other ; and the quoting them 
might beget reflections leading to a misunderstanding between the two 
houses. 8 Grey, 22. 

Neither house can exercise any authority over a member or officer of the 
other, but should complain to the house of which he is, and leave the punish- 
ment to them. Where the complaint is of words disrespectfully spoken by a 
member of another house, it is difficult to obtain punishment, because of the 
rules supposed necessary to be observed (as to the immediate noting down of 
words) for the securityof members. Therefore it is the duty of the House, 
and more particularly of the Speaker, to interfere immediately, and not to 
permit expressions to go unnoticed which may give a ground of complaint to 
the other house, and introduce proceedings and mutual accusations between 
the two houses, which .can hardly be terminated without difficulty and dis- 
order. 3 Hats., 51. 

No member may be present when a bill or any bnsiness concerning himself 
is debating ; nor is any member to speak to the merits of it till he withdraws. 
2 Hats., 219. The rule is, that if a charge against a member arise out of a 
report of a committee, or examination of witnesses in the House, as the mem- 
ber knows from that to what points he is to direct his exculpation, he may be 
heard to those points before any question is moved or stated against him. 
He is then to be heard, and withdraw before any question is moved. But if 
the question Itself is the charge, as for breach of order, or matter arising in the 
debate, then the charge must be stated, (that is, the question must be moved,) 
himself heard, and then to withdraw. 2 Hats., 121, 122. 

Where the private interests of a member are concerned in a bill or question, 
he is to withdraw. And where such an interest has appeared, his voice has 
been disallowed, even after a division. In a case so contrary, not only to the 
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laws of decency, but to the fandamental principle of the social compact which 
denies to any man to be a Jndge in his own cause, it is for the honor of the 
Honse that this role, of immemorial obseryance, should be strictly adhered 
to. 8 mas., 119, 121 ; 6 Grey, 368. 

No member is to come into the House with his head covered, nor to remove 
f^om one place to another with his hat on, nor is to put on his hat in coming 
in or removing, until he be set down in his place. 8cob., 6. 

A question of order may be adjourned to give time to look into precedents. 
2 Eats,, 118. 

In Parliament, all decisions of the Speaker may be controlled by the House. 
Z0rey,B19. 

SECTION xvin. 

OBDBBS 07 THE HOUSE. 

Of right, the doors of the House ought not to be shut, but to be kept by 
porters, or sergeants-at arms, assigned for that purpose. Mod. 7en. JParl., 23. 

[By the rules of the Senate, on motion made and seconded to shut the doors 
of the Senate on the discussion of any business which may, in the opinion 
of a member, require secrecy, the President shall direct the gallery to be 
cleared ; and during the discussion of such motion the doors shall remain shut. 
Side 18.] 

[No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person or persons what- 
ever within the doors of the Senate chamber to present any petition, memo- 
rial, or address, or to hear any such read. Sule 19 . ]I 

The only case where a member has a right to insist on anything, is where he 
calls for the execution of a subsisting order of the House. Here, there having 
been already a resolution, any person has a right to insist that the Speaker, or 
any other whose duty it is, shall carry it into execution ; and no debate or 
delay can be had on it. Thus any member has a right to have the House or 
gallery cleared of strangers, an order existing for that purpose ; or to have the 
House told where there is not a quorum present. 2 Hats., 87, 129. How far 
an order of the House is binding, see Hakew., 392. 

But where an order is made that any particular matter be taken up on a par- 
ticular day, there a question is to be put, when it is called for, whether the 
House will now proceed to that matter? Where orders of the day are on im- 
portant or interesting matter, they ought not to be proceeded on till an hour 
at which the House is usually fall, [which in Senate is at noon."] 

Orders of the day may be discharged at any time, and a new one made for a 
dlflferent day. 3 Grey, 48, 318. 

When a session is drawing to a close, and thie important bills are all brought 
in, the House, in order to prevent interruption by further unimportant bills, 
sometimes come to a resolution' that no new bill be brought in, except it be 
sent from the other house. 3 Grey, 156. 

All orders of the House determine with the session ; and one taken under 
such an order may, after the session is ended, be discharged on a habeas 
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corpoB. Haym., 120; Jacobus L. D. by Sufhead; BirliamerU, 1 Lev.^ 166 
(PricharcPs ease.) 

[Where the ConBtitation authorizes each house to detemune the rnles of its 
proceedings, it must mean in those cases (legislative, executiye, or judiciary) 
submitted to them by the Constitution, or In something relating to these, 
and necessary towards their execution. But orders and resolutions are some- 
times entered in the journals, having no relation to these, such as acceptances 
of invitations to attend orations, to take part in processions, &c. These must 
be understood to be merely conventional among those who are willing to par- 
ticipate in the ceremony, and are, therefore, perhaps, improperly placed among 
the records of the House.] 

SECTION XIX. 



A petition prays something. A remonstrance has no prayer. 1 Orey^ 68 . 

Petitions must be subscribed by the petitioners, (Scob., 87 ; L, Farl.^ <j.-22 ; 
9 Orey^ 362,) unless they are attending; (1 Grey^ 401,) or unable to sign, and 
averred by a member, (3 Orey, 418.) But a petition not subscribed, but which 
the member presenting it affirmed to be all in the handwriting of the petiti* 
oner, and his name written in the beginning, was on the question (Mar. 14, 
1800) received by the Senate. The averment of a member, or of somebody 
without doors, that they know the handwriting of the petitioners, is necessary, 
if it be questioned. 6 Orey, 36. It must be presented by a member, not by 
the petitioners, and must be oi>ened by him, holding It in his hand. 10 Orey^ 57. 

[Before any petition or memorial addressed to the Senate shall be received 
and read at the table, whether the same shall be introduced by the President 
or a member, a brief statement of the contents of the petition or memorial 
shall verbally be made by the introducer. Bvle 24.] 

Regularly a motion for receiving it must be made and seconded, and a ques- 
tion put, whether it shall be received? But a cry from the House of 
"Received," or even its silence, dispenses with the formali^of this. ques- 
tion ; it is then to be read at the table, and disposed of. 

SECTION XX. 



When a motion has been made, it is not to be put to the question, or debated 
until it is seconded. Scob.^ 21. 

[The Senate say, No motion shall be debated until the same shall be sec- 
onded. SuteQ.] 

It is then, and not till then, in possession of the House, and cannot 
be withdrawn but by leave of the House. It is to be put into writing, 
if the House or Speaker require it, and must be read to the House by the 
Speaker as often as any member desires It for his information. 2 Hats., 82. 

[The rule of the Senate is : When a motion shall be made and seconded, it 
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Bliall be reduced to writing, if desired by the President or any member, deliy- 
ered in at ttie table, and read by the President, before the same shall be 
debated. Btde 10.} 

It might be asked, whether a motion for adjonmment or for the orders of the 
day, can be made by any one member while another is speaking. It cannot. 
When two members oflbr to speak, he who rose first is to be heard ; and it is a 
breach of order in another to interrupt him, unless by calling him to order, if 
he departs firom it. And the question of order being decided, he is still to be 
heard through. A call for adjournment, or for the order of the day, or for the 
question, by gentlemen from their seats, is not a motion. No motion can be 
made without arising and addressing the Chair. Such calls are themselves 
breaches of order, which, though the member who has risen may respect as 
an expression of impatience of the House, against ftirther debate, yet, if he 
chooses, he has a right to go on. 

SECTION XXL 

BESOLUnONS. 

When the House commands, it is by an ^^ order.^^ But fiict, principles, and 
their own opinions and purposes, are expressed in the form of resolutions. 

[A resolution for an allowance of money to the clerks being moved, it was 
objected to as not in order, and so ruled by the Chair ; but on an appeal 
to the Senate, (L e., a call for their sense by the President, on account of 
doubt in his mind, according to Rule 16,) the decision was overruled. Jour. 
Sen.^ June 1, 1796. I presume the doubt was, whether an allowance of money 
could be made otherwise than by bill.] 

SECTION xxn. 

BILLS. 

[Every bill shall receive three readings previous to its being passed ; and the 
President shall give notice at each whether it be first, second, or third ; which 
readings shall be on three different days, unless the Senate unanimously direct 
otherwise. Sule^.} 

SECTION xxm. 

BILLS, LEAVE TO BBING IN. 

[One day's notice, at least, shall be given of an intended motion for leave to 
bring in a bill. SuleW.] 

When a member desires to bring in a bill on any subject, he states to the 
House in general terms the causes for doing it, and concludes by moving for 
leave to bring in a bill entitled, &c. Leave being given on the question, a 
committee is appointed to prepare and bring in the bill. The mover and sec- 
onder are always appointed of this committee, and one or more in addition. 
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It IB to be presented Mrlj written, without any erasare or interlineation, or 
the Speaker may refuse it. Scob,, 41 ; 1 Grey, 82, 84. 

SECTION XXIV. 

BILLS, FIBST BEADING. 

When a bill is first presented, the Clerk reads it at the table, and hands it to 
the Speaker, who, rising, states to the House the title of the bill ; that this 
is the first time of reading it ; and the question will be, whether it shall be 
read a second time ? then sitting down to give an opening for objections. If 
none be made, he rises again, and puts the qnestion, whether it shall be read 
a second time ? Hakew., ^137, 141. A bill cannot be amended on the first 
reading, (6 Grey^ S86 ;) nor is it nsnal for it to be opposed then, bat it may be 
done, and rejected. D'Moes^ 835, cd. 1 ; 3 Hats., 198. 

SECTION XXV. 

BILLS, SECOND BEADING. 

The second reading must regnlarly be on another day. Hakew., 143. It is 
done by the Clerk at the table, who then hands it to the Speaker. The 
Speaker, rising, states to the Honse the title of the bill ; that this is the sec- 
ond time of reading it ; and that the question will be, whether it shall be 
committed or engrossed and read a third time ? But if the bill came fr<mi the 
other House, as it always comes engrossed, he states that the question will 
be, whether it shall be read a third time? and before he has so reported the 
state of the bill, no one is to speak to it. Hakew.^ 143, MB. 

[In the Senate of the United States, the President reports the title of the 
bill ; that this is the second time of reading it ; that it Is now to be considered 
as in a Committee of the Whole ; and the question will be, whether it shall 
be read a third time ? or that it i^ay be referred to a special committee fj 

SBC HON XXVI. 

BILLS, COMHTTXENT. 

If on motion and question it be decided that the bill shall be committed, it 
may then be moved to be referred to Committee of the Whole House, or to a 
special committee. If the latter, the Speaker proceeds to name the com- 
mittee. Any Member also may name a single person, and the Clerk is to 
write him down as of the committee. But the House have a controlling 
power over the names and number, if a question be moved against any one ; 
and may in any case put in and put out whom they please. 

Those who take exceptions to some particulars in the bill are to be of the 
committee, but none who speak directly against the body of the bill ; for he 
that would totally destroy will not amend it, {Hakew., 146; lown., col. 208 ; 
D^Ewes, 6M, col. 2 ; Scob., 47 :) or, as it is said, (5 Grey, 146,) the child is not 
to be put to a nurse that cares not for it, (6 Grey, 378.) It is therefore a con. 
fitant rule '^ that no man is to be employed in any matter who has declared 
7 Manual. 
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himeelf against it.'^ And when any Member who is against the bill hears 
himself named of its committee, he ought to ask to be excused. Thus (March 
7, 1606) Mr. Hadley was, on the question being put, excused from being of a 
committee, declaring himself to be against the matter itself. Scob.^ 46. 

[No bill shall be committed or amended until it shall have been twice read ; 
after which it may be referred to a committee. JitUe 37.] 

[In the appointment of the standing committees, the Senate will proceed, 
by ballot, severally to appoint the Cliairman of each committee ; and then, by 
one ballot, the other members necessary to complete the same ; and a majority 
of the whole number of votes given shall be necessary to the choice of a 
Chairman of a standing committee. All other committees shall be appointed 
by ballot, and a plurality of votes shall make a choice. When any subject or 
matter shall have been referred to a committee, any other subject or matter of 
a similar nature may, on motion, be referred to such committee. StUe 34.] 

The Clerk may deliver the bill to any member of the committee, (2b«w., 
col. 138 ;) but it is usual to deliver it to him who is first named. 

In some cases the House has ordered a committee to withdraw immediately 
into the Committee Chamber and act on and bring back the bill, sitting in the 
House. Scob., 48. A committee meet when and where they please, if the 
House has not ordered time and place for them, (6 Cfrey, 870 ;) but they can 
Gfi\y act when together, and noi by separate consultation and consent— noth- 
ing being the report of the committee but v^hat has been agreed to in com- 
mittee actually assembled. 

A minority of the committee constitutes a quorum for business. Msynge^s 
Method of Passing 3Uls, 11. 

Any member of the House may be present at any select committee, but can- 
not vote, and must give place to all of the committee, and sit below them. 
Msynge, 12; 8cob., 49. 

The committee have IWl power over the bill or other paper committed to 
them, except that they cannot change the title or subject. 8 Orey^ 228. 

The paper before a committee, whether select or of the whole, may be a bill, 
resolutions, draught of an address, &c., and it may either originate with them 
or be referred to them. In every case the whole paper is read first by the 
clerk, and then by the chairman, by paragraphs, (^Scob.^ 49,) pausing at the 
end of each paragraph, and putting questions for amending, if proposed. In 
the case of resolutions on distinct subjects, originating with themselves, a 
question is put on each separately, as amended or unamended, and no final 
question on the whole. (3 Eats., 276 ;) but if they relate to the same subject, 
a question is put on the whole. If it be a bill, draught of an address, or other 
paper originating with them, they proceed by paragraphs ; putting questions 
for amenGing either by insertion or striking out, if proposed ; but no question 
on agreeing to the paragraphs separately ; this is reserved to the close, when 
a question is put on the whole for agreeing to it as amended or unamended. 
But if it be a paper referred to them, they proceed to put questions of amend- 
ment, if proposed, but no final question on the whole, because all parts of the 
paper, having been adopted by the House, stand, of course, unless latered or 
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struck out by a vote. Even if they are opposed to the whole paper, and think 
it cannot be made good by amendments, they cannot reject it, bat most report 
it back to the House withont amendments, and there make their opposition. 

The natural order in considering and amending any paper is, to begin at the 
beginning, and proceed through it by paragraphs, and this order is so strictly 
adhered to in Parliament, that when a latter part has been amended, you can- 
not recur back and make any alteration in a former part. 2 Hats.^ 90. In 
numerous assemblies this restraint is doubtless important [But in the Senate 
of the United States, though in the main we consider and amend the para- 
graphs in their natural order, yet recurrences are indulged ; and they seem, 
on the whole, in that small body, to produce advantages overweighing their 
inconveniences.] 

To this natural order of beginning at the beginning, there is a single excep' 
tion found in parliamentary usage. YHien a bill is taken up in committee, or 
on its second reading, they postpone the preamble till the other parts of the 
bill are gone through. The reason is, that on consideration of the body of 
the bill, such alterations may therein be made as may also occasion the altera- 
tion of the preamble. Scob.^ 50; 7 Orey^ 481. 

On this head the following case occurred in the Senate, March 6, 1800 : A 
resolution which had no preamble having been already amended by the House 
so that a few words only of the original remained in it, a motion was made to 
prefix a preamble, which having an aspect very diflferent from the resolution, 
the mover intimated that he should afterwards propose a correspondent amend- 
ment [in the body of the resolution. It was objected that a preamble could 
not be taken up till the body of the resolution is done wtth; but the preamble 
was received, because we are in fact through the body of the resolution : we 
have amended that as far as amendments have been offered, and, indeed, till 
little of the original is left. It is the proper time, therefore, to consider a pre- 
amble ; and whether the one offered be consistent with the resolution is for 
the House to determine. The mover, indeed, has intimated that he shall offer 
a subsequent proposition for the body of the resolution ; but the House is not 
in possession of it ; it remains in his breast, and may be withheld. The rules 
of the House can only operate on what is before them. [The practice of the 
Senate, too, allows recurrences backwards and forwards for the purposes of 
amendment, not permitting amendments in a subsequent to preclude those in 
a prior part, or e converso.] 

When the committee is through the whole, a member moves that the com- 
mittee may rise, and the chairman report the paper to the House, with or 
without amendments, as the case may be. 3 ffats.^ 289, S92 ; Scob., 58 ; 3 
fiW«., 290; 8 8cob.,IM, 

When a vote is once passed in a committee, it cannot be altered but by the 
House, their votes being binding on themselves. 1607, Junsi. 

The committee may not erase, interline, or blot the bill itself; but must, in 
a paper by itself, set down the amendments, stating the words which are to 
be inserted or omitted, (;8fco&., 60,) and where, by references to the page, line, 
and word of the bill. Seob^^ 50. 
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SECTION xxvn. 

REPOBT OP COMMITTEE. 

The chairman of the committee, standing in his place, informs the House 
that the committee, to whom "was referred such a bill, have, according to order, 
had the same under consideration, and have directed him to report the same 
without any amendment, or with sundry amendments, (as the case may he,) 
which he i6 ready to do when the House pleases to receive it. And he or any 
other may move that it he now received ; but the cry of "now, now," from the 
House, generally dispenses with the formality of a motion and question. He 
then reads the amendments, with the coherence in the bill, and opens the 
alterations and the reasons of the committee for such amendments, until h^ 
has gone through the whole. He then delivers it at the Clerk's table, where 
the amendments reported are read by the Clerk without the coherence; 
whereupon the papers lie upon the table till the House, at its convenience,

" Sbe'T^ort' beinganade, the committee Is dissolved, and can act no more 
without a new power. Scob., 51. But it may be revived by a vote, and the 
same matter recommitted to them. 4 Orey^ 361. 

SECTION xxvm. 

BILL, RECOMMITMENT. 

After a bill has been committed and reported, it ought not in an ordinary 
course to be recomiqltted ; but in cases of importance, and for special reasons, 
it is sometimes recommitted, and usually to the same committee. HaJcew.^ 
151. If a report be recommitted before agreed to in the House, what has 
passed in committee is of no validity; the whole question is again before the 
committee, and a new resolution must be again moved, as if nothing had 
passed. 3 Eats.^ lZ\—not€. 

In Senate, January, 1800, the salvage bill was recommitted three times after 
the oommitment. 

A particular clause of a bill may be committed without the whole bill, (3 
Eats.y 131 ;) or so much of a paper to one and so much to another comndttee. 

SECTION XXIX. 

BILL, REPORTS TAKEN UP. 

When the report of a paper originating with a committee is taken up by the 
House, they proceed exactly as in committee. Here, as in committee, when 
the paragraphs have, on distinct questions, been agreed to seriatim^ (5 Grey^ 
866 ; 6 Grey, 868 ; 8 Grey, 47, 104, 360 ; 1 Tbrimck's Deb., 125 ; 3 Hats., 348,) no 
question needs be put on the whole report. 5 Orey, 381. 

■On taking up a bill reported with amendments, the amendments only are 
read by the Clerk. The Speaker then reads the first, and puts it to the ques- 
tion, and so on tiU the whole are adopted or rejected, before any other amend- 
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ment be admitted, except it be an amendment to an amendment. Msynge'^s 
Mem.^ 63. When throngh the amendments of the conmiittee, the Speaker 
pauses, and gives time for amendments to be proposed in the Honse to the 
body of the bill, as he does also if it has been reported without amendments, 
putting no questions but on amendments proposed ; and when through the 
whole, he puts the question whether the bill shall be read the third time. 



SECTION 

QUASI-GOMMITTBE. 

If on motion and question the bill be not committed, or if no proposition 
for commitment be made, then the proceedings in the Senate of the United 
States and in Parliament are totally different. The former shall be first stated, 

[The 28th rule of the Senate says : " All bills on a second reading shall first 
be considered by the Senate in the same manner as if the Senate were in 
Committee of the Whole, before they shall be taken up and proceeded on by 
the Senate agreeably to the standing rules, usiless otherwise ordered ; ^^ (that 
is to say, unless ordered to be referred to a special committee). And when 
the Senate shall consider a treaty, bill, or resolution, as in Committee of t^ 
Whole, the Vice President or President i>ro tempore may call a member to fiU- 
the chair during the time the Senate shall remain in Committee of the Whole ; 
and the chairman (so called) shall, during such time, have the iM)wers of a 
President pro tempore.'] 

[The proceedings of the Senate, as in a Committee of the Whole, or in 
Quasi-Committee, is precisely as in a real Committee of the Whole, taldng no 
questions but on amendments. When through the whole, they consider the 
Quasi-Committee as risen, the House resumes without any motion, question, 
or resolutioifto that effect, and the President reports that " The House, acting 
as in a Committee of the Whole, have had under their consideration the bill 
entitled, &c., and have made sundry amendments, which he will now report 
to the House." The bill is then before them, as it would have been if reported 
from a committee, and questions are regularly to be put again on every amend- 
ment ; which being gone through, the President pauses to give time to the 
House to^ropose amendments to the body of the bill, and, when through, 
puts the question whether it shall be read a third time.] 

[After progress In amending the bill in Quasi-Committee, a motion may be 
made to refer it to a special committee. If the motion prevails, it is equiva- 
lent in effect to the several votes, that the committee rise, the House resume 
itself, discharge the Committee of the Whole, and refer the bill to a special 
committee. In that case, the amendments already made, fall. But if the 
motion fails, the Quasi-Committee stands in statu quo.] 

[How fer does this «8th rule subject the House, when in Quasi-Committee, 
to the laws which regulate the proceedings of Committees of the Whole y ] 
The particulars in which these differ from proceedings in the House are the 
following : 1. In a committee every member may speak as often as he pleases. 
% The votes of a committee may be reiJected or altered when reported to the 
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Uonse. 8. A committee, even of the Whole, cannot refer any matter to 
another committee. 4. In a committee no preylons question can be taken : 
the only means to avoid an improper discussion is to move that the committee 
rise ; and if it be apprehended that the same discussion will be attempted on 
returning into committee, the House can discharge them, and proceed itself 
on the business, keeping down the improi)er discussion by the previous ques- 
tion. 5. A committee cannot punish a breach of order in the House or in the 
gallery. 9 Chrey^ 113. It can only rise and report it to the House, who may 
proceed to punish. [The first and second of these peculiarities attach to the 
Quasi-Committee of the Senate, as eveiy day's practice proves, and seem to 
be the only ones to which the 28th rule meant to subject them ; for it continues 
to be a House, and therefore, though it acts in some respects as a committee, 
in others it preserves its character as a House. Thus : 8. It is in the daily 
habit of referring its business to a special committee. 4. It admits of the pre- 
vious question; if it did not, it would have no means of preventing an im- 
proper discussion, not being able, as a commitiee is, to avoid it by returning 
into the House, for the moment it would resume the same subject there, the 
28th rule declares it again a Quasi-Committee. 5. It would doubtless exercise 
its powers as a house on any breach of order. 6. It takes a question by yea 
and nay, as the House does. 7. It receives messages from the President and 
the other House. 8. In the midst of a debate it receives a motion to adjourn, 
and adjourns as a house, not as a committee.] 



SECTION XXXI. 



BILLS, SECOND RBADING IN THB HOUSE. 

In Parliament, after the bill has been read a second time, if on the motion 
and question it be not committed, or if no proposition for coimnitment be 
made, the Speaker reads it by paragraphs, pausing between each, but putting 
no question but on amendments proposed; and when through the whole, he 
puts the question whether it shall be read a tMrd time ? if it come from the 
other House ; or, if originating with themselves, whether it shall be engrossed 
and read a third time f The Speaker reads sitting, but rises to put questions. 
The Clerk stands while he reads. 

[*But the Senate of the United States Is so much tn the habit of making 
many and material amendments at the third reading, that it has become the 
practice not to engross a bill till it has passed— an irregular and dangerous 
practice, because in this way the paper which passes the Senate is not that 
which goes to the other House, and that which goes to the other House as the 

*Tlie former practice of the Senate referred to in thii paragraph hai been changed by the foUovring 
Rule: 

[RvLS S9. The final question upon the second reading of every bill, reaolution, constitutional amend- 
ment or motion, originating in the Senate, and requiring three readings previous to being passed, shall 
be, ** Whether it sImII be engrossed and read a third timef and no amendment shall be received for 
discussion at the third reading of any bill, resolution, amendment, or motion, unless by unanimous con- 
sent of the members present : but it shall at all times be in order before the final passage ot anv such 
biU, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion, to move its commitment ; and should sucn com- 
mitment take place, and any amendment be reported by the committee, tiie said bill, resolution, consti- 
totlonal amendment, or motion, shall be again read a second time, and considered as in Committee of 
the Whole, and then the aforesaid question shall be again put.] 
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act of the Senate has neyer been seen in Senate. In reducing numerous, diffi- 
cult, and illegible amendments into the text, the Secretary may with the most 
innocent intentions, commit errors which can never again be corrected.] 

The bill being now as perfect as its fiiends can make it, this is the proper 
stage for those fundamentally opposed to make their first attack. All attempts 
at earlier periods are with disjointed efforts, because many who do not expect 
to be in favor of the bill ultimately are willing to let it go on to its perfect 
state, to take time to examine it themselves and to hear what can be said for 
it, knowing that after all, they will have sufficient opportunities of giving it 
their veto. Its last two stages, therefore, are reserved for this— that is to say, 
on the question whether it shall be engrossed and read a third time? and lastly, 
whether it shall pass? The first of these is usually the most interesting con- 
test, because then the whole subject is new and engaging ; and the minds of 
the members having not yet been declared by any trying vote, the issue is the 
more doubtful. In this stage, therefore, is the main trial of strength between 
its friends and opponents, and it behooves every one to make up his mind 
decisively for this question, or he loses the main battle ; and accident andmou- 
agement may, and often do, prevent a successful rallying on the next and last 
question, whether it shall pass. 

When the bill is engrossed, the title Is to be indorsed on the back, and not 
within the bill. Aakew.^'m. 



SECTION XXXII. 



BEADING FAPEBS. 



Where papers are laid before the House or referred to a committee, every 
member has a right to have them once read at the table before he can be com- 
pelled to vote on them ; but it is a great though common error to suppose that 
he has a right, totiea quotiea^ to have acts, journals, accounts, or papers on the 
table, read independently of the will of the House. The delay and interrup- 
tion which this might bo made to produce evince the impossibility of the 
existence of such a right. There is, indeed, so manifest a propriety of per- 
mitting every member to have as much information as possible on every 
question on which he is to vote, that when he desires the reading, if it be 
seen that it is really for information and not for delay, the Speaker directs it to 
be read without putting a question, if no one objects; but if objected to, a 
question must be put. 2 Hats.^ 117, 118. 

It is equally an error to suppose that any member has a right, without a 
question put, to lay a book or paper on the table, or have it read, on sug- 
gesting that it contains matter infringing on the privileges of the House. lb. 

"FoT the same reason a member has not a right to read a paper in his 
place, if it be objected to, without leave of the House. But this rigor is 
never exercised but where there is an intentional or gross abuse of the time 
and patience of the House. 

A member has not a right even to read his own speech, committed to writ- 
ing, without leave. This also is to prevent an abuse of time, and therefore is 
not refused but where that is intended. S Orey^ 237. 
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A report of a committee of the Senate on a bill fi>om the Honse of Hepreeent 
ativoB being nnder consideration, on motion that the report of the committee 
of the House of Bepresentatives on the same bill be read in the Senate, it 
passed in the negative. ^e&. 28, 1793. 

Formerly, when papers wer^^.^eferred to a committee, they used to be first 
read ; but of late only the titles, unless a member insistd they shall be read, 
and then nobody can oppose it. 2 HoAs,^ 117. 

SECTION XXXIIl. 

PRrVILlBQED QUESTIONS. 

[* While a question is before the Senate, no motion shall be received, unless 
for an amendment, for the previous question, or for postponing the main ques- 
tion, or to conmiit it, or to adjourn. Rvle 8.] 

It is no possession of a bill unless it be delivered to the Clerk to be read, or 
the Speaker reads the title. Lex. Farl.^ 274 ; Elsynge Mem.^ 85 ; Ord. House of 
Commons^ 64. 

It is a general rule that the question first moved and seconded shall be first 
put. 8cob.^ 28, 22 ; 2 Eats.^ 81. But this rule gives way to what may be called 
privileged questions ; and the privileged questions are of diflFerent grades among 
themselves. ^ 

A motion to adjourn simply takes place of all others, for otherwise the House 
might be kept sitting against its will, and indefinitely. Yet this motion can- 
not be received after another question is actually put, and while the House is 
engaged in voting. 

Orders of the day take place of all other questions, except for ac^oum- 
ment— that is to say, the question which is the subject of an order is made a 
privileged one, pro hoc vice. The order is a repeal of the general rule as to 
this special case. When any Member moves, therefore, for the Order of the 
Day to be read, no Ihrther debate is permitted on the question which was be- 
fore the House ; for if the debate might proceed, it might continue through the 
day and defeat the order. This motion, to entitle it to precedence, must be for 
the orders generally, and not for any particular one ; and if it be carried on 
the question " Whether the House will noWt proceed to the orders of the 
day?" they must be read and proceeded on in the course in which they stand, 
(2 -ffa^s,, 83 ) for priority of order gives priority of right, which cannot be 
taken away but by another special order. 

After these there are other privileged questions, which will require consid- 
erable explanation. 

It is proper that every parliamentary assembly should have certain forms of 
of questions, so adapted as to enable them fitly to dispose of every propostion 
which can be made to them. Such are, 1. The previous question. 2. To post-

1. When a proposition is moYj^^.'^AsiQt^is.uselees or inexpedient now to 
express or discuss, the previous question hftpjpeiJijj^troduced for suppressing 
for that time the motion and its discussion. ^JBai^, 188, 189. 

% But as the previous question gets rid of it only for that day, and the same 
proposition may recur the next day, if they wish to suppress it for the whole 
of that session they posti>one it indefinitely. 3 Baia., 183. This quashes the 
proposition for that session, as an indefinite adjournment is a dissolution, or 
the continuance of a suit sine die is a discontinuance of it. 

3. When a motion Is made which it will be proper to act on, but information 
is wanted, or something more pressing claims the present time, the question 
or debate is adjourned to such day within the session as will answer the views 
of the House. 2 Hats., 81. And those who have spoken before may not speak 
again when the adjourned debate is resumed. 2 Hats., 73. Sometimes, how- 
ever, this has been abusedly used by adjourning it to a day beyond the 
session, to get rid of it altogether, as would be done by an Indefinite post- 
ponement. 

4. When the House has something else which claims its present attention, 
but would be willing to reserve in their power to take up a proposition when- 
ever it ishall suit them, they order it to lie on their table. It may then be 
called for at any time. - ' 

5. If the proposition will want more amendment and digestion than the 
formalities of the Hbuse will conveniently admit, they refer it to a committee. 

6. But if the proposition be well digested, and may need but few and simple 
amendments, and especially if these be of leading consequence, they then 
proceed to consider and amend it themselves. 

The Senate, in their practice, vary from this regular gradation of forms. 
Their practice comparatively with that of Parliament stands thus :

In their eighth rule, therefore, which declares that while a question is before 
the Senate no motion shall be received, unless it be for the previous question^ 
or to ];>ostpone, commit, or amend the main question, the term postponement 
must be understood according to their broad use of it, and not In the parlia- 
mentary sensoi Their rule then establishes as privileged questions, the previ- 
ous question, postponement, commitment and amendment. 

But it may be asked, Have these questions any privilege among themselves? 
or are they so equal that the common principle of the " first moved first put** 
takes place among them? This will need explanation. Their competitions 
may be as follows : . -"

In the first class, where the previous question is first moved, the eflbct is 
peculiar ; for it not only prevents the after motion to postpone or commit from 
being put to question before it, but also from being put after it ; for if the 
previous question be decided afOrmatively, to wit, that the main question shall 
now be put, it would of course be against the decision to postpone or commit ; 
and if it be decided negatively, to wit, that the main question shall not now 
be put, this puts the House out of possession of the main question, and con- 
sequently there is nothing before them to postpone or commit. So that nei- 
ther voting for nor against the previous question will enable the advocates for 
postponing or committing to get at their object. Whether it may be amended 
shall be examined hereafter. 

Second class. If postponement be decided aflirmatively, the proposition is 
removed from before the House, and consequently there is no ground for the 
previous question, commitment, or amendment ; but if decided negatively, 
(that it shall not be postponed,) the main question may then be suppressed by 
the previous question, or may be committed or amended. 

The thfrd class Is subject to the same observations as the second. 

The fourth class. Amendment of the main question first moved, and after- 
wards the previous question, the question of amendment shall be first put. 

Amendment and postponement competing, postponement is first put, as the 
equivalent proposition to adjourn the main question would be in Parliament, 
The reason is, that the question for amendment is not suppressed by postpon- 
ing or adjourning the main question, but remains before the House whenever 
the main question is resumed ; and it might be that the occasion for other 
urgent business might go by, and be lost by length of debate on the amend- 
ment, if the House had it not in their power to postpone the whole subjecl;. 

Amendment and commitment. The question for committing, though last 
moved, shall be first put ; because, in truth, it facilitates and befriends the 
motion to ambnd. Scobell is express : " On motion to amend a bill, any one 
may notwithstanding move to commit it, and the question for commitment 
shall be first put." Scob.^ 46. 

We have hitherto considered the case of two or more of the privileged ques- 
tions contending for privilege between themselves, when both are moved on 
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the .original or main question ; but now let oa sappose one of them to be 
moved, not on the original primary question, hnt on the secondary one, e. g. 

Suppose a motion to postpone, commit, or amend the main qnestion, and 
that it be moved to suppress that motion by putting a previous question on it. 
This is not allowed, because it would embarrass questions too much to allow 
them to be piled on one another several stories high ; and the same result may 
be had in a more simple way, by deciding against the postponement, commit- 
ment, or amendment. 2 ffats.^ 81, 2, 3, 4. 

Suppose a motion for the previous question, or commitment or amendment 
of the main question, and that it be then moved to postpone the motion for 
the previous question, or for commitment or amendment of the main question. 
1. It would be absurd to postpone the previous question, commitment or 
amendment alone, and thus separate the appendage from its principal ; yet it 
must be postponed separately from its original, if at all, because the eighth 
rule of Senate says that '' When a main question is before the house, no mo- 
tion shall be received but to commit, amend or pre-question the original 
question,^' which is the parliamentary doctrine also; therefore, the motion to 
postpone the secondary motion for the previous question, or for committing 
or amending, cannot be received, 2. This is a piling of questions one on an- 
other ; which, to avoid embarrassment, is not allowed. 8. The same result 
may be had more simply by voting against the previous question, commit- 
ment, or amendment. 

Suppose a commitment moved of a motion for the previous question, or to 
postpone or amend. The first, second and third reasons before stated, all 
hold good against this. 

Suppose an amendment moved to a motion for the previous question. An- 
swer : the previous question cannot be amended. Parliamentary usage, as 
well as the ninth rule of the Senate, has fixed its form to be, " Shall the main 
question be now put ? "— i. «., at this instant ; and as the present Instant is but 
one, it can admit of no modification. To change it to to-morrow, or any other 
moment, is without example and without utility. But suppose a motion to 
amend a motion for postponement, as to one day instead of another, or to a 
special Instead of an indefinite time. The useful character of amendment gives 
it a privilege of attaching itself to a secondary and privileged motion: that is, 
we may amend a postponement of a main question. So, we may amend a 
commitment of a main question, as by adding, for example, ^' with instruc- 
tions to inquire,'^ &c. In like manner, if an amendment be moved to an 
amendment, it is admitted ; but it would not be admitted in another degree, 
to wit : ,to amend an amendment to an amendment.of a main question. This 
would lead to too much embarrassment. The line must be drawn somewhere, 
and usage has drawn it after the an^endment to the amendment. The same 
result must be sought by deciding against the amendment to the amendment, 
and then moving it again as it was wished to be amended. In this form it 
becomes only an amendment to an amendment. 

[When motions are made for reference of the same subject to a select com- 
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mittee and to a stuidiiig committee, tbe qnefltion on reference to the etanding 
committee Bhall be first put. JSvle 85.] 

[In filling a blank with a snm, the largest snm shall be first pnt to the ques- 
tion, by the thirteenth rule of the Senate,*] contrary to the rule of Parlia- 
ment, which privileges the smallest sum and longest time. 5 Oret/^ 179; 2 
Bats., 8, 83 ; 8 Hats., 132, 133. And this is considered to be not in the form of 
an amendment to the question, but as altematlye or successive originals.^ 
In all cases of time or number, we must consider whether the larger compre- 
hends the lesser, as in a question to what day a postponement shall be, the 
number of a committee, amount ot a fine, term of an imprisonment, term of 
irredeemability of a loan, or the terminus in quern in any other case ; then 
the question must begin a maximo. Or whether the lesser includes the 
greater, as in questions on the limitation of the rate of interest, on what day 
the session shall be closed by ai^ournment, on what day the next shall com- 
mence, when an act shall commence, or the terminus a quo in any other case 
where the question must begin a minima ; the object being not to begin at 
that extreme which, and more, being within every man's wish, no one could 
negative it, and yet, if he ' should vote in the aflirmative, every question for 
more would be precluded ; but at that extreme which would unite few, and 
then to advance or recede till you get a number which will unite a bare ma- 
jority. 3 Grey^ 87fl, 384, 885. " The fair question in this case is not that to 
which, and more, all will agree, whether there shall be addition to the ques- 
tion." Grey^ 355. 

Another exception to the rule of priority is when a motion has been made to 
strike out or agree to a paragraph. Motions to amend it are to be put to the 
question before a vote is taken on striking out or agreeing to the whole para- 
graph. 

But there are several questions which, being incidental to every one, will 
take place of every one, privileged or not, to wit, a question of order arising 
out of any other question must be decided before that question. 2 Hats.^ 88. 

A matter of privilege arising out of any question, or from a quarrel between 
two members or any other cause, supersedes the consideration of the original 
question, and must be first disposed of. 2 Hats.^ 88. 

Reading papers relative to the question before the House. This question 
must be put before the principal one. 2 Hats.^ 88. 

Leave asked to withdraw a motion. The rule of Parliament being that a 
motion made and seconded is in the possession of the House, and cannot be 
withdrawn without leave, the very terms of the rule imply that leave may be 
given, and, consequently, may be asked and put to the question. • 

SECTION XXXIV. 

THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

When any question is before the House, any member may move a previous 
question, *^ Whether that question (called the main question) shall now be 

[* RvLB 18. In filling ap blanks, the largest sum and longest time ihall be first put.] 
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patV If it pass in the affinnl^tiYe, than the main question is to he put imme- 
diately, and .no man may speak anything further to it, either to add or alter. 
Memor. in Hakew., 28; 4 Qrey, 27. 

The previous question heing moved and seconded, the question from the 
Chair shall he, '^ Shall the main question he now put f' and if the nays prevail, 
the main question shall not then he put. 

This kind of qaestion is understood hy Mr. Hatsell to have heen introduced 
in 1604. 2 Hats , 80. Sir Henry Vane introduced it. 2 Grey, 118, 114 ; 3 Orey^ 
884. When the question was put in this form, ^' Shall the main question be 
put?" a determination in the nagative suppressed the main question during 
the session ; hut since the words "now put" are used, they exclude it for the 
present only: formerly, indeed, only till the present debate was over, (4 Orey^ 
43,) but now for that day and no longer. 2 Qrey^ 113, 114. 

Before the questioh "Whether the main question shall now be put?" any 
person might formerly have spoken to the main question, because otherwise 
he would be precluded from speaking to it at all. Mem, in Eakew,^ 28. 

The proper occasion for the previous question, is when a subject is brought 
forward of a delicate nature as to high personages, &c., or the discussion of 
which may call forth observations which might be of injurious consequences. 
Then the previous question is proposed ; and in the modern usage, the discus- 
sion of the main question is suspended, and the debate confined to the previ- 
ous question. The use of it has been extended abusively to other cases ; but 
In these it has been an embarrassing procedure : its uses would be as well 
answered by other more simple parliamentary forms, and therefore it should 
not be favored, but restricted within as narrow limits as possible. 

Whether a main question may be amended after the previous question on it 
has been moved and seconded? 2 Hats., 88, says, if the previous question has 
been moved and seconded, and also proposed from the Chair, (by which 
he means stated by the Speaker for debate,) it has been doubted whether an 
amendment can be admitted to the main question. He thinks it may, after 
the previous question moved and seconded ; but not after it has been pro- 
posed from the Chair. In this case he thinks the iriends to the amendment 
must vote that the main question be not now put; and then move their 
amended question, which being made new by the amendment, is no longer 
the same which has been just suppressed, and therefore may be proposed as a 
new one. But this proceeding certainly endangers the main question, by 
dividing its friends, some of whom may choose it unamended, rather than 
lose it altogether ; while others of them may vote, as Hatsell advises, that the 
main question be not now put with a view t© move it again in an amended 
form. The enemies of the main question, by this manoeuvre to the previous 
question, g^t the enemies to the amendment added to them on the first vote, 
and throw the friends of the main question under the embarrassment of rally- 
ing again as they can. To support his opinion, too, he makes the deciding 
circumstance, whether an amendment may or may not be made, to be, that 
the previous question has been proposed from the Chair. But, as the rule is 
that the House is in possession of a question as soon as it is moved and 
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seconded, it cannot be more than poesessed of it by its being also proposed 
from the Chair. It may be said, indeed, that the object of the previous ques- 
tion being to get rid of a question, which it is not expedient should be dis- 
cussed, this object may be defeated by moving to amend, and, in the 
discussion of that motion, involving the subject of the main question. But 
so may the object of the previous question be defeated, by moving the 
amended question, as Mr. Hatsell proposes, after the decision against putting 
the original question. He acknowledges, too, that the practice has been to 
admit previous amendments, and only cites a few late instances to the con- 
trary. On the whole, I should think it best to decide it ab inconvenientl, to 
wit : which is most inconvenient, to put it in the power of one side of the 
House to defeat a proposition by hastily moving the previous question, and 
thus forcing the main question to be put unamended ; or to put it in the 
power of the other side to force on, incidentally at lea#t a discussion which 
would be better avoided? Perhaps the last is the least inconvenience ; inas- 
much as the Speaker, by confinmg the discussion rigorously to the amendment 
only, may prevent their going into the main question, and inasmuch also as 
so great a proportion of the cases in which the previous question is called for 
are fair and proper subjects for public discussion, and ought not to be ob- 
structed by a formality introduced for questions of a peculiar character. 



SECTION XXXV. 



AMENDMENTS. 



On an amendment being moved, a Member who has spoken to the main 
question may speak again to the amendment. Scob.^ 23. 

If an amendment be proposed inconsistent with one already agreed to, it is 
a fit ground for its rejection by the House, but not within the competence of 
the Speaker to suppress as if it were against order; for were he permitted to 
draw questions of consistence within the vortex of order, he might usurp a 
negative on important modifications, and suppress, instead of subserving the 
legislative will. 

Amendments may be made so as totally to alter the nature of the proposi- 
tion ; and it is a way of getting rid of a proposition, by making it bear a sense 
diflerent from what it was intended by the movers, so that they vote against 
it themselves. 2 ffats.y 79, 4, 82, 84. A new bill may be ingrafted by way of 
amendment, on the words "Be it enacted," «&c. 1 Grey, 190, 192. 

If it be proposed to amend by leaving out certain words, it may be moved, 
as an amendment to this amendment, to leave out a part of the words of the 
amendment, which is equivalent to leaving them In the bill. 2 Sots., 80, 9. 
The parliamentary question is, always, whether the words shall stand part of 
the bill. 

When it is proposed to amend by inserting a paragraph, or part of one, the 
fHends of the paragraph may make it as perfect as they can by amendments 
before the question is put for inserting it. If it be received, it cannot be 
amended afterwards, in the same stage, because the House has, on a vote 
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agreed to it in that form. In like manner, if it ia proposed to amend by 
striking out a paragraph, the friends of the paragraph are first to make it as 
perfect as they can by amendments, before the question is pat for striking it 
oat. If on the qaestion it be retained, it cannot be amended afterwards, 
becanse a vote against striking out is equivalent to a vote agreeing to it in that 
form. 

When it is moved to amend by striking out certain words and inserting 
others, the manner of stating the question is first to read the whole passage to 
be amended as it stands at present, then the words proposed to be struck out, 
next those to be inserted, and lastly the whole passage as it will be when 
amended. And the question, if desired, is then to be divided, and put first on 
striking out. If carried, it is next on inserting the words proposed. If that 
be lost, it may be moved to Insert others. 9 Eats.^ 80, 7. 

A motion is made to amend by striking out certain words and inserting others 
in their place, which is negatived. Then it is moved to strike out the same 
words, and to insert others of a tenor entirely different from those first proposed. 
It is negatived. Then it is moved to strike out the same words and insert 
nothing, which is agreed to. All this is admissible, because to strike out and 
insert A is one proposition. To strike out and insert B is a different proposi- 
tion. And to strike out and insert nothing is still different. And the rejec- 
tion of one proposition does not preclude the ofl'ering a different one. Nor 
would it change the case were the first motion divided by putting the question 
first on striking out, and that negatived ; for, as putting the whole motion to 
the question at once would not have precluded, the putting the half of it can* 
not do it.* 

But if it had been carried aflBrmatively to strike out the words and to insert 
A, it could not afterwards be permitted to strike out A and insert B. The 
mover of B should have notified, while the insertion of A was under debate, 
that he would move to insert B; in which case those who preferred it would 
join in rejecting A. 

After A is inserted, however, it may be moved to strike out a portion of the 
original paragraph, comprehending A, provided the coherence to be struck out 
be so substantial as to make this effectively a different proposition ; for then it 
is resolved into the common cage of striking out a paragraph after amending 
it. Nor does anything forbid a new insertion, instead of A and its col^erence. 

In Senate, January ^, 1798, a motion to postpone until the second Tuesday 
in February some amendments proposed to the Constitution; the words 
" until the second Tuesday in February " were struck out by way of amend- 
ment. Then it was moved to add, " until the first day of June." Objected 
that it was not in order, as the question should be first put on the longest 
time ; therefore, after a shorter time decided against, a longer cannot be put 

•In the owe of a diTision of the qaestion, and a decision against striking oat, I advance doobtingly 
the opinion here expressed. I find no aathoritj either way, and I know it may be viewed onder a 
different aspect. It may be thoaght that, having dMided separatelv not to strike oat the passage, the 
same question for striking oat cannot be put ovenigain, though with a view to a different insertion. 
8tiU I think it more reasonable and oonvemient to consider the striking ont and insertion as forming 
one proposition ; but should re adUy yield to any evidence that the contrary is the praotioe in Parlia* 
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to question. It was answered that this rule takes place only in filling blai&s 
for time. Bnt when a specific time stands part of motion, that may be struck 
ont as well as any other part of a motion ; and when strack out, a notion may 
he received to insert any other. In fact, it !« not until they are struck out, 
and a blank for the time thereby produced, that the rule oan begin to operate, 
by receiving all the propositions for diflferent times, and putting the question 
successively on the longest. Otherwise it would be in the power of the mover, 
by inserting originally a short time, to preclude the t>08Bibftlity of a longer, 
for till the short time is struck out, you cannot insert a longer ; and if, after it 
it is struck out, you cannot do it, - then it cannot b6 done at all. Sup|K>8e the 
first motion had been made to amend by striking out ^^ the second Tuesday in 
February," and inserting instead thereof " the first of June," it would have 
been regular, then, to divide the question, by proposing the first question to 
strike out and then that to insert. Now this is precisely the efflect of the pres- 
ent proceeding ; only, instead of one motion and two questions, there are 
two motions and two questions to effect it— the niotion being divided as well 
as the question. 

When the matter contained in two bills might be better put into one, the 
manner is to reject the one, and incorporate its matter into another bill by 
way of amendment. So if the matter of one bill would be better distributed 
into two, any part may be struck out by way of amendment, and put into a 
new bill. If a section is to be transposed, a question must be put on striking 
it out where it stands, and another for inserting it in the place desired. 

A bill passed by the one house with blanks. These may be filled up by the 
other by way of, amendments, returned to the first as such, and passed. 3 
Hata.^ 83. 

The number prefixed to the section of a bill, being merely a marginal indi- 
cation, and no part of the text of the bill, the clerk regulates that— the House 
or committee is only to amend the text. 



SECTION XXXVI. 

DIVISION OP THE QUESTION. 

If a question contain more parts than one, it may be divided into two or 
more questions. Mem. in Eakew.^ 29. But not as the right of an individual 
member, but with the consent of the House. For who is to decide whether a 
question is complicated or not?— where it is complicated ?— into how many 
propositions it may be divided? The fact is, that the only mode of sepa- 
rating a complicated question is by moving amendments to it; and these must 
be decided by the House, on a question, unless the House orders it to be 
divided ; as, on the question, December 2, 1640, making void the election of 
the knights for Worcester, on a motion it was resolved to make two questions 
of it, to wit: one on each knight. 2 Hats.^ 85, 86. So, wherever there are 
several names in a question, they i^j be divided and put one by one. 9 
Grey^ 444. So, 1729, April 17, on an objection that a question was complicated, 
it was separated by amendment. 3 Hats.^ '?9. 
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The soundness of these observatioRS "will be eyident from the embarrass- 
monts produced by the 12th role of the Senate, which says, ** if the question 
in debate contain several points, any member may have the same divided." 

1798, May 80, the alien bill in qoasi-committee. To a section and proviso in 
the original had been added two new provisos by way of amendment. On a 
motion to strike ont the section as amended, the qnestion was desired to be 
divided. To do this it must be put first on striking oat either the former pro- 
viso, or some distinct member of the section. But when nothing remains bnt 
the last member of the section and the provisos, they cannot be divided so as 
to put the last member to qnestion by itself; for the provisos might then be 
left standing alone as exceptions to a mle when the mle is taken away ; or the 
new provisos might be left to a second question, after having been decided 
on once before at the same reading, which is contrary to role. But the ques- 
tion must be on striking out the last member of the section as amended. This 
sweeps away the exceptions with the rule, and relieves from inconsistence. A 
question to be divisible, must comprehend points so distinct and entire that 
one of them being taken away, the other may stand entire. But a proviso or 
exception, without an enactmg clause, does not contain an entire point or propo- 
sition. 

May 31. The same bill being before the Senate. There was a proviso, that 
the bill should not extend, 1, To any foreign^minister; nor, 2, To any person 
to whom the President should give a passpW; nor, 8, To any alien merchant 
conforming himself to such regulations as the President shall prescribe ; and 
a division of the question into its simplest elements was called for. It was 
divided into four parts, the 4th taking in the words, " conforming himself," 
&c. It was objected that the words '^ any alien merchant" could not be sep- 
arated from their modifying words, " conforming," «S5C., because these words, 
if left by themselves, contain no substantive idea— will make no sense. But 
admitting that the divisions of a paragraph into separate questions must be so 
made that each part may stand by itself, yet the House having, on the question, 
retained the two first divisions, the words *^any alien merchant" may be 
struck out, and their modifying words will then attach themselves to the pre- 
ceding description of persons, and become a modification of that description. 

When a question is divided, after the question on the 1st member, the 2d is 
open to debate and amendment ; because it is a known rule that a person may 
rise and speak at any time before the question has been completely decided, 
by patting the negative as well as affirmative side. But the question is not 
completely put when the vote has been taken on the first member only.

SECTION XXXVU. 

CO-BXISTINa QUESTIONS. 

It may be asked whether the House can be in possession of two motions or 

propositions at the same time, so that, one of them being decided, the other 
8 Manual. 
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goes to question without being moved anew? The answer must be special. 
When a question is interrupted by a vote of adjournment, it is thereby re- 
moved from before the House, and does not stand ipso facto before them at 
their next meeting, but must come forward in the usual way. So, when it is 
interrupted by the order of the day. Such other privileged questions also as 
dispose of the main question, (e. g. the previous question, postponement, or 
commitment,) remove it from before the House. But it is only suspended by 
a motion to amend, to withdraw, to read papers, or by a question of order or 
privilege, and stands again before the House when these are decided. None 
but the class of privileged questions can be brought forward while there is 
another question before the House, the rule being that when a motion has 
been made and seconded, no other can be received, except it be a privileged 
one. 

SECTION xxxvm. 

EQUIVALENT QUESTIONS. 

If, on a question for rejection, a bill be retained, it passes, of course, to its 
next reading. Eakew.^ 141 ; Scot., 42. And a question for a second reading 
determined negatively, is a rejection without further question. 4 Orey^ 149' 
And see Msynge's Memor.^ 42, in what cases questions are to be taken for 
rejection. 

Where questions are perfectly equivalent, so that the negative of the one 
amounts to the affirmative of the other, and leaves no other alternative, the 
decision of the one concludes necessarily the other. 4 Orey^ 167. Thus the 
negative of striking out amounts to the affirmative of agreeing ; and therefore 
to put a question on agreeing after that on striking out, would be to put the 
same question in effect twice over. Not so in questions of amendments be- 
tween the two houses. A motion to recede being negatived, does not amount 
to a positive vote to insist, because there is another alternative, to wit: to 
adhere. 

A bill originating in one house is passed by the other with an amendment. 
A motion in the originating house to agree to the amendment is negatived. 
. Does there result from this a vote of disagreement, or must the question on 
disagreement be expressly voted? The questions respecting amendments 
from another house are— 1st, to agree ; 2d, to disagree ; 8d, recede ; 4th, in- 
sist ; 5th, adhere. 

1st. To agree. ) Either of these concludes the other necessarily, for 
2d. To disagree. ) the positive of either is exactly the equivalent pf the 
negative of the other, and no other alternative remains. 
On either motion amendments to the amendment may be 
proposed ; e. gr., if it be moved to disagree, those who 
are for the amendment have a right to propose amend- 
ments, and to make it as perfect as they can, before the 
question of disagreeing is put.

SECTION XXXIX. 

THB QUESTION. 

The question is to be put first on the affirmative, and then on the negative 
side. 

After the Speaker has put the affirmative part of the question, any member 
who lias not spoken before to the question may rise and speak before the neg- 
ative be put ; because it is no full question till the negative part be put. 
Scot., 23 ; 2 Eats., 78. 

But in small matters, and which are, of course, such as receiving petitions, 
reports, withdrawing motions, reading papers, &c., the Speaker most com- 
monly supposes the consent of the House where no objection is expressed, 
and does not give them the trouble of putting the question formally. Scob., 
22 ; 2 Hats., 87, 2, 87 ; 5 Grey, 129 ; 9 Grey, 801. 

SECTION XL. 

BILLS, THIRD BEADINO. 

To prevent bills Itom being passed by surprise, the House, by a standing 
order, directs that they shall not be put on their passage before a fixed hour, 
naming one at which the House is commonly full. Hakew., 153. 

[The usage of the Senate is, not to put bills on their passage till noon.] 

A bill reported and passed to the third reading cannot on that day be read 
the third time and passed ; because this would be to pass on two readings in 
the same day. 

At the third reading the Clerk reads the brll and delivers it to the Speaker, 
who states the title, that it is the third time of reading the bill, and that the ques- 
tion will be whether it shall pass? Formerly the Speaker, or those who pre- 
pared a bill, prepared also abreviate or summary statement of its contents, 
which the Speaker read when he declared the state of the biU, at the several 
readings. Sometimes, however, he read the bill itself, especially on its pass- 
age. J7aA;«tf;., 136, 187, 158 ; CbA;^, 22, 115. Latterly, instead of this, he, at the 
third reading, states the whole contents of the bill, verbatim, only, instead of 
reading the formal parts ^* Be it enacted,'^ &c., he states that '•'• preamble 
recites so and so— the Ist section enacts that, &c.; the 2d section enacts," &c, 

[But in the Senate of the United States both of these formalities are dis- 
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pensed with ; thebreyiate preeentiiig but an Imperfect Tiew of the blU, and 
being capable of being made to present a fiUse one ; and the fbll statement 
being a useless waste of time, immediately after a ftill reading by the Clerk, 
and especiaUy as every member has a printed copy in his hand.] 

A bill on the third reading is not to be committed for the matter or body 
thereof; bat to receive some particular clause or proviso, it has been some- 
times suffered, but as a thing very unusual. Bdkew., 136. Thus, 27 M.^ 1584, 
a bill was committed on the third reading, having been formally committed on 
the second, but is declared not usual. D^Moes^ 837, co/., 3 ; 414, col. 3. 

When an essential provision has been omitted, rather than erase the bill 
and render it suspicious, they add a clause on a separate paper, engrossed and 
called a rider, which is read and put to the question three times. Maynge^a 
Memorials^ 69; 6 Orep., 886; 1 Blackst, 183. For examples of riders, see 3 
Eats,, 121, 122, 124, 126. Every one is at liberty to bring in a rider without 
asking leave. 10 Orey, 62. 

It is laid down as a general rule, that amendments proposed at the second 
reading shall be twice read, and those proposed at the third reading thrice 
read ; as also all amendments from the other House. Town. col. 19, 23, 24, 26, 
26, 27, 28. 

It is with great and almost invincible reluctance that amendments are ad- 
mitted at this reading, which occasion erasures or interlineations. Sometimes 
£^ proviso has been cut off from a bill ; sometimes erased, 9 Orey, 513. 

This is the proper stage for filling up blanks; for if filled up before, and 
now altered by erasure, it would be peculiarly unsafe. 

At this reading the bill is debated afresh, and for the most part is more 
spoken to at this time than on any of the former readings. Hakew., 153. 

The debate on the question whether it should be read a third time has dis- 
covered to its friends and opponents the arguments on which each eide 
relies, and which of these appear to have influence with the House; they 
have had time to meet them with new arguments, and to put their old ones 
into new shapes. The former vote has tried the strength of the first opinion, 
and fbmished grounds to estimate the issue ; and the question now offered 
for its passage is the last occasion which is ever to be offered for carrying or 
rejecting it. 

When the debate is ended, the Speaker, holding the bill in his hand, puts 
the question for its passage, by saying, *^ Gentlemen, all you who are of 
opinion that this bill shall pass, say aye ; " and after the answer of the ayes, 
"All those of the contrary opinion, say no." Hakew., 164. 

After the bill is passed, there can be no fhrther alteration of it in any point 
Hakew.^ 159. 

SECTION XLI. 

DIVISION or THB HOUSE. 

The affirmative and negative of the question having been both put and 
answered, the Speaker declares whether the yeas or nays have it by the sound, 
if he be himself satisfied, and it stands as the judgment of the House. But 
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if he be not himielf Baiisfled which yoice is the greater, or if before any 
other Member comee into the Honse, or before any new motion made, (for it 
is too late after that,) any Member shall rise and declare himself dlesatisfied 
with the Speaker's decision, then the Speaker is to diyide the Honse. Scob.^ 
34; 3 JETo^tf., 140. 

When the House of Commons is divided, the one party goes forth, and the 
other remains in the Honse. This has made it important which go forth and 
which remain ; because the latter gain all the indolent, the indifferent, and 
inattentive. Their general rule therefore, is, that those who give their vote 
for the preservation of the orders of the House, ehall stay in ; and those who 
are for inti'oducing any new matter or alteration, or proceeding contrary to 
the established course, are to go out. But this rule is subject to many excep- 
tions and modificationB. 3 Eat8.,lM; 1 Bush., p. ^fol, 92; 8cob.^ 43, 63; 
Co.^ 13, 116 ; D'Ewes^ 606, col. 1 ; Mem. in Eakew., 36, 29, as will appear by the 
following statement of who go forth :

The one party being gone forth, the Speaker names two tellers from the 
afl^rmative and two from the negative side, who first count those sitting in the 
House and report the number to the Speaker. Then they place themselves 
within the door, two on each side, and count those who went forth as they 
come in, and report the number to the Speaker. Mem. in Eakew.^ 26. 

A mistake in the report of the tellers may be rectified after the report made. 
2 Hats.^ 145, note. 

[But in both Houses of Congress all these Intricacies are avoided. The ayei^ 
first rise, and are counted standing in their places by the President or Speaker. 
Then they sit, and the noes rise and are counted in like manner.] 

[In Senate, if they be equally divided, the Vice President announces his 
opinion, which decides.] 

[The Constitution, however, has directed that " the yeas and nays of the 
members of either House on any question shall, at the desire of one-fifth of 
those present, be entered on the journal." And again : that in all cases of 
reconsidering a bill disapproved by the President, and returned with his objec- 
tions, " the votes of both Houses shall be determined by yeas and nays, and 
the names of the persons voting for and against the bill shall be entered on 
the journals of each House respectively."] 

[By the 16th and 17th rules ot the Senate, when the yeas and nays shall be 
called for by one-fifth of the members present, each member called upon shall, 
unless for special reasons he be excused by the Senate, declare openly, and 
without debate, his assent or dissent to the question. In taking the yeas and 
nays, and upon the call of the House, the names of the members shall be 
taken alphabetically. 

[When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any question in pursuance of 
the above rule, no member shall be permitted, under any circumstances what- 
ever, to vote after the decision is announced from the Chair.] 

[When It is proposed to take the vote by yeas and nays, the President or 
Speaker states that '•'• the question is whether, e. g.^ the bill shall pass— that it 
is proposed that the yeas and nays shall be entered on the journal. Those, 
therefore, who desire it, will rise." If he finds and declares that one-fifth have 
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risen, he then states that *'• those who are of opinion that the bill shall pass, 
are to answer in the affirmative ; those of the contrary opinion in the nega- 
tive." The Clerk then calls over the names alphabetically, notes the yea or 
nay of each, and gives the list to the President or Speaker, who declares the 
result. In the Senate, if there be an equal division, the Secretary calls on the 
Vice President and notes his affirmative or negative, which becomes the de- 
cision of the Houso.] ' 

In the House of Commons, every member must give his vote the one way or 
the other, iScob.^ 24,) as it is not permitted to any one to withdraw who is in 
the House when the question is put, nor is any one to be told in the division 
who was not in when the question was put. 2 Bats., 140. 
fe This last position is always true when the vote is by yeas and nay^s ; where 
the negative as well as affirmative of the question is stated by the President at 
the same time, and the vote of both sides begins and proceeds pari passu. It 
is true also when the question is put in the usual way, if the negative has also 
been put ; but if it has not, the member entering, or any other member, may 
speak, and even propose amendments, by which the debate may be opened 
again, and the question be greatly deferred. And as some who have answered 
aye may have been changed by the new arguments, the affirmative must be put 
over again. If, then, the member entering may, by speaking a few words, 
occasion a repetition of a question, it would be useless to deny it on his simple 
call for it. 

While the House is telling, no member may speak or move out of his place, 
for if any mistake be suspected it must be told again. Mem. in Hakew^ 2(5 ; 2 
Hats.^ 143. 

If any difficulty arises in point of order during the division, the Speaker is 
to decide peremptorily, subject to the future censure of the House if irregular. 
He sometimes permits old experienced members to assist him with their ad- 
vice, which they do sitting in their seats, covered, to avoid the appearance of 
debate ; but this can only be with the Speaker's leave, else the division might 
last several hours. 2 Hats.^ 143. 

The voice of the majority decides ; for the lex mcijoris partis Is the law of all 
councils, elections, &c., where not otherwise expressly provided, Hakew.y 93. 
But If the House be equally divided, '^ semper presumatur pro negante ;" that 
Is, the former law Is not to be changed but by a majority. Towns.^ col. 134. 

[But In the Senate of the United States, the Vice President decides when the 
House 18 divided. Con^t. U. 8., I, 3.] 

When from counting the House on a division, it appears that there Is not a 
quorum, the matter continues exactly in the state In which it was before the 
division, and must be resumed at that point on any future day. 2 Bats.^ 126. 

1606, May 1, on a question whether a member having said yea may after- 
wards sit and change his opinion, a precedent was remembered by the Speaker, 
of Mr. Morris, attorney of the wards. In 39 Miz.^ who In like case changed his 
opinion. Mem, Hakew.^ 27. 
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SECTION xm. 

TITLES. 

After tbe bill'^has passed, and not before, the title may be amended, a nd is 
to be fixed by a question ; and t!he bill is then sent to the other house. 

SECTION xmi. 

BECONBIDBBATION. 

[When a question has been once made and carried in the affirmative or neg- 
ative, it shall be in order for any Member of the majority to move for the re- 
consideration thereol ; but no motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall 
be in order after a bill, resolution, message, report, amendment, or motion 
upon which the vote was taken shall have gone out of the possession of the 
Senate announcing their decision ; nor shall any motion for reconsideration 
be in order unless made on the same day on which the vote was taken, or 
within the two next days of actual session of the Senate thereafter.* 
StOe 20.] 

[1796, Jan. A bill on its second reading being amended and on the question 
whether it shall be read a third time negatived, was restored by a de- 
cision to reconsider that question. Here the votes of negative and reconsid- 
eration, like positive and negative quantities in equation, destroy one 
another, and are as if they were expunged firom the journals. Consequently 
the bill is open for amendment, just so ten as it was the moment preceding 
the question for the third reading ; that is to say, all parts of the bill are open 
for amendment except those on which votes have been already taken In its 
present stage. So, also, It may be recommitted.] 

[tThe rule permitting a reconsideration of a question affixing to it no limit- 
ation of time or circumstance, it may be asked whether there is no limitation? 
If, after the vote, the paper on which it is passed has been parted with, there 
can be no reconsideration ; as if a vote has been for the passage of a bill, and 
the bill has been sent to the other house. But where the paper remains, as on 
a bill rejected, when, or under what circumstances, does it cease to be sus-, 
ceptible of reconsideration ? This remains to be settled ; unless, a sense that 
the right of reconsideration is a right to waste the time of the House in re- 
peated agitations of the same question, so that it shall never know when a 
question is done with, should induce them to reform this anomolous pro- 
ceeding.] 

In Parliament, a question once carried cannot be questioned again at the 
same session, but must stand as the judgment of the House. Tbwns.^ col. 67 ; 
Mem, in Eakew., S3. And a bill once rejected, another of the same substance 
cannot be brought in again the same session. Hakew., 158 ; 6 Orey^ 398, But 
this does not extend to prevent putting the same question in different stages 
of a bill ; because every stage of a bill submits the whole and every part of it 

• ThU part of the ral« hu b«en added since the Manoal was compiled, 
t The nde now fixes a limitation. 
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to the opimon of the House, as open for amendment, either by insertion or 
omission, though the same amendment has been accepted pr rejected in a 
former stage. So in reports of committees, e. g. report of an addiees, the same 
question is before the House, and open for free discussion. 7(nim8.,col.^; 
2 Eats.^ 98, 100, 101. So orders of the House, or instructions to committees, 
may be discharged. So a bill, begun in one house, and sent to the other, and 
there rejected, may be renewed again in that other, passed and sent back. i&., 
93; 8 JSiats , 181. Or if, instead of being rejected, they read it once and lay it 
aside, or amend it, and put it off a month, they may order in another to the 
same effect, with the same or a different title, ffakew.^ 97, 96. 

Divers expedients are used to correct the effects of this rule ; as by passing 
an explanatory act, if anything has been omitted or ill expressed, ZBata.^ 378, 
or an act to enforce, and make more effectual an act, &c., or to rectlly mis- 
takes in act, &c., or a committee on one bill may be instructed to receiye a 
clause to rectify the mistakes of another. Thus, June 34, 1686, a clause was 
inserted in a bill for rectifying a mistake committed by a derk in engrossing 
a bill of supply. 3 Bats.^ 194, Q. Or the session may be closed for one, two, 
three, or more days, and a new one commenced. But then all matters de- 
pending must be finished, or they fall, and are to begin de novo. 3 ffats.^ 04, 
98. Or a part of the subject may be taken up by another bill, or taken up in 
a dlflbrent way. 6 Cfrey, 804, 816. 

And in cases of the last magnitude, this rule has not been so strictly and 
verbally observed as to stop indi8i>ensable proceedings altogether. 3 Eats, 
93, 98. Thus when the address on the preliminaries of peace in 1783 had been 
lost by a m^ority of one, on account of the importance of the question, and 
smallness of the nuOo^^ty, the same question in substance, though with some 
words not in the first, and which might change the opinion of some members, 
was brought on again and carried, as the motives for it were thought to out- 
weigh the objection of form. 3 Bats., 99, 100. 

A second bill may be passed to continue an act of the same session, or to en- 
large the time limited for its execution. 3 JEKito., 96, 98. This Is not in con- 
tradiction to the first act. 

SECTION XLIV. 

BILU SENT TO THE OTHEB HOUSE. 

[iiU bills passed in the Senate shall, before they are sent to the House of 
Representatives, be examined by a committee, consisting of three members, 
whose duty shall be to examine all bills, amendments, resolutions, or motions, 
before they go out of the possession of the Senate, and to make report that 
they are correctly engrossed; which report shall be entered on the Journal. 

A bill firom the other house is sometimes ordered to lie on the table. S 
Bats., 97. 

When bills, passed in one house and sent to the other, are grounded oa 
special fisLCts requiring proof, it is usual, either by message or at a conference^ 
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to ask the grounds and evidence ; and this evidence, whether arising oat of 
papers, or from the examination of witnesses, is Immediately commnnicated. 
3 HaJtB.^ 48. 



SECTION XLV. 



AMENDMENTS BETWEEN THE HOUSES. 



When either honse, e, g. the House of Commons, send a bill to the other, 
the other may pass it with amendments. The regular progression in this case 
is, that the commons disagree to the amendment ; the lords insist on it ; the 
commons insist on their disagreement ; the lords adhere to their amendment ; 
the commons ailhere to their disagreement. The term of insisting may be 
repeated as often as they choose to keep the question open. But the first 
adherence by either renders it necessary for the other to recede or adhere 
also ; when the matter is usually suffered to fall. 10 Orey^ 148. Latterly, how- 
ever, there are instances of their having gone to a second adherence. There 
must be an absolute conclusion of the subject somewhere, or otherwise trans- 
actions between the houses would become endless. ZHat%.^ 268, 270. The 
term of insisting, we are told by Sir John Trevor, was then (1679) newly intro- 
duced into parliamentary usage by the lords. 7 Qrey^ 94. It was certainly a 
happy innovation, as it multiplies the opportunities of trying modifications 
which may bring the houses to concurrence. Bither house, however, is free to 
pass over the term of insisting, and to adhere in the first instance ; 10 Qrey^ 
146; but it is not respectful to the other. In the ordinary parliamentary 
coarse, there are two free conferences, at least, before an adherence. 10 
Qrey, 147. 

Either house may recede from its amendment and agree to the bill; or 
recede from their disagreement to the amendment, and agree to the same 
absolutely, oriWith an amendment ; for here the disagreement and receding de. 
stroy one another, and the subject stands as before the disagreement. EUynge^ 
28, 27 ; 9 Orey, 476. 

But the House cannot recede from, or insist on Its own amendment, with an 
amendment ; for the same reason that it cannot send to the other house an 
amendment to its own act after it has passed the act. They may modify an 
amendment from the other house by ingrafting an amendment on it, because 
they have never assented to it ; but they cannot amend their own amendment 
because they liave, on the question, passed it in that form. 9 Orey^ 363 ; 10 Qrey ■, 
240. In the Senate, March 29, 1798. Nor where one house has adhered to 
their amendment, and the other agrees with an amendment, can the first 
house depart from the form which they have fixed by an adherence. 

In the case of a money bill, the lords^ proposed amendments become, by 
delay, confessedly necessary. The commons, however, refused them, as in 
fringing on their privilege as to money bills ; but they offered themselves to 
add to the bill a proviso to the same effect, which had no coherence with the 
lords* amendments ; and urged that it was an expedient warranted by prece- 
dent, and not unparliamentary in a case become impracticable, and irremedi- 
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able in any other way. 8 Hata.y 256, 266, 270, 271. Bat the lorde refiiBed, and 
the bill was lost. 1 Chand.y 288. A like case, 1 Chand.^ 811. Bo the commons 
resolved that it is unparliamentary to strike ont, at a conference, anything in 
a bill which hath been agreed and passed by both houses. 6 Orey^ 274 ; 1 
Cfumd.^ 812. 

A motion to amend an amendment from the other honse takes precedence 
of a motion to agree or disagree. 
A Bill originating in one honse is passed by the other with an amendment 
The originating house agrees to their amendment with an amendment The 
other may agree to their amendment with an amendment, that being only in 
the 2d and not the 3d degree ; for, as to the amending house, the first amend- 
ment with which they passed the biU is a part of its text ; it is the only text 
they have agreed to. The amendment to that text by the originating house, 
therefore, is only in the 1st degree, and the amendment to that again by the 
amending honse is only in the 2d, to wit, an amendment to an amendment, 
and so admissible. Just so, when, on a bill f^om the originating house, the 
other, at its second reading makes an amendment ; on the third reading this 
amendment is become the text of the bill, and if an amendment to it be moved, 
an amendment to that amendment may also be moved, as being only in the 2d 
degree. 

SECTION XLVI. 

OONTEBENOES. 

It is on the occasion of amendments between the houses that conferences 
are usually asked ; but they may be asked in all cases of difference of opinion 
between the two houses on matters depending between them. The request of 
a conference, however, must always be by the house which is possessed of 
the papers. 8 Hata., 81 ; 1 Orey^ 425. 

Conferences may be either simple or free. At a conference simply, written 
reasons are prepared by the house asking it, and they are read and delivered, 
without debate, to the managers of the other house at the conference ; but are 
not then to be answered ; 4 Qrey^ 144. The other house then, if satisfied, vote 
the reasons satisfactory, or say nothing; if not satisfied, they resolve them not 
satisfiactory, and ask a conference on the subject of the last conference, where 
they read and deliver, in^Iike manner, written answers to those reasons. 8 
Qrey^ 188. They are meant chiefiy to record the Justification of each house to 
the nation at large, and to posterity, and in proof that the miscarriage of a 
necessary measure is not imputable to them. 8 Orey^ 256. At free conferences 
the managers discuss, viva voce and fteely, and interchauge propositions for 
such modifications as may be made in a parliamentary way, and may bring the 
sense of the two houses together. And each party reports in writing to their 
respective houses the substance of what is said on both sides, and it is entered 
In their journals. 9 Qrey^ 220 ; 8 Hata.^ 280. This report cannot be amended 
or altered, as that of a committee may be. Journal Senate^ May 24, 1796. 

A conference may be asked, before the house asking it has come to a resolu- 
tion of disagreement, insisting or adhering. 8 Hats.^ 269, 841. In which case 
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the papers are not left with the other conferees, bat are brought back to be 
the foundation of the vote to be given. And this is the most reasonablo and 
respectful proceeding ; for, as was urged by the lords on a particular occasion 
*Ut is held vain, and below the wisdom of Parliament, to reason or argue 
against fixed resolutions, and upon terms of impossibility to persuade/* 8 
Halta.^ 3S6. 80 the commons say, *^ an adherence is never delivered at a firee 
conference, which implies debate/* 10 Orey^ 187. And on another occasion 
the lords made it an objection that the commons had asked a ftoe conference 
after they had made resolutions of adhering. It was then affirmed, however, 
on the part of the commons, that nothing was more parliamentry than to pro- 
ceed with firee conference^ after adhering, (3 Hata,^ 269,) and we do in faci see 
Inferences of conferences, or of f^ee conference, asked after the resolution of 
disagreeing, 8 Hats., 251, 258, 260, 286, 291, 816, 849; of insisting, i&., 280, 296, 
299, 819, 822, 855 ; of adhering, 269, 270, 288, 800 ; and even of a second or final 
adherence. 8 Hats., 270. And in all cases of conference asked after a vote of 
disagreement, &c., the conferees of the house asking it are to leave the i>aper8 
with the conferees of the other ; and in one case where they refused to receive 
them, they were left on the table in the conference chamber, lb., 271, 817, 
828,854; 10 (?r«y, 146. 

After a firee conference, the usage is to proceed with fjre9 conferences, and 
not to return again to a conference. 8 Eats., 270.; 9 Orey, 229. 

After a cenference denied, a f^ee conference may be asked. 1 Qrey, 45. 

When a conference is asked, the subject of it must be expressed, or the 
conference not agreed to- Ord. H. Com., 89 ; 1 Orey, 425 ; 7 Qrey, 81. They 
are sometimes asked to inquire concerning an offence or default of a member 
of the other house. 6 Qrey, 181 ; 1 Ofiand,, 804. Or the failure of the other 
house to present to the King a bill passed by both houses. 8 Orey, 802. Or on 
information received, and relating to the safety of rhe nation. 10 Orey, 171. Or 
when the methods of Parliament are thought by the one house to have been 
departed from by the other, a conference is asked to come to a right under- 
standing thereon. 10 Orey, 148. So when an unparliamentary message has been 
sent, instead of answering it, they ask a conference. 8 Orey, 155. Formerly 
an address or articles of impeachment, or a bill with amendments, or a vote of 
the House, or concurrence in a vote, or a message from the King, were some- 
times communicated b y way of conference. 6 QreT^, 128, 800, 887 ; 7 Orey, 80 : 
8 Qrey, 210, 265 ; 1 TortmcK'e Deb., 278 ; 10 Orey, 298 ; 1 Chandler, 49, 287. But 
this is not the modem practice. 8 Orey, 265. 

A conference has been asked after the first reading of a bill. 1 Orey, 194. 
l^is is a singular instance. 

SECTION XLVn. 

MESSAGES. 

Messages between the houses are to be sent only while both houses are 
sitting. 8 Eats., 15. They are received during debate without a^ouming the 
debaU). 8Jfix^«.,22. 
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[In Senate the messengera are introdnced in any state of bneiness, except, 
1. While a question is putting. 3. While the yeas and nays are calling. 8. 
While the ballots are counting. StUe 46. The first case is short ; the second 
and third are cases where any interruption might occasion errors difficult to be 
corrected. So arranged June 16, 1796.] 

In the House of Bepresentatives, as in Parliament, if the House be In com- 
mittee when a messenger attends, the Speaker takes the chair to receive the 
message, and then quits it to return into committee, without any question or 
interruption. 4 Orey, 326. 

Messengers are not saluted by the members, but by the Speaker of the 
House. 3 Cfrey, 358, 374. \ 

If messengers commit an error in delivering their message, they may be 
admitted or called in to correct their message. 4 Orey, 41. Accordingly, 
March 13, 1800, the Senate having made two amendments to a bill from the 
House of Bepresentattves, their Secretai^, by mistake, delivered one only* 
which being inadmissible by itseli; that house disagreed, and notified the 
Senate of their disagreement This produced a discovery of the mistake. The 
Secretary was sent to the other house to correct his mistake, the correction 
was received, and the two amendments acted on de novo. 

As soon as the messenger, who has brought bills from the other house, has 
retfred, the Speaker holds the bills in his hand, and acquaints the House '' that 
the other house have by their messenger sent certain bills,^^ and then reads 
their titles, and delivers them to the Clerk, to be safely kept till they shall be 
called for to be read. Biakew.^ 178. 

It is not the usage for one house to inform the other by what numbers a bill 
has passed. 10 Orey, 160. Yet they have sometimes recommended a bill, as 
of great importance, to the consideration of the bouse to which it is sent. 3 
Rats., 35. Nor when they have rejected a bill from the other house, do they 
give notice of It; but it passes sub silentio, to prevent unbecoming alterca- 
tions. 1 Blackst,^ 188. 

[But in Congress the rejection is notified by message to the house in which 
the bill originated.] 

A question is never asked by the one house of the other byway of message, 
but only at a conference ; for this is an interrogatory, not a message. 8 Orey^ 
161, 181. 

When a bill is sent by one house to the other, and is neglected, they may 
send a message to remind them of it. 8 Bats.^ 35 ; 6 Cfrey^ 164. But if it be 
mere inattention, it Is better to have it done informally, by communication 
between the speakers or members of the two houses. 

Where the subject of a message is of a nature that it can properly be com- 
municated to both houses of Parliament, it is expected that this communica- 
tion should be made to both on the same day. But where a message was 
accompanied with an original declaration, signed by the party to which the 
message referred, its being sent to one house was not noticed by the other, 
because the declaration, being original, could not possibly be sent to both 
houses at the same time. 3 ScUs.^ 360, 361, 368. 
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The King having sent original letters to the commons, afterwards desires 
they may be returned, that he may communicate them to the lords. 1 
Chandler^ 808. 

SECTION XLVm. 

ASSENT. 

The house which has received a bill and passed it, may present it for the 
King's assent, and ought to do it, though they have not by message notified to 
the other their passage of it. Yet the notifying by message is a form which 
ought. to be observed between the two houses, from motives of respect and 
'good understanding. 2 Hats.^ 142. Were the bill to be withheld from being 
presented to the King, it would be an infringement of the rules of Parlia- 
ment, lb. 

[When a bill has passed both houses of Congress, the house last acting on 
it notifies its passage to the other, and delivers the bill to the Joint Commit- 
tee of Enrolment, who see that it is truly enrolled in parchment.] When the 
bill is enrolled, it is not to be written in paragraphs, but solidly, and all of a 
piece, that the blanks between the paragraphs may not give room for forgery. 
9 Grey^ 143. [It is then put into the hands of the Clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives to have it signed by the Speaker. The Clerk then brings it by 
way of message to the Senate to be signed by their President. The Secretary 
of the Senate returns it to the Committee of Enrolment, who present it to 
the President of the United States. If he approve, he signs, and deposits it 
among the rolls in the office of the Secretary of State, and notifies by message 
the house in which it originated that he has approved and signed it ; of which 
that house informs the other by message. If the President disapproves, he is 
to return it, with his objections, to that house in which it shall have origi- 
nated ; who are to enter the objections at large on their journal, and proceed 
to reconsider it. If, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of that house shall 
agree to pass the bill, it shall be nent, together with the President's objections, 
to the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered ; and if ap- 
proved by two-thirds of that house, it shall become a law. If any 1bill shall 
not be returned by the President within ten days (Sandays excepted) after it 
shall have been presented to tdm, the same shall be a law, in like manner as 
if he had signed it, unless the Congress, by their adjournment, prevent its re- 
turn ; in which case it shall not be a law. Const. TJ. 8.^ I, 7.J 

[Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence of the Senate 
and House of Representatives may be necessary, (except on a question of ad- 
journment,) shall be presented to the President of the United States, and be- 
fore the same shall take eflfect, shall be approved by him; or, being disap- 
proved by him, shall be repassed by two-thirds of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, according to the rules and limitations prescribed in the case 
of a bill. Comt. U.S., I,!.} 
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SECTION XUX. 

' JOTJBNALS. 

[Each house ehall keep a jonmal of its proceedings, and from time to time 
publish the same, excepting each parts as may, in their judgment, require 
eecresy. Oonst.^ I, 5.] 

[The proceedings of the Senate, when^ not acting as in a Committee of the 
Whole, shall be entered on the journals as concisely as possible, care being 
taken to detail a true account of the proceedings. Every vote of the Senate 
shall be entered on the journals, and a brief statement of the contents of each 
petition, memorial, or paper presented to the Senate, be also inserted on the 
journal. Mule 32.] 

[The titles of bills, and such parts thereof only, as shall be affected by pro- 
posed amendments, shall be inserted on the journals. Bule 81.] 

If a question is interrupted by a vote to adjourn, or to proceed to the orders 
of the day, the original question is never printed in the journal, it never hav- 
ing been a vote, nor introductory to any vote ; but when suppressed by the 
previous question, the first question must be stated, in order to introduce and 
make intelligible the second. 2 Eais., 83. 

So also when a question is postponed, adjourned, or laid on the table, the y 
original question, though not yet a vote, must be expressed in the journals ; ^ 
because it makes part of the vote of postponement, adjourning, or laying it 
on the tablft. 

Where amendments are made to a question, those amendments are not 
printed in the journals, separated from the question ; but only the question as 
finally agreed to by the House. The rule of entering in the journals only 
what the House has agreed to, is founded in great prudence and good sensej; 
as there may he many questions proposed, which it may be improper to pub- 
lish to the world in the form in which they are made.xS Biats.^ 85. 

[In both houses of Congress, all questions whereon the yeas and nays are 
desired by one-fifth of the members present, whether decided affirmatively or 
negatively, must be entered in the journals. Const.^ 1, 5.] 

The first order for printing the votes of the House of Commons was October 
30, 1685. 1 Chandler, 387. 

Some judges have been of opinion that the journals of the House of Com- 
mons are no records, but only remembrances. But this is not law. Ebb.^ 
110, 111; Lex. Pari., 114, 115 ; Jour. H. C, Mar. 17, 1592; Hale, JParl., 105. For 
the lords in their house have power of judicature, the commons in their house 
have power of judicature ; and both houses together have power of judica- 
ture ; and the book of the Clerk of the House of Commons is a record, as is 
affirmed by act of Pari., 6 H. 8, c. 16 ; 4 Inst., 23, 24 ; and every member of the 
House oi Commons hath a judicial place. 4 Inst., 15. As records they are 
open to every person, and a printed vote of either house is sufficient ground 
for the other to notice it. Either may appoint a committee to Inspect the 
journals of the other, and report what has been done by the other in any par- 
ticular case. 2 Eats., 361 ; 3 Hats., 27—^. Every member has a right to see 
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the jonnialB, and to take and publish votes from them. Being a record, every 
one may see and publish them. 6 Grey^ 118, 119. 

On information of a mis-entry or omission of an entry in the Journal, a com- 
mittee may be appointed to examine and rectify it, and report it to the House. 
»i9^.,194,6. 

SECTION L. 
ADjonBNXBirr. 

The two houses of Parliament have the sole, separate, and independent power 
of adjourning each their respective houses. The King has no authority to 
adjourn them; he can only signify his desire, and it is in the wisdom and 
prudence of either house to comply with his requisition, or not, as they see 
fitting. 9 Bata.y 882 ; 1 Black$tone, 186 ; 5 Chrey, 1S2. 

[By the Constitution of the United States a smaller number than a minority 
may aAJoum from day to day. 1, 6. But ^^ neither house, during the session of 
Congress, shall, without the consent of the other, a(!i]oum for more than three 
days, nor to any other place than that in which the two houses shall be 
sitting/' I, 6. And in case of disagreement between them, with respect to 
the time of a^oumment, the President may adjourn them to such^tlme as he 
* shall think proper. Const, n, 8.] 

A motion to adjourn, simply, cannot be amended, as by adding *^to a par- 
ticular day ;" but must be put simply " that this House do now adjourn ?" and 
if carried in the affirmative, it is adjourned to the next sitting day, unless it 
has come to a previous resolution, " that at its rising it will adjourn to a par- 
ticular day,'' and then the House is adjourned to that day. 2 Hats.^ 82. 

Where it is convenient that the business of the House be suspended for a 
short time, as for a conference presently to be held, &c., it adjourns during 
pleasure.- 2 Bais.^ 806 ; or for a quarter of an hour. 6 Qrey^ 881.' 

If a question be put for adjournment, it is no adjournment till the Speaker 
pronounces it. 6 Orey^ 19t. And from courtesy and respect, no member 
leaves his place till the Speaker has passed on. 

SECTION IX 

A 8B88ION. 

Parliament have three modes of separation, to wit : By adjournment, by 
prorogation or dissolution by the King, or by the efflux of the term for which 
they were elected. Prorogation or dissolution constitutes there what is called 
a session, provided some act has passed. In this case all matters depending 
before them are discontinued, and at their next meeting are to be taken up 
de novo, if taken up at all. 1 Blaektt, 186. A4)oumment, which is by them- 
selves, is no more than a continuance of the session from one day to another, 
or ibr a fortnight, a month, *c., ad libitum. All matters depending remain in 
statu quo, and when they meet again, be the term ever so distant, are resumed, 
without any fresh commencement, at the point at which they were left. 1 Lev, , 
166; Lex, JRarl, c. 2; 1 So, Hep,, 28; 4 Inet., 7, 27, 28 ; HuU,, 61 ; 1 Mod. 262; 
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Bvffh, Jac. Z. Diet, Parliament; 1 Blackat.^ 186.' Their whole session is con- 
sidered in law bnt as one day, and has relation to the first day thereof. Bro. 
Abr. Parliaments 86. 

Committees may be appointed to sit during a recess by adjournment, bnt 
not by prorogation. 5 Orey^ 374 ; 9 Grey, 350 ; 1 Chandler, 50. Neither house 
can continue any portion of itself in any parliamentary function beyond the 
end of the session without the consent of the other two branches. When 
done, it is by a bill constituting them commissioners for the particular pur- 
pose. 

[Congress separate in two ways only, to wit : by adjournment, or dissolution 
by the efflux of their time. What, then, constitutes a session with them ? A dis- 
solution closes one session, and the meeting of the new Congress begins 
another. The Constitution authorizes the President, " on extraordinary oc- 
casions to convene both houses, or either of them." I, 8. If convened by the 
President's proclamation, this must begin a new session, and of course de- 
termine the preceding one to have been a session. So if it meets under the 
clause of the Constitution, which says, ^* the Congress shall assemble at least 
once in every year, and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, imless they shall by law appoint a diflferent day." I, 4. This must begin 
a new session ; for even if the last adjournment was to this day, the act of 
adjournment is merged in the higher authority of the Constitution, and the 
meeting will be under that, and not under their adjournment. So far we have 
fixed landmarks for determining sessions. In other cases it is declared by the 
joint vote authorizing the President of the Senate and Speaker to close the 
session on a fixed day, which is usually in the following form : " Resolved by 
the Senate and House of Representatives, that the President of the Senate and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives be authorized to close the present 
session by adjourning their respective houses on the day of ."] 

When it was said above that all matters depending before Parliament were 
discontinued by the determination of the session, it was not meant for judi- 
ciary cases, depending before the House of Lords, such as impeachments, ap- 
peals , and writs of error. These stand continued, of course, to the next 
session. Baym., 120, 381 ; Buffli. Jack. L. 2?., Parliament, 

[Impeachments stand, in like manner, continued before the Senate of the 
United States.] 

SECTION LH. 



The President of the United States has power, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators 
present concur. Const. U. 5., IE, a.] 

[Besolved, [that all confidential communications made by the President of 
the United States to the Senate, shall be by the members thereof kept secret ; 
and that all treaties which may hereafter be laid before the Senate, shall also 
be kept secret, until the Senate shall, by their resolution, take off the injunc- 
tion of secrecy. BtdeSS.] 
9 Hakual. 
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Treaties are legielatiye acts. A treaty is the law of the land. It differs 
from other laws only as it must have the consent of a foreign nation, being 
but a contract with respect to that nation. In all countries, I believe, except 
England, treaties are made by the legislative power ; and there also, if they 
tonch the laws of the land, they must be approved by Parliament. Ware v, 
Hayton, 8 DaOas'' Bep.^ 223. It is acknowledged, for instance, tiiat the ELing 
of Great Britain cannot by a treaty make a citizen of an alien. Vattel^ &., 1, 
e. 19, see. 214. An act of Parliament was necessary to validate the American 
treaty of 1788. And abundant examples of such acts can be cited. In the 
case of the treaty of Utrecht, in 1712, the commercial articles required the 
concurrence of Parliament ; but a bill brought in for that purpose was rejected. 
France, the other contracting party, suffered these articles, in practice, to be 
not insisted on, and adhered to the rest of the treaty. 4 Rustel^a Hist. Mod. 
Europe, 457 ; 2 Smollet, 242, 246. 

[By the Constitution of the United States this department of legislation is 
confided to two branches only of the ordinary legislature ; the President origi- 
nating, and the Senate having a negative. To what subjects this power 
extends has not been defined in detail by the Constitution ; nor are we entirely 
agreed among ourselves. 1. It is admitted that it must concern the foreign 
nation party to the contract, or it would be a mere nullity, res inter alios acta. 
2. By the general power to make treaties, the Constitution must have intended 
to comprehend only those subjects which are usually regulated by treaty, and 
cannot be otherwise regulated. 8. It must liave meant to except out of these 
the rights reserved to the States; for surely the President and Senate cannot do 
by treaty what the whole government is interdicted from doing in any way. 
4. And also to except those subjects of legislation in which it gave a partici- 
pation to the House of Bepresentatives. This last exception is denied by 
gome, on the ground that it would leave very littie matter for the treaty power 
to work on. The less the better, say others. The Constitution thought it 
wise to restrain the Executive and Senate from entangling and embroiling our 
affiMTs with those of Europe. Besides, as the negotiations are carried on by 
the executive alone, the subjecting to the ratification of the representatives 
such articles as are within their participation, is no more inconvenient than to 
the Senate. But the ground of this exception is denied as unfounded. For 
examine, e. g. the treaty of commerce with France, and it will be found that, 
out of thirty-one articles, there are not more than small portions of two or 
three of them which would not still remain as subjects of treaties, untouched 
by these exceptions.] 

[Treaties being declared, equally with the laws of the United States, to be 
the supreme law of the land, it is understood that an act of the legislature 
alone can declare them infringed and rescinded. This was accordingly the 
process adopted in the case of France in 1798.] 

[It has been the usage for the Executive, when it communicates a treaty to 
the Senate for their ratification, to communicate also the correspondence of 
the negotiators. This having been omitted in case of the Prussian treaty, 
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was asked by a vote of the House, of February 12, 1800, and was obtained. And 
in December, 1800, the convention of that year between the United Stat6B and 
France, with the report of the negotiations by the envoys, but not their instruc- 
tions, being laid before the Senate, the instructions were asked for, and com- 
municated by the President.] 

[The mode of voting on questions of ratification is by nominal call.] 

[Whenever a treaty shall be laid before the Senate for ratification, it shall be 
read a first time for information only ; when no motion to reject, ratify, or 
modify the whole, or any part, shall be received. Its second reading shall be 
for consideration, and on a subsequent day, when it shall be taken up as in a 
committee of the whole, and every one shall be l^ee to move a question on any 
particular article, in this form : " Will the Senate advise and consent to the 
ratification of this article ?" or to propose amendments thereto, either by 
inserting or by leaving out words, in which last case the question shall be, 
^^ shall the words stand part of the article?" And in every of the said cases, 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the Senators present shall be requisite to 
decide afQrmatively. And when, through the whole, the proceedings shall be 
stated to the House, and questions be again severally put thereon, for confirm- 
ation, or new ones proposed, requiring m like manner a concurrence of two- 
thirds for whatever is retained or inserted.] 

[The votes so confirmed shall, by the House, or a committee thereof; be 
reduced into the form of a ratification, with or without modifications, as may 
have been decided, and shall be proposed on a subsequent day, when every 
one shall again be ftee to move amendments, either by inserting or leaving out 
words ; in which last case the question shall be, ^^ Shall the words stand part 
of the resolution ?" And in both cases the concurrence of two-thirds shall be 
requisite to carry the affirmative ; as well as on the final question to advise and 
consent to the ratification in the form agreed to. Bule 37.] 

[When any question may have been decided by the Senate, in which two- 
thirds of the members present are necessary to carry the affirmative, any mem- 
ber who voted on that side which prevailed in the question may be at liberty 
to move for a reconsideration; and a motion for reconsideration shall be 
decided by a majority of votes. £tUe4A.] 



SECTION LHI. 



IMPEACHMENT. 



[The House of Representatives shall have the sole power of impeachment. 
Consf. U. S., I, 3.] 

[The Senate shall have the sole power to try all impeachments, vy^hen si^ 
ting for that purpose, they shall be on oath or affirmation. When the Presi- 
dent of the United States is tried, the Chief Justice shall preside ; and no 
person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. Judgment in eases of impeachment shall not extend further 
than to removal from office, and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of 
honor, trust, or profit under the United States. But the party convicted shall 
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nevertheless be liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment and punish- 
ment according to law. Const. ^ 1, 3.] 

[The President, Vice President, and all civil officers of the United States, 
shall be removed from office on impeachment for, ana conviction of, treason, 
bribery, or other high crimes and misdemeanors. Const., n, 4.] 

[The trial of crimes, except in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury. 
Const., Ill, 2.] 

These are the provisions of the Constitution of the United States on the 
subject of impeachments. The following is a sketch of some of the princi- 
^ pies and practices of England on the same subject : 

Jurisdiction. The Lords cannot impeach any to themselves, nor join in the 
accusation, because they are the judges. Seld. Judic. in Pari., 12, 63. Nor 
can they proceed against a Commoner but on complaint of the Commons. 
lb., 84. The Lords may not, by the law, try a Commoner for a capital offense, 
on the imformation of the King or a private person, because the accused is 
entitled to a trial by his peers generally ; but on accusation by the House of 
Commons, they may proceed against the delinquent, of whatsoever degree, 
and whatsoever be the nature of the offense ; for there they do not assume to 
themselves trial at common law. The Commons are then instead of a jury, 
and the judgment is given on their demand, which is instead of a verdict. 
So the Lords do only judge, but not try the delinquent. lb., 6, 7. But Wood- 
deson denies that a Commoner can now be charged capitally before the 
Lords, even by the Commons ; and cites Fitzharrls's case, 1681, impeached 
for high treason, where the Lords remitted the prosecution to the inferior 
court. 8 Grey's Deb.,d:25-1; Wooddeson, 601,576; 3 Seld., 1610, 1619, 1641; 
4 Blackst., 25; 78 Sdd., 1604, 1618; 9, 1656. 

Accusation. The Commons, as the grand inquest of the nation, become 
suitors for penal justice. 2 Woodd., 597 ; 6 Grey, 856. The general course ia 
to pass a resolution containing a criminal chnrge against the supposed delin- 
quent, and then to direct some Member to impeach him by oral accusation, 
at the bar of the House of Lords, in the name of the Commons. The person 
signifies that the articles will be exhibited, and desires that the delinquent 
may be sequestered from his seat, or be committed, or that the peers will take 
order from his appearance. Sachev. Trial, 325; 2 Woodd.^ 602, 605; Lords'" 
Journ., 3 June, 1701, 101 ; 1 Wms., 616; 6 Grey, 324. 

Process. If the party do not appear, proclamations are to be issued, giving 
him a day to appear. On their return they are strictly examined. If any 
error be found in them, a new proclamation issues, giving a short day. If he 
appear not, his goods may be arrested, and they may proceed. 8eld. Jud., 
98, 99. 

Articles. The accusation (articles) of the Commons is substituted in place 
of an indictment. Thus, by the usage of Parliament, in impeachment for writ- 
ing or speaking, the particular words need not be specified. Sach. TY., 325 ; 2 
Woodd,, 602, 606; Lords'" Journ., ZJune, 1701; 1 Wms., 616. 
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Appearance. If he appears, and the case be capital, he answers in custody ; 
though not if the accusations be general. He is not to be committed but on 
special accusations. If it be for a misdemeanor only, he answers, a Lord in his 
place, a Commoner at the bar, and not in custody, unless, on the answer, the 
Lords find cause to commit him, till he finds sureties to attend, and lest he 
should fly. Seld. Jvd.^ 98, 99. A copy of the articles is given him, and a day 
fixed for his answer. J. Bay ; 1 Rushw., 268 ; Foat., 232 ; 1 Cla7\ Bist. of the 
Beb.^ 379. On a misdemeanor, his appearance may be in person, or he may 
answer in writing, or by attorney. Seld. Jud.^ 100. The general rule on accu- 
sation for a misdemeanor is, that in such a state of liberty or restraint as the 
party is when the Commons complain him, in such he is to answer. 76., 
101. If previously committed by the Commons, he answers as a prisoner. 
But this may be called in some sort judicium parium suorum. lb. In misde- 
meanors the party has a right to counsel by the common Jaw ; but not in cap- 
ital cases. Seld. Jud.^ 102-5. 

Answer. The answer need not observe great strictness of form. He may 
plead guilty as to part, and defend as to the residue ; or, savlug all exceptions, 
deny the whole or give a particular answer to each article separately. IBush.^ 
274 ; 1 Bush., 1374 ; 12 Farl. Hist., 442 ; 3 Lords' Journ., 13 Mv., 1643 ; 2 Woodd., 
607. But he cannot plead a pardon in bar to the impeachment. 2 Woodd., 
616; ^St. 2V., 735.

Witnesses. The practice is to swear the witnesses in open House, and then 
examine them there ; or a committee may be named, who shall examine them 
in committee, either on interrogatories agreed on in the House, or such as the 
committee in their discretion shall demand. Seld. Jud., 120, 123. 

Jury. In the case of Alice Pierce, 1 JS. 2, a jury was impanneled for her trial 
before a committee. Sdd. Jud.,1'^. But this was on a complaint, not on im- 
peachment by the commons. Seld. Jud., 163. It must also have been for a 
misdemeanor only, as the lords spiritual sat in the case, which they do on mis- 
demeanors, but not in capital cases. Id., 148. The [judgment was a forfeiture 
of all her lands and goods. Id., 188. This, Seldon says, Is the only jury he 
finds recorded in Parliament for misdemeanor ; but he makes no doubt, if the 
delinquent doth put himself on the Irial of his country, a jury ought to be im- 
panneled, and he adds that it is not so on impeachment by the commons ; for 
ihey are in loco proprio, and there no jury ought to be impanneled. Id. 124. 
The Ld. Berkely. 6 E. 3, was arraigned for the murder of L. 2, on an informa- 
tion on the part of the King, and not on impeachment of the commons ; for 
then they had been patria sua. He waived his peerage, and was tried by a 
jury of Gloucestershire and Warwickshire. Id., 125. In 1 iT. 7, the commons 
protest that they are not to be considered as parties to any judgment given, or 
hereafter to be given, in Parliament. Seld. Jud., 138. They have been gen- 
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erally and more justly considered, as is before stated, as the grand jnry ; for 
the conceit of Seldon is certainly not accurate, and they are the patria sna of 
the accused, and that the lords do only judge, hut not try. It is undeniable 
that they do try ; for they examine witnesses as to the £eict8, and acquit or con- 
demn, according to their own belief of them. And Lord Hale says ^^ the peers 
ar^ judges of law as well as of fact ;" 2 Rale^ P. C, 275 ; consequntly of fkct as 
well as of law. 

Preaen/ce qf commons. The commons are to be present at the examination 
of witnesses. Seld. Jud.^ 124. Indeed, they are to attend throughout, either 
as a committee of the whole House, or otherwise, at discretion, appoint mana- 
gers to conduct the proofs. Rushw^tr. of Straff.^ 87 ; Csm. Joum.^ 4 Feb.^ 
1709-10 ; 2 Woodd., 614. And judgment is not to be given till they demand it. 
Sdd. Jud.^ 124. But they are not to be present on impeachment when the lords 
consider of the answer of proofe and determine of their judgment. Their 
presence, however, is necessary at the answer and judgment in cases capital 
(7<Z., 58, 159) as well as not capital ; 162. The lords debate the judgment among 
themselves. Then the vote is first taken on the question of guilty or not 
guilty ; and if they convict, the question, or particular sentence, is out of that 
which seemeth to be most generally agreed on. 8eld. Jud.^ 167 ; 2 Woodd.^ 612. 

Judgment. Judgments in Parliament, for death, have been strictly guided 
per legem terrse, which they canndt alter ; and not at all according to their dis- 
cretion. They can neither omit any legal part of the judgment nor add to it. 
Their sentence must be secumdum, non ultra legem. 8eld. Jud.^ 168-171. This 
trial, though it varies in external ceremony, yet diflfers not in essentials ftom 
criminal prosecutions before inferior courts. The same rules of evidence, the 
same legal notions of crimes and punishments, prevailed ; for impeachments 
are not framed to alter the law, but to carry it into more effectual execution 
against too powerful delinquents. The judgment, therefore, is to be such as 
is warranted by legal principles or precedents. 6 Sta. Tr.^ 14; 2 Woodd.^ 611. 
The chancellor gives judgment in misdemeanors ; the lord high steward for- 
merly in cases of life and death. 8eLd^ Jud.^ 180. But now the steward is 
deemed not necessary. Foat.^ 144; 2 Woodd.^ 613. In misdemeanors the 
greatest corporal punishment hath been imprisonment. 8eLd. Jud.^ 184. The 
King's assent is necessary in capital j udgments. (2 Woodd.^ 614, contra,) 
but not in misdemeanors. Seld. Jud.^ 136.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE SENATE. 



CALLINO SENATE TO OBDEB. 

1. ^The Lieutenant Governor of the State, who, hy the 8th section of the 

5th article of the Constitntion, is constituted ex officio President of the Sen- 
ate, shall, when present, take the chair at the honr fixed for the meeting of 
the Senate, when he shall immediately call the Members to order, who sliall 
thereupon take their seats, and continue with their heads uncoyered, while 
the Senate remain in session ; the Clerk shall call the roll of Members, and as 
a m^ority is present, the Journal of the preceeding day shall be read, to the. 
end that any mistake may be corrected. 

DUTIES OP PRBSEDBNT. 

^. ^The President shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points 

of order in preference to other Members, rising from his seat for that purpose ; 
and shall decide pdinta of order, subject to an appeal to the Senate by any 
Member. 

TEMPORARY PRESIDENT. 

3.^ — ^The President shall have the right to name any Member to perform 
the duties of the Chair temporarily, who shall be invested, during such time, 
with all the powers of the President ; but no Member shall be excused from 
voting on any question by reason of his occupying the Chair ; nor shall such 
substitute's authority, [bs presiding officer, extend beyond a day^s adjourn- 
ment of the Senate. 

PRESIDENT PRO TEM. 

4, In the absence or inability of the President, except as provided in rule 

three, the Senate shall appoint a President pro tempore, who shall possess 
all the powers and prerogatives of the President of the Senate for the time 
being. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

5. Whenever the Senate determines to go into Committee of the Whole, 

the President shall name one of the Members as Chairman, who shall, for the 
time being, be invested with all the authority of the presiding officer of the 
Senate. 

DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

6. The President shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise directed; 

he shall sign all acts, memorials, addresses and resolutions ; and all writs, 
10 Manual. 
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warrants and subpoenas that may be issned by the Senate, shall be signed by 
him, and attested by the Clerk. 

DISTURBANCES IN THE LOBBY. 

7, Whenever any distnrbance or disorderly conduct shall occur in the 

lobby, the President (or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole) shall 
have power to, cause the same to be cleared of all persons except the Mem- 
bers and Officers of the Senate. 

QUESTIONS— HOW STATED AND DECIDED. 

8. Questions may be stated by the President while sitting, but he shall 

rise to put a question, and shall use this form : " As many as are of the 
opinion that [as the question may be,] will say aye ; " and after the affirmative 
voice is expressed, " As many as are of a different opinion, will say no." If 
the President doubt as to the voice of the majority, or a division be called for, 
the Senate shall divide— those in the affirmative of the question shall first rise 
and be counted ; or il there still be a doubt, or a count be called for, the Pres- 
ident shall appoint two tellers, one from each side, to make the count and 
report the same to the President, who shall declare the same to the Senate. 

QUORUMS. 

9. A majority of all the Members elected to the Senate, must be present 

to constitute a quorum for the transaction of ordinary business ; three- 
fifths of all the Members elected to the Senate, must be present to constitute 
a quorum for the passage of appropriation bills, as provided by the Constitu- 
tion of the State ; a smaller number, however, can adjourn from time to time, 
and have power to compel the attendance of absent Members. 

LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 

10. No Member or officer of the Senate, unless from illness or other 

cause, he shall be unable tp attend, shall absent himself from the sessions of 
the Senate during an entire day, without first having obtained leave of ab- 
sence. 

REPORTS OP COMMITTEES. 

11. Any committee required or entitled to report upon a subject re- 
ferred to them, may make a majority and minority report; any member of 
such committee dissenting in whole or in part, from either the conclusions or 
the reasoning, of both the mtOority and minority, shall be entitled to present 
to the Senate a'brief statement of the reasons of such dissent, which, if deco- 
rous in its language, and respectful to the Senate, shall be entered on the 
journal in connection with the majority and minority reports. 

CLERK— ELECTION OP, AND DUTIES. 

12. A Clerk shall be elected at the commencement of each session, to 

hold his office at the pleasure of the Senate ; he shall keep a correct journal of 
the daily proceedings of the Senate, and perform such other duties as may he 
assigned to him ; he shall superintend the recording of the journal of proceed-

ings, the engrossing, enrolling, transcribing, and copying of bills, resolutions, 
etc.; shall permit no records nor papers belonging to the Senate to be taken 
ont of his custody, otherwise than in the regular course of business; shall 
report any missing papers to^the notice of the President ; and generally shall 
perform, under the direction of the President, all duties pertaining to his office 
as clerk. 

SEBOEAin7-AT-ABMS. 

13. A Sergeant-at-arms shall be elected at the commencement of each 

session to hold his office at the pleasure of the Senate. It shall be his duty to 
execute all orders of the ;President of the Senate, and to perform all duties 
they may assign to him, connected with the police and good order of the Sen- 
ate Chamber ; to exercise a supervision over the ingress and egress of all per- 
sons to and from the Chamber; to see that messages, etc., are promptly exe- 
cuted, and the requisite fires are kept up during the appropriate season ; and 
to perform all other services pertaining to the post of Sergeant-at-arms. 

OOMMITTEBS. 

14. The following Standing Committees shall be elected by the Senate at 

such time as may be designated, unless otherwise directed : V 

[The joint committee on Local Laws, shall consist, on the part of the Senate, 
of two for each. The committees on the Judiciary and Bailroads, shall con- 
sist of five members each, and all other committees of three members each:]

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BEP0BTEB8, FEBSONS FRIVILEGBD TO PLOOB OF SENATE. 

15. Reporters for newspapers can have seats assigned them by the Presi- 
dent, within the bar of the Chamber, for the purpose of taking down the pro- 
ceedings, bat not so as to interfere with the convenience of the Senate. The 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Senators, and ex-Senators, and Members of Congress, Judges of any 
Courts, Members and ex-Members of State Legislatures, and Members of the 
Assembly of this State, and all editors of newspapers in the Slate may be 
admitted to seats within the bar of the Senate. 

OBDEB OF BUSINESS. 

16. After the jodmal shall have been read, and an opportunity given to 

correct it, the order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Letters, petitions, memorials, remonstrance? and accompanying docu- 

ments may be presented and referred. 

2. Resolutions may be oflfered and considered, notice of intention to intro- 

duce bills may be given, and bills may be Introduced on leave granted. 
8. Reports of committees may be made and considered ; first from standing 

committees, and next from select committers. 
4. Messages and other Executive communications. 
6. Messages from the Assembly, and Amendments proposed by the 

Assembly to bills from the Senate. 

6. Bills and resolutions from the Assembly on their first and second reading. 

7. Bills on thefr third reading. 

8. Bills ready for a third reading. 

9. Bills reported by a Committee of the Whole. 

10. Bills in which a Committee of the Whole has made progress, and 

obtained leave to sit again. 

11. Bills not yet considered in Committee of the Whole. 

CALL TO OBDEB. 

IT. When any membef is about to speak in debate or deliver any matter 

to the Senate, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to 
"Mr. President," and shall confine himself to the question under considera- 
tion, and avoid personalities. 

18. When any member is called to order, he shall sit down until it shall 

be determined whether he Is in order or not, except he be permitted to 
explain ; and if a member be called to order for words spoken in debate, the 
exceptionable words shall be taken down in writing immediately. 

19. When two or more members happen to rise at the same time, the 

President shall name the member who is first to speak. 

30. ^No member shall speak more than twice on the same question during 

the same day, nor more than once on a motion for commitment without leave 
•of the Senate. 

21. While the President is putting any question or addressing the Senate, 

so member shall walk out of or across the room, nor entertain private dis- 
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course ; nor whilst a member is speaking, shall pass between him and the 
Chair. No member or other person shall yisit or remain by the Clerk's table 
while the ayes and noes are being called, or the ballots counted. 

22. No member shall vote on any question in any case where he was not 

in the Chamber of the Senate when the question was put, unless by leave of 
the Senate ; nor shall any member be counted, upon a division and count of 
the Senate, who shall be without the Chamber at the time. 

BVBBY BENATOB TO VOTE UNLESS EXCUSED. 

23. Every member who may be within the Senate Chamber when the 

question is put, shall give his vote unless the Senate shall excuse him from 
voting. When a question is being taken, or about to be taken, it shall be com- 
petent for any member to call for the ayes and noes, which shall be entered on 
the journal. All motions to excuse a member from voting shall be made before 
the call of a^es and noes is commenced ; and any Senator wishing to be 
excused fh)m voting, may briefly and pertinently explain his reasons therefor, 
before the call of the ayes and noes is commenced ; but when the ayes and 
' noes are being taken, the call shall not be interrupted for any purpose what- 
ever. 

24. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the Pres- 
ident, or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair, and read aloud 
before debate. 

25. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or any 

member desire it. 

26. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by the Clerk, it 

shall be deemed to be in possession of the Senate, but may be withdrawn or 
altered at any time before a decision or amendment, on leave of the Senate. 

27. When a question is under debate, no question shall be in order, 

except to adjourn, to send for papers for reconsideration, to reconsider, to lay 
on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day certain, to com- 
mit, to amend, to strike out the enacting clause, or postpone indefinitely ; and 
these several motions shall have precedence in t}^ order in which they herein 
stand arranged. But a motion to postpone to a day certain, to strike out the 
enacting clause, or postpone indefinitely, shall not again be in order on the 
same day, or at the same stage of the proposition. 

28. A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, except as restricted by 

the ^^ previous question.'' A motion to adjourn, to lay on the table, to take a 
recess, shall be decided without debate. 

THE PREVIOUS QUESTIOK . 

29. " The previous question " shall be put in this form : " Shall the main 

question be now put?" It shall only be admitted when sustained by a minority 
of the members present, and shall preclude amendments and further debate, 
until the main question shall have been disposed of. The '^ main question" 
shall be the original proposition and pending amendments. When the Senate 
shall have determined that the main question shall not now be put, the pend- 
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ing enbject shall be coneidered as remaining under debate. And may be pro- 
ceeded with and determined upon in the same manner as though the previous 
question had not been moved. When the Senate shall have determined that 
the main question shall now be put, its effect shall be to bring the Senate to a 
direct vote— first on pending amendments in their order, and then on the main 
question, without debate or further amendment. But after the previous ques- 
tion has been sustained, and prior to the Senate having determined that the 
main question shall now be put, a motion to adjourn, and a call of the Senate, 
shall each be once in order; but no further motion or call shall be in order, 
except to receive the report of the Sergeant-at-arms, or dispense with pro- 
ceedings under the call ; and all motions and proceedings authorized by this 
rule, shall be decided without debate whether on appeal or otherwise. 

BEC0N8IDEBATI0K. 

30. It shall be in order for any member who voted in the majority on any 

question, for any member who voted in the negative, when the Senate was 
equally divided, to move a reconsideration of such vote, on the same or next 
succeeding day that the Senate shall be in session ; and such motion shall take 
precedence of all other questions, except a motion to adjourn. A motion to 
reconsider having been put and lost shall not again be in order. 

DIVISION OP QUESTION. 

31. Any member may call for a division of the question, wheri the same 

shall admit of it. A motion to strike out being lost, shall not preclude an 
amendment, nor a motion to strike out and insert. 

32. In presenting a petition, memorial, remonstrance or other communi- 
cation, addressed to the Senate or Assembly, the member shall only state the 
general purport of it. 

PAPEBS TO BE BEAD BEFOBE FBESENTED. 

33. A member offering a resolution or an amendment to a bill, resolution 

or memorial, shall first read the same in his place, before presenting it to the 
President ; and every petition, memorial, remonstrance, resolution, bill and 
report of committee, shall be endorsed with its appropriate title ; and imme- 
diately under the endorsement, the name of the member presenting the same 
shall be written. 

CALL OF THE SENATE. 

34. Any three members may make a call of the Senate and require absent 

members to be sent for, but a call of the Senate cannot be made after the 
voting has commenced ; and the call of the Senate being ordered, the doors 
shall be closed, and the absentees noted, and no member permitted to leave 
the room until the report of the Sergeant-at-arms be received and acted upon, 
or further proceedings in the call be suspended, or the Senate adjourn. Pre- 
vious to the reception of such report, further proceedings in the cdll shall not 
be suspended, except by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

35. The rules observed by the Senate shall govern, as far as practicable, 

the proceedings in committee of the whole, except that a member may speak 
oftener than twice on the same subject, and that a call of the ayes and noes, or 
for the previous question cannot be made in committee. 

36. Amendments made in committee of the whole shall be entered on a 

separate piece of paper, and reported to the Senate by the chairman, standing 
in his place on the floor of the Senate. All amendments and other propositions 
reported by committee of the whole, shall be disposed of in the same manner as 
if proposed in the Senate. 

INTBODUCnON OP BUXS. 

37. ^All bills and resolutions shall be introduced by motion for leave, or 

after one day's previous notice, or upon report of committees. And all bills, 
when introduced, shall be endorsed with the name of the member or com- 
mittee. 

38. Every bill, memorial, or joint resolution requiring the signature of 

the Governor shall receive three several readings previous to its passage. But 
no such bill or memorial, or joint resolution, shall receive a second and third 
reading on the same day. 

COMMITMBNTS. 

39. ^No bill or joint resolution shall be committed or amended until it 

has been twice read. If objections are raised to the bill on its first reading, 
the question shall.be, " shall the bill be rejected?" If no objection be made, 
or the question to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second reading. 

COMMITTBB OF THE WHOLE TO CONSIDBB ALL BILLS. 

40. All bills and joint resolutions, requiring the approval of the Governor, 

shall on a second reading, be considered in committee of the whole, before 
they shall be acted upon by the Senate, and those originating in the Senate, 
except resolutions not requiring the approval of the Governor, and except ap- 
propriations or local bills, before being considered in committee of the whole, 
shall be printed unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. 

COPIES TO BE PRINTED. 

41. Two hundred and fifty copies of every bill, joint resolution, or 

memorial, of a general nature, shall be printed after the second reading, 
unless otherwise ordered ; and no bill of a private or local nature shall be 
printed unless ordered ; and all bills, resolutions and amendments, after being 
printed, shall remain at least one day on the files before being considered. 

EN6B0S8MENT OF BILLS. 

42. The final question upon the second reading of every bill or other 

paper, originating In the Senate, and requiring three readings previous to^ 
being j)assed, shall be, " shall It be engrossed and read a third time V And 
upon every such bill or paper originating In the Assembly, " shall It be ordered 
to a third reading?" 
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AMENDMENTS OK THTBD BEADING. 

43. After a bill has been read a third time, no amendment shall be in 

order, except to fill blanks, without the unanimous consent of the Senate, un- 
less, on commitment, such amendments shall have been reported by a com- 
mittee, in which case, after amendments so reported shall have been disposed 
of, the question shall be the same as was pending before the reference, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Senate. A bill, resolution, or memorial, may be 
committed at any time previous to its passage. 

BILLS TO BE ENGBOSSED. 

44. Every bill, joint resolution, or memorial, originating in the Senate, 

shall be carefully engrossed before being transmitted to the Assembly for con- 
currence. 

CLEBK TO TBANSHIT BELLS TO ASSEMBLY. 

45. ^Immediately after the passage of any bill or other paper, to which 

the concurrence of the Assembly is to be asked, it shall be the duty of the 
clerk to transmit the same to the Assembly, unless some member of the Senate 
shall make a motion to reconsider the vote by which the Senate passed said 
bill, or other paper, in which case the clerk shall not transmit said bill or other 
paper, until the motion to reconsider has been put ; and on the concurrence in 
any bill or other paper of the Assembly by the Senate, or on the concurrence 
or disagreement in any vote of the Assembly by the Senate, it shaU also be the 
duty of the clerk to notify the Assembly thereof. 

MEMOBIAI^ TO CONGBESS. 

46. Memorials to Congress, to the President of the United States, or the 

head of either of the departments, shall be considered in committee of the 
whole before being adopted. 

COMMITTEES NOT TO BE ABSENT WITHOUT LEAVE. 

47. Committees shall not absent themselves from the Senate by reason 

of their appointment, unless special leave for that purpose be first obtained.

ENBOLLMENT. 

•It shall be in order for the committee on enrolled bills to report at 

EXECUTIVB SESSIONS. 

49. ^The proceedings of the Senate on Executive business shall be kept 

in a separate book of record, to be provided by the Chief Clerk of the Senate, 
and published with the proceedings of the Senate. When an amendment of 
the Constitution, or any bill requiring the concurrence of more than a ma- 
jority of the members present, is under consideration, a mere m^ority may 
decide all questions arising thereon, except the final question. 
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AYES AKD NOBS TO BB CALLED JklTD CBBTIFTED. 

50. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson's 

Manual, shall govern the Senate in all cases to which they are applicable, and 
in which they are not inconsistent with these mles and orders of the Senate, 
and the joint rales and orders of the Senate and Assembly. Upon the final 
passage of any bill or proposition in which the concurrence of more than a 
nu^jority of Senators present is required by the Constitution of this State, the 
question shall be taken by ayes and noes, which shall be entered at large 
upon the journal, and it shall be the duty of the Chief Clerk to certify on the 
back of every such bill or proposition, the number of Senators voting for and 
against the passage of the same. 

FBESIDENT TO ADHIinSTBB OATHS. 

51. The President is authorizsed to administer all oaths prescribed in the 

foregoing rales. 

HOUB OF MEBTmO. 

52. The standing hour for the daily meeting of the Senate shall be 10 

o'clock in the morning until the Senate direct otherwise. 

BULBS NOT TO BB BESCINDBD WITHOUT NOTIOB. 

53. No standing rule or order of the Senate shall be rescinded, changed 

or suspended, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members present. 

BBSOLUTIONS TO LIE OVBB IF OBJECTED TO. 

54. All resolutions introduced shall, if objection be made to the con- 
sideration thereof, remain on the files one day before being considered, and 
all resolutions involving the expenditure of money, shall, on their introduc- 
tion, be referred to an appropriate committee and reported upon before being 
considered. 

(See Joint Roles— Titles of Bills.) 
AMENDMENT BY SUBSTITUTE— HOW MADE. 

55. No bill or resolution shall be amended by substitute, otherwise than 

by striking out all after the enacting or resolving clause, and inserting the 
substitute without an enacting or resolving clause. And whenever a bill is 
amended in a maimer that requires a change in the title of the bill, the title 
shall be amended to correspond with the amended bill at the same time. 
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HEETIK6, QUOBUH, PBIYILEGES, ETC. 

1. The hour for the meeting of the Assembly shall he at ten o'clock A. 

M., unless a different hour shall be prescribed by resolution. 

2. Before proceeding to business, the roll of the Members elected to the 

Assembly shall be called, and the names of those present and absent shall be 
entered on the journal. A (majority of all the Members elected must be 
present to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; a smaller 
number, however, can adjourn from time to time, and shall have power to 
compel the attendance of the absent Members. 

3. No Member or oflOicer of the Assembly, unless flrom illness or other 

cause he shall be unable to attend, shall absent himself from the sessions of 
the Assembly during an entire day, without first having obtained leave of 
absence. 

4. Contestants for scats shall have the privileges of the House until 

their respective cases are disposed of; the privileges to extend only so far as 
access to the Assembly Chamber, during the time occupied in settling the 
contest. 

WHO MAY BB ADDHITTED TO THE PLOOB. 

5. Persons of the following classes, and no others, shall be admitted to 

the floor of the House during the sessions thereof, viz : The Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor ; Members of the Senate ; the State ofOicers ; the Re- 
gents of the University; Members of Conarress; Judges of the Supreme 
and other courts ; ex-Members oi the Wisconsin Legislature ; all editors of 
newspapers within the State, and reporters for the press ; such other persons 
as the Speaker may invite. 

DISTUBBANCB IN LOBBY. 

6. Whenever any disturbance or disorderly conduct shall occur In the 

lobby or gallery, the Speaker (or the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole) shall have power to cause the same to be cleared of all persons, except 
Members and officers of the Assembly. 

BEADmO NEWSFAFEB9 AND SMOKINQ PBOHIBITED. 

T. No Member or officer of the Assembly shall be permitted to read 

newspapers within the bar of the House while the Assembly la in session ; 
nor shall any person be permitted to smoke in the Assembly room at any 
time. 
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OF THE OTTICBBS. 

8. The ABsembly shall elect, viva voce, one of its Members as presiding 

officer, who shall be styled Spbakbb of the Assbmblt, and he shall hold his 
office daring one session. 

DUTIES OF SI^AKEB. 

9. ^It shall be the general dnty of the Speaker— 

To open the session, at the time to which the Assembly is adjomned, by 
taking the chair and calling the Members to order ; 

To annonnce the business before the Assembly in the order in which it is to 
be acted npon ; 

To receive and submit, in the proper manner, all motions and propositions 
presented by the Members ; 

To put to vote all questions which are regularly moved, or which necessarily 
arise in the course of proceedings, and to announce the result ; 

To restrain the Members, when engaged in debate, within the rules of order ; 

To enforce on all occasions the observance of order and decorum among the 
Members ; 

To inform the Assembly, when necessary, or when referred to for the pur- 
pose, in a point of order or practice ; 

To authenticate, by his signature, when necessary, all the acts, orders, and 
proceedings of the Assembly; 

To name the Members— when directed to do so in a particular case, or when 
it is a part of his general duty by these rules— who are to serve on commit' 
tees ; and in general ; 

To represent and stand for the Assembly, declaring its will, and in all things 
obeying its commands. 

10. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points 

of order in preference to others, rising from his seat for that purpose ; and he 
shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Assembly by any 
Member, on which appeal no Member shall speak more than once, unless by 
leave of the Assembly. On an appeal being taken, the question shall be : 
" Shall the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the Assembly?"— 
which question, and the action of the Assembly thereon, shall be entered on 
the journal. 

11. ^The Speaker may call a Member to the chair, but such substitution 

shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

12. In the absence of the Speaker, the Assembly shall elect a Speaker 

pro tempore, whose office shall cease on the return of the Speaker. 

13. The Speaker shall vote on a call of the yeas and nays, and his name 

shall be recorded with those of the other Members. 

DUTIES OF THE CLEBK. 

14. ^A Chief Cusbk shall be elected at the commencement of each ses- 
sion, to hold his office at the pleasure of the Assembly ; he shall keep a cor- 
rect Journal of the djdly proceedings of the body» and perform such other 
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dnties as may be assigned to him ; he shall superintend the recording of the 
journals of proceedings ; the engrossing, enrolling,|tran8cribing and copying 
of bills, resolutions, etc. ; shall permit no records or papers belonging to the 
Assembly to be taken out of his custody, otherwise than in the regular course 
of business ; shall report any missAg papers to the notice of the Speaker ; and 
generally shall perform, under the direction of the Speaker, all duties pertain- 
ing to his office as Clerk, and shall be responsible for the official acts of his 
assistants. 

15. The Chief Clerk shall appoint one assistant to aid in the performance 

of his duties at the desk, and he shall be styled the Journal Clerk. He shall 
also appoint the necessary corps of assistants to act as book keeper, engross* 
ing and enrolling clerks. 

CHIEF CLEBK HAT COBBECT CBBTAIN EBBOBS. 

16. The Chief Clerk and his engrossing clerks, in all proper cases, shall 

correct any mere clerical error in any assembly bill, memorial or resolution, 
such as errors in orthography, or the use of one word for another, as afect for 
" effect," previous for " previously," are for " is," banks for " bank," and the 
like ; and also, all mistakes in numbering the sections and references thereto, 
whether such errors occur in the original bill, or are caused by amendments 
made thereto. It shall also be competent for the Chief Clerk, at any time 
before the passage of any assembly bill, to insert therein an " enactiEg clause," 
when such clause has evidently been omitted through mistake or inadvertence. 
But no corrections other than such as are authorized by this rule, shall be 
made at any time by the Clerk or his assistants, unless upon the order of the 
Assembly. On questions of orthography, Webster's Unabridged Dictionary 
shall be taken as the standard, 

ACTS, ETC., TO BE SIGNED BY 8PEAKEB AND CLEBK. 

17. All acts, addresses and resolutions shall be signed by the Speaker, 

and all writs, warrants and subpoenas issued by order of the Assembly, shall 
be under his hand and seal, and attested by the clerk. 

DUTIES OP THE SEBGEANT-AT-ABMS. 

18. A Sebgeant-at-Abms shall be elected at the commencement of each 

session, to hold his office at the pleasure of the Assembly. It shall be his 
duty to execute all orders of the Speaker or Assembly, and to perform aU the 
duties they may assign to him, connected with the police and good order of 
the assembly chamber ; to exercise a supervision over the ingress and egress 
of all persons to and from the chamber; to see that messages, etc., are 
promptly executed ; that the requisite .fires are kept up during the appropri- 
ate season ; that the hall is properly ventilated, and is open for the use of the 
Members of the Assembly from 8 A. M. until 10 P. M., and to perform all other 
services pertaining to the post of Sergeant-at-Arms.

19. The standing committees of the Assembly shall consist of five mem- 
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bers each, except the committee on railroads, which shall consist of nine 
memberg, and shall be as follows : 

1, On the Jndiciary. 

2. On state afflairs. 
8. On federal relations. 

4. On militia. 

5. On ways and means. 

6. On banks and banking. 

7. On incorporations. 

8. On railroads. 

9. On Internal improvements. 

10. On state prison. 

11. On printing. 

12. On medical societies and medical colleges. 

13. On town and county organizations. 

14. On assessment and collection of taxes. 

15. On roads, bridges and ferries. 

16. On education. 

17. On school and tmiversity lands. 

18. On swamp and overflowed lands. 

19. On agriculture. 

20. On lumber and manufactures. 

21. On mining and smelting. 

22. On privileges and elections. 

23. On legislative expenditures. 

24. On contingent expenditures. 

25. On engrossed bills. 

26. On enrolled bills. 

20. The following committees shall be joint committees, and shall be 

constituted as follows : 

1. On Claims.*— Five from Assembly ; two from Senate. 

2. On Charitable and Benevolent Institutions.— Three from the Senate and 

six from the Assembly— one from each congressional district. 

8. On Local Legislation.f— Three from Assembly ; two from Senate. 

21. Select or special committees may be raised on motion or by resolu- 
tion, designating the number and object, and, unless otherwise ordered, shall 
be appointed by the Speaker. 

MAJOBITY AND MINORITT BBPOBT. 

22. In case all the members of any committee required or entitled to 

report on any subject referred to them cannot agree upon a report, the ma- 
jority and minority of such committee may each make a seperate report ; and 
any member dissenting, in whole or in part, from the reasoning or conclusions

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of both the imgority and minortty, may also, present to the ABsembly a state- 
ment of his reasoning and conclusion ; and all reports, if decorous in language 
and resi>ectftil to the Assembly, shall be entered at length on the journal. 

PAPERS TO LIB ON THE TABLE UNTIL BEPOBTS ABE PBINTED. 

23. In all cases where there shall be both majority and minority reports 

submitted to the Assembly, the bill, memorial, resolution or other matter 
reported upon shall lie upon the table until the reports thereon shall haye been 
printed in the journal and laid upon the desks of members. 

TITLE OF BILL TO BE BECITED. 

24. Every committee, in reporting upon any bill or memorial, shall recite 

at length, in their report, the title of such bill or memorial, as well as the 
number thereof. 

ABSENCE OF COMMITTEES. 

25. ^No committee shall absent themselves by reason of their appoint- 
ment, during the sitting of the Assembly, without special leave, except a com- 
mittee of conference. 

ENGBOSSMENT OF BILLS. 

26. ^Whenever an Assembly bill, which is fairly written, without inter- 
lineation or erasure, is ordered to be engrossed for a third reading, without 
amendment, the Committee on Engrossetl Bills may report such bill back to 
the Assembly as the engrossed bill. 

BEPOBT ON ENBOLLED BILLS. 

27. The Committee on Enrolled Bills shall not report any bill as cor- 
rectly enrolled that has any words interlined therein, or ^hen any words have 
been erased therefrom. 

28. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled BUls to report at 

any time, except when questions are being taken, or a Call of the House is 
being had. 

29. No standing or select committee, nor any member thereof, shall 

report any " substitute," or " amendment," for any bill, or bills, or resolu- 
tion, referred to such committee, which substitute or amendment relates to a 
different subject, or is intended to accomplish a different purpose than that of 
the original bill or resolution for which it is reported, or which, if adopted and 
passed, would require a title essentially different than the title of the original 
bill or resolution ; or any substitute biU or resolution so reported shall be 
rejeeted whenever the Assembly is advised that the same is in violation of 
this rule ; and this rule shall not be suspended without the unanimous con- 
sent of the Assembly, and shall apply to bills or resolutions originating in the 
Senate, as well as those originating in the Assembly. 

30. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment, and no bill or resolu- 
tion shall at any time be amended by annexing thereto, or incorporating 
therewith any other bill or resolution pending before the Assembly. 
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JOURNAL AND ORDER OP BUSINESS. 

THE JOUBKAL. 

31. The Jonrnal of each day^s proceedingfs shall he printed in pamphlet 

form and laid npon the desks of memhers the following morning. The jour- 
nal need not be read anless the Aesemhly order otherwise. Any member dis- 
covering an error in the Journal may call the attention of the Honse to such 
error, and have the same corrected by the Clerk. 

OBDBR OF BUSINESS. 

32. After an opporlnnity shall have been given to correct the Journal, 

the order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Letters, petitions, memorials, accounts, remonstrances and accompany- 

ing documents may be presented and referred. 

2. Resolutions may be offered. 

8. Resolutions may be considered. 

4. Bills may be introduced, and notice of leave to introduce bills may be 

given. 

5. Reports of committees may be made and considered ; first, from stand- 

ing committees, and next, from select committees. 

6. Messages and other Executive communications. 

7. Messages from the Senate. 

8. Bills and resolutions from the Senate on their first and second readings. 

9. Senate bills on their third reading. 

10. Assembly bills ready for a third readins:. 

11. Bills reported by a Committee of the Whole. 

12. Bills in which a Committee of the Whole has made progress, and ob- 

tained leave to sit again. 

13. Bills not yet considered in Committee of the Whole. 

MOBNING HOITB. 

33. After one hour shall have been devoted to the consideration of busi- 
ness under the first, second and third heads, in the preceding rule, the Assem- 
bly shall proceed to dispose of the business on the Speaker's table, and the 
orders of the day. 

PETITIONS. 

34. Petitions, memorials, communications, and other papers addressed 

to the Assembly, shall be presented by a member in his place ; a brief state- 
ment of the contents thereof shall be made verbally, and endorsed thereon, 
together with his name, by the member introducing the some. 

INTBODUCTION OP BBSOLUTIONS. 

35. Any member offering a resolution in the Assembly may read the same 

in his place before sending it to the Chair. It shall then be read by the Clerk, 
and when so read shall be considered before the House ; but it shall not be 
acted on by the House on the same day on which it is offered, without leave. 
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36. All bills and resolations oflSered in the AsBembly by any member or 

committee, shall be endorsed by the member or committee offering the same 

FIBST AKB SECOND BEADING OF BILLS. 

37. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if objections 

be made to it, the question shall be, " shall the bill be rejected ?" If no ob- 
jection be made, or the qnestion to reject be lost, the bill shall goto its second 
reading without farther question. 

BILLS NOT COMMITTED UNTIL TWICE BEAD. 

38. No bill or resolution that requires three readings shall be committed 

or amended until it shaU be twice read ; and all joint resolutions which will 
require the signature of the Governor, shall take the same course as to their 
reading, as in the case of bills, unless otherwise Ordered by the Assembly. 

BEFEBENCE OF BILLS, ETC. 

39. On the second reading, every bill or memorial requiring three read- 
ings, shall be referred to the appropriate standing committee, which shall be 
announced by the Speaker, unless the Assembly, on motion, make a different 
order in relation thereto. And this rule shall apply as well to bills and memo- 
rials originating in the Senate, as to those originating In the Assembly, except 
bills reported by a joint committee. 

FBINTING OF BILLS. 

40. Two hundred and fifty copies of every bill shall be printed after a 

second reading, unless otherwise ordered. And all bills, resolutions and me- 
morials that shall be printed, shall remain at least one day on the files after 
being printed, before being considered. 

BEADING OF BILLS. 

41. K the House shall dispense with the printing of any bill or memorial 

such bill or memorial shall be read at length at least once before its final pass- 
age ; and this rule shall not be suspended without the unanimous consent of 
the Assembly. 

42. The second and third reading of all bills appropriating money, shall 

be at length, and a suspension of this rule shall not bu made without the unan- 
imous consent of the Assembly. 

43. Every bill shall receive three several readings previous to its passage, 

but no bill shall receive its second and third readings on the same day. 

6ENEBAL FILE. 

44. Bills committed to committees and reported back by them, bills 

originating with and reported by committees, and bills taking no other refer- 
ence, shall constitute the ^' general file.'' Bills in the general file shall be 
arranged therein by the Clerk in the order in which they are reported, or 
referred thereto, as aforesaid, and shall be considered in the same order unless 
the Assembly shall direct otherwise. 
11 Manual. 
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BILI£ TO BB CONSIDKtSD DT COKMrCTSB OF THE WHOLE. 

45. All bills, resolutions, memorials, etc., requiring the approval of the 

Gtovemor, shall, after the Mcond reading, be considered by the Honse in Com- 
mittee ot the Whole before they shall be taken np and considered by the As- 
sembly. 



HOW BUSINESS CONDUCTED. 

ADDBESSINa THE 8FEAKEB. 

46. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter 

to the Assembly, he shall arise from his seat and respectfully address the 
Chair, thus : ^^ Mr. Speaker," and shall confine himself to the question under 
debate, and avoid personality. , 

8PEAKEB TO DECIDE WHO HAS THE FLOOB. 

47. When any two or more members shall arise at the same time, the 

Speaker shall name the person who is first to speak. 

CALL TO O^DEB WHILE SFEAKINO. 

48. When a member is called to order, he shall sit down, and shall not 

speak, except in explanation, until it shall have been determined whether he ^ 
is in order or not ; and if a member be called to order for words spoken, the 
exceptional words shall be taken down in writing, that the Speaker and As- 
sembly may be better able to Judge. 

8PEAKINO TWICE OB OUT OP PLACE PBOHIBITED. 

49. No member shall speak except in his place, nor more than twice on 

any question, except on leave of the Assembly. 

OBDEB WHILE THE 8PEAKEB OB A MEMBBB IS SPEAKINO. 

50. While the Speaker is addressing the Assembly, or putting a question, 

no member shall cross the floor, or leave the House ; nor while a member is 
speaking, walk between him and the Chair. 

MOTIONS. 

51. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, ex- 
cept— 

1. To adjourn ; 

2. To lay on the table ; 

3. For the previous question ; 

4. To postpone to a day certain ; 

5. To commit to a standing committee ; 

6. To commit to a select committee ; 

7. To amend : 

8. To postpone indefinitely. 
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And these eeveral^otions shall have precedence in the order in which they 
stand arranged in this rule. 

52. A motion to strike oat the enacting clanse of an Assemhly bill shall 

he considered equivalent to a motion to indefinitely postpone. 

NO MEMBEB TO SPEAK MOBE THAN TWICE WITHOnT LBATE. 

53. If a question depending be lost by adjournment, and revived on the 

succeeding day, no Member who shall have spoken twice on the preceding 
day shall be permitted again to speak without leave of the Assembly. 

MOTIONS DECIDED WTTHOITT DEBATE. 

54. A motion to adjourn, to lay on the table, and a call for the previous 

question, shall be decided without debate. And all incidental questions of 
order, arising after a motion is made for either of the questions named in this 
rule, and pending such motion, shall be decided, whether on appeal or other- 
wise, without debate. 

MOTIONS NOT TO BE BENEWED. 

55. A motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit^ or to postpone in- 
definitely, being decided, shall not bo again allowed on the same day, and at 
the game stage of the bill or proposition. 

MOTIONS, HOW STATED, ETC. 

56. When a motion is made, it shall be stated by the Speaker, or read by 

the Clerk, previous to debate. If any Member require it, all motions (except 
to adjourn, postpone or commit,) shall be reduced to writing. Any motion 
may be withdrawn, by consent of the Assembly, before division or amend- 
ment. 

"QUESTIONS, HOW PUT. 

57. All questions shall shall be put ^n this form : '■'' Those who are of 

opinion (as the case may be) say Aye. Those of contrary opinion say JVo.**^ 
And in doubtful cases any Member may call for a division. 

AYES AND NOBS, WHEN TAKEN. 

58. It shall be competent for one-sixth of the Members present, when a 

question is taken, to order the yeas and nays, which shall be recorded by the 
Clerk. In recording the votes taken by yeas and nays, the Clerk shall record 
the names of those absert or not voting. 

MSMBBBS TO VOTE UNLESS EXCUSED. 

59, Every Member present, when a question is put, or when his name is 

called, shall vote, uifless the Assembly shall, for special cause, excuse him, but 
it shall not b« in order for a Member to be excused after the House has com- 
menced voting. 

DIVISION OP A QUESTION. 

60. Any Member may call for the division of a question, which shall be 

divided, if it comprehend propositions, in substanse so distinct, that, one be- 
ing taken away, a substantiveiproposition shall remain for the decision of the 
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Assembly. A motion to strike out apd insert shall be deemed indivisible ; 
but a motion to strike ont being lost, shall preclude neither amendment nor 
a motion to strike out and insert. 

COMMITTAL OP PAPERS. 

61. Bills, reports and motions may be committed at the pleasure of the 

Assembly. 

PILLING BLANKS. 

62. In filling blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall first be put. 

TIB VOTE. 

63. In all cases, when the Assembly is equally divided, the question 

shall be lost. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

64. When a motion or question shall have been once determined, either 

in the afllrmative or negative, it shall always be in order for any member of 
the majority, or where the Assembly Is equally divided, for any Member who 
voted in the negative, to move for a reconsideration thereof, on the same or 
succeeding day. A motion to reconsider being put and lost, shall not be re- 
newed. 

NO ONE TO REMAIN BY THE CLERK^S TABLE. 

65. No Member or other person shall visitor remain by the Clerk's table 

while the yeas and nays are being called. 

CALL OP THE HOUSE. 

66. Any fifteen Members may make a call of the House and require ab- 
sent Members to be sent for ; but a call of the House cannot be made after the 
voting has commenced. 

67. On a call of the House being moved, the Speaker shall say : " It re- 
quiring fifteen Members to order a call of the House, those in favor of the call 
will rise ; '' and if fifteen or more shall rise, the call shall be thereby ordered. 

68. A call of the House being ordered, the Sergeant-at-Arms shall close 

the doors, and no Member shall be allowed to leave the room. 

69. The Clerk shall immediately call the roll of Members, and note the 

absentees, whose names shall be read, and entered upon the journal in such 
manner as to show who are absent tvUh leave, and who are absent without 
leave. The Clerk shall furnish the Sergeant-at-Arms with a list of those who 
are absent without leave ; and the Sergeant-at-Arms shall forthwith proceed 
to find and bring in such absentees. 

70. While the Assembly is under a call, no business shall be transacted, 

except to receive and act upon ihe report of the Sargeant-at-Arms ; and no 
other motion shall be in order, except a motion to adjourn and a motion to 
suspend further proceedings under the call ; which motion shall be determined 
by yeas and nays ; and the motion to suspend further proceedings under the 
call shall not be adopted unless a majority of all the members elect vote in 
favor thereof. 
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71. Upon the Sergeant at-Anns making a report showing that all who 

were absent without leave, (naming ihem,) are present, snch report shall be 
entered on the Journal, and the call shall be at an end ; and thereupon the 
doors shall be opened, and the bnslness or motion pending at the time the 
call was made shall be proceeded with. 

72, The Sorgeant-at-Arms may make report of his proceedings at any 

time, which report may be accepted, and further proceedings under the call 
thereby dispensed with ; but the motion to accept such report shall be deter- 
mined by yeas and nays, and it shall not bo adopted unless a majority of all 
the members elect shall vote In favor thereof. If such report be not accepted, 
the Sergeantat-Arms shall proceed to a completion of his duties, as required 
by rule 68. 

PREVIOXJS QXJBSTION. 

73. When any bill, memorial or resolution is under consideration, any 

member being in order and having the floor, may move the "previous ques- 
tion ;^^ but such motion shall not be deemed to be seconded unlcs^fifteen 
members concur therein. 

74. The previous question being moved, the Speaker shall say, "It 

requiring fifteen members to second the motion for the previous question, 
those in favor of sustaining the motion will rise ;^^ and if fifteen or more rise, 
the previous question shall bo thereby seconded ; and the question shall then 
be: "Shall the main question be now put?"— which question shall be deter- 
mined by yeas and nays. The main question being ordered to be now put, 
its eflfect shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the Assembly to a 
direct vote upon the pending amendments, and then upon the main question. 

75. When, on taking the previous question, the Assembly shall decide 

that the main question shall not now be put, the main question shall remain 
as the question before House, in the same stage of proceeding as before the 
previous question was moved. 

76. On motion for the previous question, and prior to the ordering of the 

main question, one call of the House shall be In order ; but after proceedings 
under such call shall have been once dispensed with, or after a majority shall 
have ordered the main question, no call shall be In order prior to the decision 
of such question. 

COMMITTEE OP THE WHOLE. 

77. After the morning hour, any Member may move that the Assembly 

resolve itself into the committee of the whole on the general file of bills, or 
upon any particular bill or measure, or upon the special order. K the motion 
prevail, the Assembly may elect a chairman, or the Speaker may call some 
Member to the chair. 

BILL TO BE READ BY SECTIONS. 

78. Every bill in committee of the whole shall bo read and considered by 

sections, unless the committee shall otherwise order^ The body of the bill 
shall not be defaced or interlined ; but all amendments agreed to by the com- 
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mittee shall be attached to the bill, noting the section line, and so reported to 
the Assembly. 

CLEBICAX BBBOBS MAY BE COBBECTED. 

79. Mere clerical errors in the bill may be conected by the Chairman or 

Clerk, without treating them as amendments. 

AHENDHEKTS TO MBHOBIALS ATSTD BEF0BT8. 

80. All amendments made to a memorial or report committed to the 

committee of the whole shall be noted and reported as in ihe case of bills. 

BULBS m COMMITTEE 07 THE WHOLE. 

81 . The rales observed in the Assembly shall goTem as flEir as practicable, 

the proceedings in the committee of the whole ; except that a Member may 
speak more than twice on .the same sabject, and that a call of the yeas and 
nays, or for the previous question, cannot be made in committee. 

CHAIBMAN 07 COMMITTEB TO PBBSEBYB OBDEB. 

82.— The Chairman of the committee of \he whole shall have the same 
power to preserve order and decorum as the Speaker of the Assembly. 

BEPOBT OP COMMITTEB. 

83. After the business upon which the Assembly resolved itself into com- 
mittee of the whole shall be completed, the committee, without motion, (or at 
. any time previous, upon motion,) shall rise and report. 

PBOCEBDINOS SUBSEQinBNT TO COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

84. Amendments made in Committee of the Whole, shall not be read by 

the Speaker on his resuming the Chair, unless required by one or more of the 
members. 

85. The final question upon the second reading of every bill or other 

paper originating in the Assembly, and requiring three readings previous to 
being passed, shall be, '* shall it be engrossed and read the third time V^ And 
upon every such bill or paper originating in the Senate, " shall it be read a 
third time ?" 

ENGBOSSMENT OF BILLS. 

86. Every Assembly bill and resolution ordered to be engroBsedand read 

a third time, shall be re-written in a plain hand, with all amendments, before 
beiug read a third time, except as is provided for in Rule 26. 

NO AMENDMENT ON THIBD BEADING. 

87. On the third readinj? of the bill or resolution, no amendment, except 

to fill blanks, shall be received, except by the unanimous consent of the mem- 
bers present. • 

RECOMMITMENT PBEVIOXTS TO PASSAGE. 

88. A bill or a resolution may be recommitted at any time previous to its 

passage ; if any amendment be reported upon such commitment, the question 
shall be upon concurring in the amendment-, and the question for its engross- 
ment and third reading may then be put. 
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QUESTION ON PASSAGE OF BILLS. idMg 

89. ^Upon the third reading of an Assembly bill, the question shall be 

stated thns : " This bill having been read three several times, the qnestion is, 
^shallihe bUlpassT ^' Upon the third reading of Senate bills, the question 
shall- be stated thns: *^This bill having been read three several times, the 
qnestion is, '^sfiaU the bill be concurred inT''' 

BILI^ TO BE TBAKSMITTED TO SENATE. 

90. Each bill which* passes its third reading shall be certified by the 

Clerk, and by him transmitted to the Senate ; the day of transmission shall be 
entered on the bill books of the Clerk. 

PBIVILEOED MOTIONS. 

91. A motion to adjonm shall always be in order, except when the House 

is voting; but this rule shall not authorize any member to move an adjourn- 
ment while another member has the floor. 

93. Any motion or resolution relating to the organization of the Assem- 
bly, or to any of its officers, members, or committees, shall be privileged, and 
need not lie over for consideration under Rule 84. 

SUSPENDING AND CHANGING BULBS, ETC. 

93. No standing rule or order of the Assembly shall be rescinded or 

changed, without one day's notice being given of the motion therefor, which 
motion shall embrace the proposed amendment. Nor shall any rule be sus- 
pended, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members present. Nor 
shall the order of business as established by the rule»of the Assembly be 
postponed or changed, except by a vote ol at least two-thirds of the members 

present.

94. The rules of parliamentary practice, comprised in Jeflferson's Manual, 

shall govern the Assembly in all cases to which they are applicable, and in 
which they are not inconsistent with these rules and the orders of the Assem- 
bly, and the joint rules and orders of the Senate and Assembly.

MBSSAOES. 



1. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to the Assembly, it 

shall be announced at the door of the Assembly by the Sergeant-at-arms, and 
shall be rospectftilly communicated to the Chair by the person by whom it may 
be sent. 

a. — ^The same ceremony shall be observed when a message shall be sent 
from the Assembly to the Senate. 

3. — ^Messages shall be sent by the Chief Clerk or his Assistant in each 
House. 

BBJEOTBD BILLS AND BESOLUTIONS. 

4. When a bill or resolution which has passed in one House shall be 

rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the House in which the 
same originated. 

5. When a bill or resolution, which has been passed in one House, is 

rejected in the other, it shall not be again brought in during the same session 
without a notice of five days, and leave of two-thirds of the House in which 
it shall be renewed. 

PAPEBS TO ACCOMPANY BILLS. 

6. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers on which any bill or 

resolution shall be founded. 

OBDBB BEQITESTINa CONCUBBBNCB. 

7. When a bill, resolution or memorial, shall have passed either House, 

and requires the concurrence of the other, it shall be transmitted to said 
House without entering an order upon the journal of the House In which it 
passed, requesting the concurrence of the other House. 



OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 
8. The joint committees required by statute are as follows : 

1. On C?aiin«.*--Pive from Assembly ; two from Senate. 

2. On Charitable and Benevolent irwiWirfioiw.— Three from the Senate and

PRINTING OP BEP0BT8. 

9. Whenever any report of a joint committee, or other document, shall be 

presented to both Hoases of the Legislature, the first Honse acting on the 
same, if it shall be thought necessary to have it printed, shall order a snffi- 
cient number of copies for both branches, and shall immediately inform the 
other House of its action upon the subject. 



COMMITTEE OP CONPEBENCE. 

10. In all cases of disagreement between the Senate and Assembly, if 

either House shall request a conference, and appoint a committee for that pur- 
pose, the other House shall appoint a similar committee. Such committee 
shall at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their chairman, meet in the 
conference chamber, and state to each other verbally, or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons of their respective Houses, for or against the disa- 
greement, and confer freely thereon ; and they shall be authorized to report 
for their respective Houses such modifications or amendments as they may 
think advisable. 

11. After each House shall have adhered to their disagreement, a bill or 

resolution shall be lost 



ACTS OP A GENERAL NATURE. 

TITLES OF BILLS. 

la. The title of every bill of a general nature shall designate the object, 

purpose or subject of the bill, and when such bill proposes to amend any 
chapter or act, the title shall read thus : 

" A bill relating to and amendatory of section , of chapter , 

of the ," filling the blanks with the proper subject, section and chapter 

of the revised statutes or general laws, designating the same. And every bill 
shall recite at length every section which it proposes to amend as such section 
will read if amended as proposed : provided^ such recitation shall not be re- 
quired when the proposed amendment shall only add to such section, without 
changing the phraseology of the original. 

13. The title of all bills for repealing any act, chapter, or section, and 

have no other object, shall be as follows : 

" A bill to repeal section , of chapter , of the , relating to 

," filling the blanks with the proper section and chapter of the revised 

statutes or general laws, designating the same and also the subject, object or 
purpose of the section or chapter repealed. And in the body of every such 
bill, the full title of the act repealed shall be recited at length. 

BACH HOUSE HAY AMEND. 

14. ^It shall be in the power of each House to amend any amendment 

made by the other, to any bill, memorial or resolution; but no standing or 
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select committee, nor any member thereof, shall report any " Buhstitute," 
or^any " amendment," for any hill, or bills, or resolutions, referred to such 
committee, which substitute or amendment relates to a different subject, or is 
intended to accomplish a different purpose from that of the original bill or 
resolution for which it is reported, or which, if adopted and passed, would 
require a title essentially different than the title of the original bill or resolu- 
tlon ; and ^j substitute bill or resolution so reported shall be rejeeted when- 
eyer it appears that the same is in yiolation of this rule, and this rule shall 
not be suspended without the unanimous consent of the Senate and 
Assembly. 



OF BILLS PASSED. 

ENROLLMENT OF BILLS. 

15. After a bill has passed both Houses, it shall be duly enrolled by or 

under the direction of the Chief Clerk of the House in which the same origi- 
nated, before it shall be presented to the Governor for his approval. 

EXAMINATION OF ENROLLED BILLS. 

16. — T-When a bill is duly enrolled, it shall be examined by the Committee 
of the two Houses on Enrolled Bills, acting jointly, who shall carefully com- 
pare the enrolled bill with the engrossed bill as passed in the two Houses. 
Said committee shall correct any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled 
bill, and make their report forthwith to the House in which the bill originated. 

SIGNING OF BILLS. 

17. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the re- 
spective Houses, first by the Speaker of the Assembly, then by the President 
of the Senate. 

PRESENTATION OF BILLS TO THE GOVERNOR. 

18. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it shall be 

preeented by the Committees on Enrolled Bills, to the Governor for his ap- 
proval, it being first endorsed on the back of the roll, certifying in which 
House the same originated, which certificate shall be signed by the Chief 
Clerk of such House. Said committees shall jointly report the day of pre- 
sentation to the Governor, which report shall be entered on the journal of 
each House. 

RESOLUTIONS TO TAKE THE SAME COURSE AS BILLS. 

19. All orders, resolutions and votes which are to be presented to the 

Governor for his approval, shall, also, in the same manner, be previously en- 
rolled, eicamined and signed, and then presented in the same manner, and by 
the same committee, as is provided in case of bills. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS. 



OF CLAIMS, ETC. 

ACCOUNTS TO BE VERIOTED. 

30. ^No acconnt presented shall be acted on, nnless verified by affidavit 

of the person in whose favor the same may be. 

ALL PAPEBS CLAIMmO MONEY TO BE PBESEBVED. 

21. All petitions, claims, bills, accounts or demands asking for an appro- 
priation of money, shall be preserved by the committee to whom the same 
may be referred ; and such committee shall endorse on every snch petition, 
claim, bill, acconnt or demand, whether they report in favor of allowing or 
disallowing the same ; and if in favor of allowing a part thereof; only, then 
the sum so reported. After such committee shall have reported npon the 
same, snch petition, claim, bill, acconnt or demand, and every one of them, 
shall be delivered to the Chief Clerk of the Honse in which the same was 
first presented, to be filed by such Clerk, and delivered, at the close of the 
session, to the Secretary of State. 

BESOLT7TIONS APPBOPIOATINO MONET. 

22, Resolutions involving the appropriation of money for printing the 

Governor's message, or other public documents, shall receive the joint con- 
currence of the two Houses. 



JOINT CONVENTION, ETC. 

23. Whenever there shall be a Joint Convention of the two Houses, the 

proceedings shall be entered at length upon the journal of each House. The 
Lieutenant-Governor or President of the Senate shall preside over such Joint 
Convention, and the Chief Clerk of the Senate shall act as Clerk thereof, as- 
sisted by the Chief Clerk of the Assembly : provided^ that the Lieutenant- 
Governor shall not act in said Convention except as the presiding officer, and 
in no case shall have the right to give the casting vote. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

24. Neither House shall adjourn during any session thereof, without the 

consent of the other, for a longer period than three days. 
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CUSTOMS, PRECEDENTS AND FORMS. 



ORGANIZATION. 



The Legielature conyenes at 12 o'clock, M., on the second Wednesday of 
January in each year. 

Custom, so prevalent and so ancient as to have the force of law, has made 
it the duty of the Chief Clerk of the previous Assembly to call to order, and 
to conduct the proceedings generally, until a Speaker is chosen. 

The Secretary of State furnishes to the Clerk a certified statement of the 
names of the members elect, which Is read. The members then advance to 
the Clerk's desk, generally the delegation of each county by itself, and sub- 
scribe the oath of ofScu. 

It often happens, that by neglect of the proper county officer, to return the 
proceedings of the county canvassers, some members find their election not 
to be on record in the Secretary's office. In such case, the certificate held by 
the member himself, should be produced to the Clerk. This answers every 
purpose, and should always be secured by members elect, from the clerk of 
their county. 

The oath of office is then administered to the members elect. It may be ad- 
ministered by the Speaker, the President of the Senate, the Govemort Secre- 
tary of State, Attorney General, or any of the judges of the Supreme Court. 
It has been administered in this State asually, by one of the judges. Members 
coming in after the first di|r of the session are sworn in by the Speaker. 

After all are sworn, the roll is called, when, if a quorum is found present, 
the Clerk declares the house to be qualified and competent to proceed to 
business. 

If the parties in the Assembly have determined their choice for officers, the 
election proceeds forthwith ; if not, an adjournment is had until the next day. 

The election for Speaker, ClerK and Sergeant-at-Arms is required to be 
viva voce^ and these are the only officers which the Assembly can fill. 

The roll is called, and each member announces audibly the name of the can- 
didate of his choice. 

The Cierk announces the result, and names a committee to conduct the 
Speaker elect to the chair. The other elections proceed in the same manner, 
except that when the result is announced by the Speaker, the officer elect ad- 
vances to the Clerk's desk and is sworn in by the Speaker. 
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A committee is then appointed to wait on the Senate, and inform them that 
the Assembly is organized ; or the Clerk is directed, by resolution, to inform 
the Senate of the fact. 

A joint committee of both houses Is then appointed to convey a like mes- 
sage to the Goyernor, and inform him that the^houses are in readiness to receive 
any communication from him. 

The Senate and Assembly have usually assembled in joint convention, in 
the Assembly Chamber, upon some day and hour suggested by the Governor, 
during the first week of the session, to hear his annual message. 

The message has been read sometimes by his Private Secretary, and some- 
times by the Clerk of one of the houses. 

At the first opportunity after hearing the message read, the various recom- 
mendations therein contained are referred, by resolution, to appropriate 
standing committees or select committees. 

Standing committees are appointed by the Speaker at as early a day in the 
session as is possible. They consist of five members to each committee, ex- 
cept that on Railroads, which consists of nine members, the joint committee 
on Printing, and the joint committee on Local Laws, which consist of three 
members each. 



DRAWING OF SEATS. 

The drawing of seats by lot has been observed since the Assembly first took 
possession of the new Assembly Chamber. 

The method heretofore pursued is as follows : 

The members leave their seats, and take places in the open area behind their 
seats. The Clerk having placed in a box, slips of paper containing the names 
of the members respectively, a page or messenger draws them therefrom. 
The Clerk announces each name as it is drawn, and the member named selects 
his seat, and occupies it until the drawing is completed.

COMPENSATION. 

Each Member of the Legislature shall receive for his services three hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum, and ten cents for every mile he shall travel in 
going to and returning irom the place of the meetings of the Legisjature, on 
the most usual route. In case of an extra session of the Legislature, no addi- 
tional compensation shall be allowed to any member thereof, either directly 
or indirectly. Amendment to Constitution^ Art. 4, Sec. 21. 

The Sjwaker of the Asaembly shall be entitled to receive for every day's 
attendance during the session of the Assembly, two dollars and fifty cents in 
addition to his per diem as a member of the Assembly. H. S.^ p. 120, Sec. 10. 

It is customary to pay the mileage of members both ways, at the commence* 
ment of the session, upon the certificate of the Speaker and Clerk, as to the 
proper sum to which each member is entitled. 
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PAT OF 0TFICEB8. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated ont of any money in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sum sufScient to pay the p«r diem of 
officers of the Legislature as follows: To the Chief Clerks each six dollars; to 
the Assistant Clerks and Sergeant-at-Arms each five dollars ; to all.'other clerks, 
Book-keepers, Clerks of standing committees, Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms and 
Postmasters, each fonr dollars ; to the Assistant Postmasters, Door keepers, 
Firemen, Porters, Gallery Attendants, and Night Watchmen each three dollars 
and fifty cents ; to all Messengers each two dollars. Ch. 58, O. £., 1868. 



DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Speaker.— The duties of this officer are generally aa follows: 

To open the session, at the time to which the Assembly is adjourned, by 
taking the chair and calling the Members to order ; 

To announce, the business before the Assembly in the order in which it is to 
be acted upon ; 

To rcceiye and submit, in the proi)er manner, all motions and propositions 
presented by the Members ; v 

To put to vote all questions which are regularly moved, or which necessarily 
aiir^e in the course of proceedings, and to announce the result; 

To restrain the Members, when engaged in debate, within the rules of order ; 

To enforce on all occasions the observance of order and decorum among tho 
Members ; 

To inform the Assembly, when necessary, or when referred to for the pur- 
pose, Jn a point of order or practice ; 

To authenticate, by his signature, when necessary, all the acts, orders, and 
proceedings of the Assembly ; 

To name the Members— when directed to do so in a particular case, or when 
it is apart of his general duty by the rules- who are to serve on commit- 
tees ; and in general ; 

To represent and stand for the Assembly, declaring its will, and in all things 
obeying its commands. Every officer of the House is subordinate to the 
Speaker, and, in all that relates to the prompt and correct discharge of official 
duty, is under his supervision. 

Chief Clerk.— He has the care and custody of all the papers and records, 
and arranges in its proper order^ firom day to day, after its inception, all the 
business of the House. He must, In order to have a proper knowledge of the 
affairs of his department, apportion, systematize and personally supervise the 
labor of all his subordinates, and, when not called therefrom by more important 
duties, should officiate in person at the reading desk. The duties of his subordi- 
nates are properly his duties, as all are performed under his direction, and he 
is responsible for any deficiencies. It is his duty to prepare and furnish to 
the public printer, an accurate record of each day's proceedings, and a copy 
of every bill, report and other thing ordered to be printed, " on the same day 
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each orders are made ;^^ to keep the pay acconntB of members and officers, 
and issne his certificate of per diem to them; to deliver the messages of 
the Assembly to the Senate ; to sign subpoenas ; he can " permit no re- 
cords nor papers hel6nglng to the Assembly to be taken ont of his custody, 
otherwise than in the regular course of business;^* and shall report any 
missing papers to the notice of the Speaker. 

It is his duty to prepare an index to the Journal, at the close of the session, 
and to be present at the opening of the next session and attend to such pre- 
liminary business as may be necessary, and conduct the proceedings ^therein 
until a Speaker is elected, and perform the duties of Clerk thereof until his 
successor is chosen and qualified. 

He is by law responsible for the safe keeping of all bills and other docu- 
ments in possession of the Assembly, and lor the proper registry of all pro- 
ceedings ; and is required at the close of the session, to deposit all pai)ers in 
his possession as Chief Clerk, properly classified and labelled, with the Sec- 
retary of State. 

A more detailed description of the labors connected with the clerkship will 
be found under the next head. 

BBGTTLATIONS IN THE DEPABTMENT OF THE CLEBK. 

To ensure a systematic and correct performance of the duties of their depart- 
ment, the Chief Clerks of the two Houses have established the following regu- 
lations: 

DUTIES OF DEPUTIES. 

The Assistant Clbbk— It is his special duty : 

1. To keep a record of each day's proceedings ; and to correct the proof of 
the same while being printed. 

% To officiate at the reading desk when required by the clerk ; and in case 
of his absence, to perform his duties generally. 

8. To label and file in their appropriale places all papers presented, with 
proper dates and references. 

4. To select each day all papers ordered to be printed, make a list thereof 
in a book provided for that purpose, and send them to the State Printer, t^- 
ing his receipt therefor. 

5. To keep a list of all absentees on leave, etc. 

The Book-Eeepeb.— It is his special duty : 

1. To keep the register of bills, resolutions, memorials, etc., showing therein, 
and opposite to each title, all action taken and proceedings had, with regard 
to such papers. 

2. To distribute to the proper committee, or officers, all bills, petitions and 
other papers referred. 

8. To make out'all certificates of per diem and mileage, ready for the signa 
ture of the Speaker and Clerk. 

4. To prepare the message to be delivered to the other house, and when not 
otherwise occupied, to help the Assistant Clerk in the performance of his 
duties. 
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The Engbossiko Clebk.— It is Ms special dnty: 

1. To engross all bills ordered to a third reading which the rales require to 
be engrossed, properly placing all amendments adopted prior to the order fdr 
their engrossment. ' 

S. By the direction of the Chief qr Assistant Clerk, to perform any necessary 
service appertaining to the duties of the'other deputies. 

The Ekbolliko Clebk.— It is his'special duty : 

To make clear, legible copies of all bills which have been concurred in, 
without erasures or interlineations. 

The Tbanscbibing Clebk.— It is his special duty: 

To copy the record of the proceedings of the Assembly into a book pre- 
pared for that purpose. 

6ENBBAL BEGULATIONS. 

1. Each deputy, when not occupied in the performance of his own special 
duties, is to render such assistance to the Clerk and to his associate deputies 
as may be in his power, ot as the pressure of duties in a particular department 
may render necessary. 

2. The deputies are expected to notify the Chief Clerk of any interference 
by members or others with their duties, and of all improper approaches or 
requests made to them by any person. They are not to exhibit to any person 
any bill or other document in their possession without leave of the Chief Clerk. 

8. Perfect courtesy must at all times be maintained towards members, re- 
porters, associate deputies, and all who have business to transact with the 
department ; and interference with legislation cannot be allowed under any 
circumstances. 

7b Members^ Officers and Reporters.— li is especially requested that no 
member, officer or reporter will interrupt the Assistant Clerk while engaged 
in keeping the journal. " No journal, record, account or paper," of any kind, 
mast be taken from the desk, unless by express permission of the Clerk. 

Sbbgeant-at-Abms.— This officer is the executive officer of the house. He 
has charge of the Post Office and other appurtenant conveniences of the 
Assembly. He controls the police regulations, attends to the warming of the 
chambers, serves the /subpoenas and warrants of the Assembly, announces 
messages from the Governor and from the Senate, provides rooms for com- 
mittees, receives from the Superintendent of Public Property all public docu- 
ments ordered or coming in due course, and distributes the same through the 
Post Office, or otherwise, to members and officers entitled thereto. He is to 
organize his department with such system that each of his subordinates shall 
know his precise duties, and he is to see that each performs his duty promptly 
thoroughly and courteously. He is required to keep the chamber open from 
8 o*clock A. M. to 10 o'clock P. M. 

He should have the printed bills and other documents in his possession so 
claesified and arranged that he can at once answer any call upon him for them. 
12 Mahttal. 
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His assistant assists him generally in the discharge of his dnties, and takes 
his place when he is absent. 

Thb Postmabteb attends to the receipt and delivery of all mall matter com- 
ing to members and officers of the Assembly. Each member has a box in the 
Assembly Post Office, in which his mail matter is deposited; and the Post- 
master mast, by himself or assistant, be at his post from 8 o'clock A. M., until 
10 o'clock P. M., and until the adjournment of the Assembly for the day. He 
receives and forwards all mail matter deposited in his office by members or 
officers, in time to be mailed from the Madison Post Office. He is to promi- 
nently post in the cloak and hat room (which is the members' side of the Post 
Office) a notice of the hours of closing the Assembly mails. He is entitled to 
the exclusive use of the Post Office, and no one ought to be admitted thereto 
except the Sergeant-at-Arms and the Speaker. 

The Assistant Postmaster brings the mail to and lh)m the Madison Post 
Office, and assists the Postmaster generally in his duties. 

The Doobkeepeb attends to the principal door ; opens and closes it for the 
entry and exit of all persons ; maintains order in the lobby and vestibule ; 
sees that visitors are seated, and that the regulations of the House, in his de- 
partment, are strictly enforced. For the proper discharge of his office, both 
patience, courtesy, and firmness are required. 

The Assistant Doorkeepers, each at their respective stations, are to dis- 
charge the same duties as the principal Doorkeeper. They must be in attend- 
ance as well during the recess as the sessions of the Assembly, to keep out in- 
truders and maintain order. 

The Firemen attend to the warming and ventilation of the Assembly Cham- 
ber, and, under direction of the Sergeant-at-Arms, make themselves generally 
useful. 

The Postmaster, Doorkeepers and Firemen are appointed by the Sergoant- 
at'Arms, and are responsible to him. He is to see that they perform their 
duties iaithfnlly. 

The Messengers are appointed by the Speaker, except those in particular 
attendance upon the Chief Clerk and Sergeanl-at-Arms, who are appointed 
by said officers respectively. 

DUTIES OF MESSENGERS. 

1. To be in attendance from 8 o'clock A. M., until 10 o'clock P. M., every 
day, (Sundays excepted,) whether the Assembly is in session or not. 

2. To receive the Journals and printed bills from the Sergeant-at-Arms, and 
arrange them in order on the file of each member. 

3. Not to leave the Assembly Chamber during the mornhng hour, or absent 
themselves from the sessions of the, Assembly daring an entire day, except 
upon leave of the Speaker or Clerk. 

4. During the morning hour to take the positions assigned to ttiem by the 
Clerk ; and, standing up, so as to see and be seen, hold themselveB in readi- 
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ness to bring all bills, resolutions, etc., from the several members to the Clerk, 
when presented. 

6. After the expiration of the morning hour, and when not engaged In filing 
bills, etc., for the members they have in charge, to answer promptly any call, 
and render assistance to any member requiring it. 

6. To refrain from throwing any paper balls, darts, or other missile, to move 
lightly across the Assembly Chamber, and demean themselves respectfhUy 
towards every member and officer of the Assembly. 



STATIONERY. 

The Superintendent of Public Property furnishes to each member ot the 
Assembly, and to the Chief Clerk and Sergeantat-Arms, a uniform outfit of 
stationery, comprising foolscap, letter and note paper, envelopes, a gold pen 
and case, a pocket pencil, a good penholder, and several common penholders, 
a box of steel pens, an inkstand, a mucilage bottle, an eraser, a pocket knife, 
a ruler, etc., etc., for which a receipt must be given. 

Whatever else a member or officer desires, must be ordered, in writing, of 
the Superintendent, who charges the order to the person making it, and 
reports the same, when required, either to the Governor or Legislature. But 
under the law of 1859, as amended in 1865, no meml^er can order more station- 
ery than will amount to $80.

NEWSPAPERS. 

The Secretary of State, at the commencement of each session of the Legis- 
lature, furnishes each member with a blank order, upon which the member 
designates the names of the newspapers, and the number of each, which he 
wishes to take, as provided for by Chapter 16, General Laws, 1861, which is as 
follows : 

^* Section 1. Members of the Legislature, the Lieutenant Governor, the 
Chief Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, and the Chief Clerk andSer- 
geant-at-Arms of the Assembly, are hereby authorized, during each session of 
the Legislature, to take such newspapers as each may choose, at the expense 
of the State, at a cost not to exceed twenty dollars to each member and officer 
named, for the^ session. 

** SEonoK 3. Members of the Legislature, and the officers named in the 
preceding section, shall each leave with the Secretary of State a list of such 
papers as he desires to have ordered in his behalf; and it is made the duty of 
the Secretary of State to order the papers named in such lists, to be sent to the 
members or officers desiring the same, to the amount named in the first sec- 
tion.^' 
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POST OPFICB AEIRANGEMENTS. 

The Assembly Post Office is In charge of a Postmaster appointed by theSer- 
geant-at-Arms. Each member has a separate box ; and all mail matter depos- 
ited with the Postmaster is sent to the Madison Post Office by the Post Office 
messenger, at regular hours, corresponding with the hoars of closing the mails 
at the Madison office. 

It is the custom for members to prepay all their mail matter, with postage 
stamps, which the Assembly orders, from time to time, by resolution, from the 
Superintendent. 

PROCESS OP PASSING BILI^. 

Some diversity of practice exists herein, but the ordinary method In the 
Assembly is as follows: 

A Member having prepared a bill and endoried the title thereof; together 
with his name, upon the back of it, rises to his feet, at such time as the intro- 
duction of bills is in order, and says : 

"Mr. Speaker:'* 

If recognized, the Speaker responds : 

" The gentleman from ." 

The Member announces : 

" I ask leave to introduce a bill." 

The bill is then sent to the Chief Clerk by a Messenger. The Clerk then 
reads the title of the bill, and the Speaker announces : 

" First reading of the bill." 

If no objection is made the Clerk reads the bill at length, if it is a bill appro- 
priating money ; if not, by its title only ; when the Spealker announces . 

" Second reading of the biU." 

And refers the same to some standing committee, suggested by the Member, 
or if desired, to a select committee ; or to the general file, or, as is usual, the 
Speaker of his own motion, makes the reference to such committee as seems 
to him appropriate. 

The bill is, in due course, reported back to the Assembly, by the commit- 
tee, when it is placed in what is called the general file. 

Bills in the general file are considered in Committee of the Whole in the 
exact order in which they are placed upon the file. Proceedings in Com- 
mittee of the Whole will be elsewhere considered. 

After a Committee of the Whole has|completed its action upon any bill, and 
reported the same back to the Assembly, and any recommendations made by 
the Committee passed upon, it is taken up in its order, when the Speaker puts 
the following question : 

" Shall this bill be engrossed, and read a third time f " 
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If decided afflrmatiyely, the bill is sent by the Chief Clerk to the Engross- 
ing Clerk for engrossment. Upon its retnm engrossed, the original and en- 
grossed bills are placed in the hands ot the Committee on Engrossed BUls^ 
who compare them and correct any errors which they may find. When found 
correct, or made so, the Committee report them to the House, as correctly 
engrossed, when the original is filed by the Chief Clerk, and the engrossed 
bill goes into the order of "bills ready for a third reading." 

When, nnder the order of business, the bill is reached, the bill, (unless it 
appropriates money) is read by its title, when the Speaker says as follows : 

" This bill having been read three several times, the question is, shall the 
bill pass?" 

If the bill passes, it is taken to the Senate, with a message announcing its 
passage by the Assembly, and desiring the concurrence of the Senate therein. 

Going through with a similar process in the Senate, it is returned with a 
message announcing their action upon it. 

If the Senate concurs, the bill is sent to the EnroUing Clerk, who makes a 
copy thereof, as is elsewhere described. When enrolled, it goes to the Com- 
mittee on Enrolled BUls^ who compare it with the engrossed bill ; when found 
or made correct, they report the bill to the Assembly as correctly enrolled ; 
the engrossed bill is filed by the Chief Clerk ; the enrolled bill is then en- 
dorsed by the Chief Clerk as having originated in the Assembly, (for the 
information of the Governor, in case he vetoes it), then it is signed by the 
Speaker, and taken with a message to the Senate, desiring the signature of 
the President of the Senate thereto. The Committee on Enrolled Bills of the 
two Houses, acting jointly, then present the bill, duly signed, to the Governor^ 
for his approval, and report that fact to the House. The Governor if he ap- 
proves the bill, informs the House in which it originated, of that fact, and 
that he has deposited it with the Secretary of State. 

This is the ordinary process of a bill through all its stages until it becomes 
a law. A bill of great interest or importance, or one which is warmly con- 
tested, may, by reason of mtgority and minority reports, special orders, recom- 
mitment, amendments, substitutes, committees of conference, and various 
other parliamentary appliances, pass through a vast variety of stages not 
before enumerated. 

Senate bills coming into the Assembly, after passing the Senate, are read 
twice by title, (unless they appropriate money, when they must be read at 
length), and then referred to the appropriate committee. 

After consideration in Committee of the Whole, the recommendation of the 
Committee is acted upon in the Assembly— the question being, after recom- 
mendations are disposed of^ 

*' Shall this bill be ordered to a third reading ? " 

If it is decided affirmatively, the bill passes into the order of ''bills on third 
reading ; " and when reached in that order, the question is, 

*' Shall this bill be concurred in?" 
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If concurred in, the bill is returned to the Senate, with the message inform- 
ing it of that &ct. 

If it is desired to hasten the passage of the bill, it is done by motion as fol- 
lows: 

"I move to suspend all rules which will interfere with the immediate pas- 
sage of bill No. , Assembly, entitled ' a bill to .*." 

If this motion prevails, which requires an afSrmative vote of two-thirds of 
the Members present, the Member who desires the immediate passage of the 
bill may at once move that the bill do pass ; and ^if passed, it yriU go at once 
to the Senate. 



COMMITTEE OP THE WHOLE. 

The Committo of the Whole is an expedient to simplify the business of 
legislative bodies. No record is made of its proceedings, and it has no officers 
except of its own creation, for temporary purposes. It is liable to instant dis- 
solution in case of disorder, when the Speaker takes the chair to suppress it— 
in case of lack of quorum, when the Speaker takes the chair for a Call of the 
House, or an adjournment, and in case of a message fh>m the Senate or Gov 
emor, when the Speaker takes the chair to receive it. 

The House may resolve itself into a committee of the whole, upon some par- 
ticular bill, resolution or subject, or it may go into committee of the whole 
upon the general file of bills. In the first case the motion is, 

*^ That the Assembly do now resolve itself into a committee of the whole upon 

[bill No. — , A., a bill ] or [joint resolution No. — , A., providing, etc.] or 

[upon all bills relating to J as the case may be^ 

In the second case it is, 

" That the Assembly do now resolve itself into a committee of the whole upon 
the general file of bills." 

Bills, resolutions and general matters which have been once considered in 
committee of the whole, and in which progress has been made and leave 
granted for ftirther consideration, have the preference. The motion of the 
committee of the whole, for their ftirther consideration must be made under 
the head of '•'' bills in which the committee of the whole have made progress 
* and obtained leave to sit again ;" and in which case the member who presided 
when the same matter was previously considered in committee of the whole, 
resumes the chair. 

The motion for the committee of the whole upon the general file, must be 
made under the order of ^^ bills not yet considered in committee of the 
whole." 

When the Assembly resolves itself into committee of the whole, the Speaker 
selects a chairman as follows : 

" The gentleman from , Mr. , will take the chair." 



L 
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The appointed cliairman advanceB to the Speaker's desk and having taken 
the chair, receives from the clerk the papers indicated by the motion for the 
committee, when the chairman announces : 

^^ Qentlemen :— The committee have under consideration, bill No. — entitled 

, (reading the title from the back of the bill.) Or in case of consideration 

of the^eneral flle^ (the committee have under consideration the general, file of 
bills ; the first in order is bill No. — , A., entitled ). 

" The first section is as follows : 

The Chairman then reads the first section, and asks— 

" Are there any amendments proposed to the first section?" 

If none are offered, the Chairman says: 

'''• No amendments being offered to the first section, the second section will 
be read." 

This process is continued through the whole bill, when at the close of the 
reading the Chairman says : 

** The — th section and the whole bill have now been read, and are open to 
amendment." 

At this point, after tne friends of the bill have perfected it, it is customary 
for the opponents of the bill to open their attack. 

After the discussion of the bill to such an extent as may be desired, if no 
amendments are made, tLe final vote is generally upon a motion— 

" That the bill be reported back to the House without amendment." 

If any other bills are before the committee, they are proceeded with in the 
same manner. If it is desired to have further consideration of any matter 
before the committee, or if the general file has not been gone through with, 
the motion is, 

" That the committee rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit again." 

If the committee lias completed its duties, the motion is, 
^^That the committee rise and report." 

Which being analagous to a motion to adjourn, is not debatable. The Chair- 
man states the matter as follows: 

"It is moved that the committee do now rise and report \or othentfise as the 
case may 6«]." 

" Is the committee ready for the question ?" 

" Gentlemen:— Those who are of opinion that this committee do now [rise 
and report,] say aye ; those of a contrary opinion, say no. 

In case of doubt a division must be had, as the ayes and noes cannot be 
called in committee of the whole. 
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When the committee rises, the Speaker resumes his seat, and the Chairman, 
in his place on the floor, reports as follows : 

" Mr. Speaker." 

The Speaker answers— 

" Mr. Chairman." 

Who reports— 

^^The committee of the whole have had under consideration bill No. — , A., 

entitled , and have instracted me to report the same to the House with 

amendment," [or as the case may be.] 

When the general file has been under consideration, the report is as follows : 

''• The committee of the whole have had under consideration the general file 
of bills, have gone through the same, and have directed me to report to the 
House the bills contained therein, with sundry amendments and recommenda- 
tions, asfoUowe, to wit:" [Here follows the title of bUls consider edytoUh action 
taken upon them.] 

In case the file has been left unfinished, the report is— 

" The committee of the whole have had under consideration the general file 
of bills, and have made some prosn^ess therein. I am directed to report back 
the following bills, with the amendments and recomendations hereinafter 
specified, and ask leave for tlm committee to sit again." [Eere follows the 
report qf amendments^ etc.^ as above.] 

On the latter report, the question is— 

" Shall leave be granted ?" 

When, upon a count, it is ascertained that a quorum is not present, the re- 
port is— 

" The Committee of the Whole have had under consideration , and, 

, after some progress therein, find there is no quorum present ; that fact I here- 
with report to you." 

In case of confusion or disorder, the Speaker, of his own accord, resumes 
the Chair temporarily, and without any formality, for the purpose of suppress-,- 
ing it. When order is restored, the Chairman resumes the Chair, and the busi- 
ness proceeds. 

Upon the coming in of a report, the recommendations are at once acted on 
by the Assembly. 

When, in Committee of the Whole, any member desires to ofl'er an amend- 
ment, it must be reduced to writing and sent to the Chairman, who reads it, 
and asks— 

*' Is the Committee ready for the question upon the amendment ?" 
And if no further amendment or debate ofl'er, he puts the question in the 
usual manner. 
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After a BectioD is once passed, with an nnsnccessfal effort to amend it, no 
further amendments are in order. The strictness of this rule is, however, not 
always adhered to—an amendment once made, may, however, be recon- 
sidered. Such a motion is— 

" That the amendment offered by the gentleman fl*om , to the — th 

section, be reconsidered." 

And is stated as follows : 

" The gentleman from moves that the amendment of the gentleman 

from , to the — th section be reconsidered. 

^^ Is the Committee ready for the question ? 

" Those who are of the opinion that said amendment be reconsidered, say 
aye ; Ihose of the contrary opinion, say no." 

In case the amendment is reconsidered, the Speaker says : 

** The motion is carried. The amendment is reconsidered. The question 
now recurs upon the adoption of the amendment. Is the Committee ready for 
the question?" etc.

INVESTIGATIONS. 

When an investigation is required into any matter, the person most inter- 
ested in having the inquiry made, should move the appointment of a com- 
mittee to take the subject in charge. This is done by resolution. The resolu- 
tion should be so drawn as to state the precise subject to be investigated, and 
to give the committee all the power which the mover may deem necessary to 
a thorough examination into the subject matter to be laid before them ; this 
should be done to prevent any misapprehension as to the intention and extent 
of the inquiry to be made. In case of the adoption of the resolution, the 
mover, together with other members, will be appointed a committee. They 
have power to send for persons and papers. The form of a subpoena is as 
follows:

" To : You are hereby commanded, that, laying aside all busi- 
ness and excuse, you personally appear and attend before Messrs. ,

The Hoases continued in session 
until the 10th of December, when they adjourned until the 30th of January, 1843, when they again 
met, and continued in session until February 6th, 1843, when they adjourned until March Sth, 1843, 
on which latter day, they again convened, as well in pursuance of their rote of adjournment, as in 
pursuance of the Oovemor's Proclamation, calling them together as of a special session, on that day.

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CHEAPER FREIGHTS TO THE SEABOARD. 



FOX AND WISCONSIN BIVERS IMPROVEMENT. 

(Now Oreen Bay and Miasiwippi Canal.) 



The subject of cheapening the transportation of heavy freights presents 
the great problem of the day. Upon its snccessfol solution depends the pros- 
I>erity of the farmer and conseqnently the prosperity of the state. 

The importance of agricoltare is such that all trades, professions and 
occupations are successful in the success of the farmer. A sense of the im- 
portance of this gubject and of the appropriateness of a reference to it in 
this volume, has induced the compiler to present a few statistics in relation to 
the proposed improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 

THE FOX AND WISCONSIN BTVBBS IMPBOVEMENT. 

The Pox and Wisconsin rivers have been an important highway for nearly 
two hundred years. They were the route by which, in 1673, Marquette and 
his companions discovered the upper Mississippi, and along which were 
made, by the French missionaries and traders, the earliest settlements in the 
West. 

It was the wish of the founders of the Bepublic to preserve this great, 
natural water route unobstructed and to make it a permanent means of com- 
munication between the lakes and the Mississippi. In the ordinance for the 
government of the territory of the United States north-west of the river Ohio, 
Adopted July 14th, 1787, it is provided that the navigable waters leading into 
the Mississipi and the St. Lawrence and the carrying places between the 
same shall be common highways, and forever free. 

The same provision, in substance, is embodied in an act of Congress relat- 
ing to said territory, passed August 7, 1789, after the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of the United States : in an act of Congress establishing the territorial 
government of Wisconsin, approved April 20th, 1836 ; in an act of Congress 
relating to the admission of Wisconsin as a state into the Union, approved 
August 6, 1846, and in the constitution of the state of Wisconsin. 

In 1839, under the direction of the ^war department of the government,* 
preliminary survey of the rivers, and an estimate of the cost of their improve- 
ment, were made by Capt. Cram of the United States Topographical Engineers.

FOX AND WISCONSIN RIVERS IMPROVEMENT. 886 

In 1846 by an act of Congrees, approved Aug, 8, 1846, a grant of lands vag made 
to the state of Wisconsin, on the admission of such state into the Union, for 
the purpose of improving the navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, in 
the territory of Wisconsin, and of constructing a canal to unite the said riv- 
ers atornear the portage. 

In 1854 and 1855 acts of Congress were passed by which the grant of lands 
to Wisconsin was defined and enlarged. 

After the admission of Wisconsin into the Union, hy an act of its Legisla- 
ture, approved August 8, 1M8, a Board of Public Works was created, through 
which the work of improving the said rivers, by the application thereto of 
the proceeds of the sale of the lands granted by Congress, was undertaken 
by the State. 

It soon became apparent that the moneys realized from the sale of lands 
were insufficient to meet the obligations of the State issued by its Board of 
Public Works, as they became due ; and in 1853 the work was turned over to 
the Fox and Wisconsin Improvement Company, a eorporation created under 
an act of the Legislature of Wisconsin, approved July 6, 1853. In 1856, by an 
act of the- Legislature of Wisconsin, approved October 3, 1856, the lands 
granted by Congress then unsold were granted by the State, through the said 
company, to trustees, with power to n^ll, and the proceeds to hold in trust, for 
the payment of State indebtedness, the completion of the work, there- 
after for the payment of bonds issued by the said company, and the balance, if 
any, for the company itself. 

In February, 1866, the trustees, in execution of the powers contained in the 
deed of trust made tc them, and pursuant to a judgment of the Circuit 
Court of Fond du Lac county, sold at public sale at Appleton, Wisconsin, the 
works of Improvement %rd the balance of lands granted by Congress then 
unsold, and applied the proceeds to the purposes expressed in the deed of 
trust. 

The proceeds were sufficient to pay in full the expenses of the trust, the 
then outstanding State indebtedness, and to provide a fund sufficient to com- 
plete the work according to the plan specified in the act approved October 3, 
1856. 

Under an act of the Legislature of Wisconsin, approved Apnl 13, 1861, and 
the acts amendatory thereof, the purchasers at said sale, on the 15th day of 
day of August, 1866, filed their certificate in the office of the Secretary of State 
and thereby became incorporated as the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal 
Company, holding, as such Company, the said works of Improvement. 

NATXTBE AND CONDITION OF THE WORK OI" IMPROVEMBNT. 

The Wisconsin Elver, having its rise in the northern part of the State of 
Wisconsin, runs southerly until it approaches the Fox River, turns ab- 
ruptly southweg^erly, and running in that course one hundred and eighteen 
miles, empties into the Mississippi at Prairie du Chien. 

The Fox River, having its rise in the southern part of Wisconsin, runs north 
westerly ni til it approaches the Wisconsin River, turns abruptly north-east-

erly, and rnnning in that coarse one hundred and ulzty miles, empties into 
Lalie Michigan at Green Bay. 

The course of the two rivers below the portage, the point of nearest approach, 
is surprisingly straight, and nearly upon a due line, passing through Prairie 
du Chien and the Straits of Mackinaw. 

The divide, or portage, separating the Wisconsin Kiver waters, leading into 
the Gull of Mexico, from the Fox River waters leading into the 8t. Lawrence, 
is a level sand prairie, without rock, and in width one and one-half miles. 
The Wisconain at the portage is at the summit level. It is about seven feet 
higher than the Fox at the portage, about two hundred feet higher than Lake 
Michigan at the mouth of the Fox, and one hundred and sixty-nine feet higher 
than the Mississippi at the mouth of the Wisconsin. 

Already a canal at the portage connects the Wisconsin and the Fox, and a 
slack water communication extending ftrom the portage to Green Bay, a dis- 
tance of one hundred and sixty miles, overcomes by locks and dams the fall of 
two hundred feet, and connects the Wisconsin River with Lake Michigan. 

The Fox River from its mouth to Oshkosh, on Lake Winnebago, has a low 
water channel of about four feet, and from Lake Winnebago to the portage of 
about three feet. At stages of high water, boats of three, four and even Ave 
feet draft, have passed fi*om Lake Michigan up the Fox River and down the 
Wisconsin into the Mississippi River. As late in the season as June, boats of 
three hundred tons burthen have made the passage. In stages of low water, 
the Wisconsin cannot be navigated on account of the drifting sand. 

It i8 proposed that the General Oovemment be urged to impt rve the naviga- 
tion of the Wisconsin Siverfrom its mouth to the portage, so that boats qfjive 
feet draft may pass with facility in the lowest stages of water. 

The works of improvement now in operation upon said Rivers are owned by 
the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company, and chiefly extend from the 
Portage to the mouth of the Fox. 

This company will make the navigation of the Fox River as good as the 
Government will make the Wisconsin, so that the project is narrowed down to 
the impro-vement cf 118 mUes of river navigatum, 

THE COST. 

Under instructions from the Engineer Department, issued in; July, 1866, 
Mi^or General G. K. Warren took charge of the surveys of various rivers, 
including the Fox and Wisconsin. Under date of January, 1867, his report 
was made to the Department, and was subsequently submitted to Congress. 

Estimates were made of the cost of enlarging the Improvement of the Fox 
River ;to a uniform low water draught of four feet and to one of six feet, 
which were for four feet $444, 442, and for six feet $1, 288. 515 .40. The surveys 
of the Wisconsin River were not then completed, and estimates of the cost 
of the Improvement were not then made. 

Under date of April, 1868, General Warren made a ftirther report to the 
Pepartment, and under date of October, 1868, his final and working report. 
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(publiBhed with the report of the Secretary of War for 18m.)~M€88age and 
accompanying documents, Ex. Doc. l,pt.%p. 360.) 
In relation to the Wisconsin River he pays : 

'^For improYing the navigation along the Wisconsin River from Portage 
City to its mouth, I present three plans and estimates. 

^' First Flan— A\\ in river using wing dams and Long's scrapers, distance 
118 miles, to secure a depth of three feet low water navigation, $427, 749.37. 
Improvement to be available the second year, the money all wanted the first 
year. Annually thereafter $30, 000. 

'■'•Second Fian— To secure four feet depth for navigation at low water, 
twenty-seven miles in the river, ninety miles of canal, seventy feet wide at the 
bottom and eighty feet at the top, twenty-four miles being in wider places of old 
river bed, lock 160x30 feet ; total lock lift 138 feet ; sides of canal in cuts paved 
for use of steamboats— $3,206, 790.95. In order to finish in third year, require 
$1,603,38.5.45 the first year, the remainder the second year, and $50, 000 an 
uually thereafter. 

^^ Ihird Flan—To sQcnre Jive feet naDigation at low water, all to be caual^ 
118 miles. Canal seventy leet at bottom, eighty feet at top. Locks 100x35. 
Total lock lift 175 feet. Hides of canal in cuts paved to allow the use of steam- 
boats~$4, 164, 370. OC. In order to finish in third year, will require $2,082,130.00 
the first year, the remainder the second year and $60,000 annually thereafter. 

"/ would urge the adoption of the third plan if means can he raised, pro- 
viding, however, at first for only a four foot navigation The second plan if 
adopted, should Oe carried out with a view to being changed to the third if 
ever required. The first plan, three feet navigation, may have too much in- 
convenience for the great amount of transportation destined for this route.'''' 

THE SAVTNa. 

In his message to the Legislature of 1870, the Governor of Wisconsin, on 
this subject, says : 

*^ There Is no point in the United States where the expenditure of $5,000,000 
will contribute eo mnch to the general good. The efiect will be to reduce the 
cost of transportation not only upon the freights carried by water, but also 
upon those earned by every other means. It is estimated that, with the rates 
fixed at one cent per ton per mile, about the tarifl' on the Erie canal, the yearly 
saving, which will enure equally to the producer and consumer, will amount 
to at least twice tne total cost of the improvement. The shipments east are 
estimated to be fully 2,500,000 tons annually, and those west at 1,250,000 tons. 
Should one-fifth of this freight go by way of the Wisconsin river, tolls at the 
above mentioned rates, would, after allowing for repairs and to the carrier a 
fair profit, amount to nearly or quite a million of dollars annually. Thus the 
general government could be reimbursed within six years after the comple- 
tion of the improvement, should reimbursement be demanded. Then the rate 
of tolls proper could be reduced nearly 100 per cent" 
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In reviewtng the foregoing pages, after they came from the press, the com- 
piler has discovered a number of slight errors, which he here wishes to note, 
for the benefit of the compiler ot the next edition of the MannaL In the 
annals of the Legislatore, giving lists of all prevtons members of the Legis- 
lature, which were copied firom the Jonmals, a number of slight errors appear 
in the spelling of names.
